In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are 
required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Wayland, 
qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs,  to  meet  at  their  respective  polling 
places  in  said  Town  on  Monday,  the  22d  day  of  March,  current,  at 
ten  minutes  before  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  said  day,  to  give 
in  their  votes  for 

A  Moderator  of  Town  Meetings. 

Three  Selectmen. 
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A  Town  Clerk. 
A  Town  Treasurer. 
A  Collector  of  Taxes. 
An  Auditor. 

Treasurer  of  Library  Funds. 
A  Surveyor  of  Highways.

Seven  Constables. 

A  Trustee  of  the  Public  Library  (to  fill  vacancy) . 

All  for  one  year. 
One  School  Committee. 
One  Sinking  Fund  Commissioner.

Two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library. 

One  Overseer  of  Poor. 

One  Member  of  the  Board  of  Health.

Also  to  vote  "  Yes  or  No"  on  the  question,  "  Shall  licenses  be 
granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town?  M 

All  the  foregoing  to  be  voted  for  on  one  ballot. 

The  polls  will  be  opened  at  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  closed 
at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
voters  present. 

You  are  also  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  afore- 
said to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Town  on  Wednesday,  the 
24th  day  of  March,  current,  at  7.45  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act 
on  the  following  articles,  viz.  : 

Article  1.  To  hear  the  report  of  Town  Officers,  Trustees, 
Agents  and  Committees,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents  and 
Committees  not  already  elected. 

Art.  3.  To  grant  money  for  any  and  all  necessary  town  pur- 
poses. 
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Art.  4.  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  consult  counsel  in  im- 
portant town  cases,  and  to  defend  the  town  against  any  action  at 
law  or  suit  in  equity  that  may  be  brought  against  it. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  jurors  as  pre- 
pared by  the  Selectment,  or  do  or  act. 

Art.  6.  To  appropriate  the  money  received  from  the  County 
Treasurer  for  dog  licenses. 

Art.  7.  To  authorize  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  to  borrow  during  the  municipal  year  beginning  March 
1,  1909,  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes  of  said  year,  such 
sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  current  expenses  of  the 
town,  not  exceeding  the  total  tax  levy  for  said  year,  giving  the  notes 
of  the  town  therefor,  payable  within  one  year  from  the  dates  thereof. 
All  debts  incurred  under  the  authority  of  this  vote  shall  be  paid 
from  the  taxes  of  the  present  municipal  year. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  adopt  as  the  official  names  of 
certain  unnamed  streets  in  the  center  and  north  parts  of  the  town, 
a  list  suggested  by  the  Wayland  Village  Improvement  Society,  and 
shown  on  a  plan  of  the  town  prepared  by  this  society,  and  exhibited 
in  the  annual  report  of  this  year,  or  any  modification  of  it. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  a  bequest  of  four  thou- 
sand dollars  under  the  will  of  the  late  Cynthia  C.  Roby,  the  income 
of  which  to  be  used  towards  the  running  expenses  of  the  Wayland 
Public  Library. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  direct  the  Assessors  to  cause 
to  be  printed  in  the  annual  report  the  names  of  all  property  owners, 
any  part  of  whose  taxes  have  been  abated,  or  do  or  act. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  direct  the  Collector  of  Taxes 
to  print  the  names,  in  the  annual  report,  of  all  the  persons  who  owe 
two  years'  taxes  or  more,  or  do  or  act. 

Art.  12.  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  permit  the  use  of  the 
Town  Hall  for  church  entertainments,  free  of  charge. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$850.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  fire  engine  or  other  apparatus 
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of  like  nature  for  the  use  of  the  fire  company  located  at  Wayland 
Center,  or  do  or  act. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  members  of  the 
E.  W.  Marston  Hook  Company  No.  1,  by  the  hour,  for  actual  ser- 
vice at  all  fires,  or  do  or  act. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  sale  of  the  Town 
Home,  so  called,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  tha 
Poor. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  following  bequests  : 
$100.00  from  Mrs.  S.  S.  Gray,  Miss  Ellen  G.  Stowe,  Dr.  Charles  A. 
"Willis,  and  Dr.  Dwight  F.  Willis,  to  be  known  as  the  "Calvin  Rice 
Fund,"  the  income  from  which  to  be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of 
the  Calvin  Rice  lots  (Nos.  87  and  88)  in  North  Cemetery. 

Also  $400.00  from  Mrs.  Cynthia  C.  Roby,  to  be  known  as  the 
"Roby  Fund,"  the  income  from  which  is  to  be  used  for  the  per- 
petual care  of  lots  Nos.  40,  42  and  44,  standing  in  the  names  of 
E.  W.  and  W.  G.  Roby,  in  North  Cemetery. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
draw  from  the  Contingent  Fund  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  of  exterminating  the  Gypsy  and 
Brown-tailed  Moths  for  the  months  of  December,  1909,  and  January 
and  February  of  1910,  but  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  this  town's 
liability  for  1910. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
install  additional  street  lights. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing six  hundred  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  expense  of 
making  an  investigation  of  the  matter  of  a  water  supply  for  the 
center  and  north  parts  of  the  town,  or  do  or  act. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  make  February  IS  the  end  of 
the  municipal  year. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  charge  interest  at  the 
rate  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum  on  all  1909  taxes  remaining  unpaid 
after  the  first  day  of  October,  1909. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  cause  its  By-laws  to  be  revised 
and  published. 
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Art.  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  a  committee  to  procure 
plans  and  estimates  for  a  new  school  building  to  be  erected  at 
Cochituate  Village,  and  report  at  a  special  town  meeting  to  be  held 
not  later  than  June  1,  1909,  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to 
be  used  by  said  committee  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  such  plans 
and  estimates,  or  do  or  act. 

Art.  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to 
provide  an  adequate  water  supply  for  the  school  house  at  Way  land 
Center,  or  do  or  act. 

Art.  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing nine  hundred  dollars  ($900.00)  for  fitting  up  as  a  recitation  room 
the  room  now  used  for  manual  training  in  the  school  house  at  Way- 
land  Center,  or  do  or  act. 

Art.  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  order  additional  fire-proof 
receptacles  for  the  protection  of  its  records,  or  do  or  act. 

Art.  27.  To  vote  by  ballot  "  Yes  "  or  "  No  "  in  answer  to  the 
following  question  : — "Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  general  court  in 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  entitled  '  An  Act  to  provide 
for  the  protection  of  forest  or  sprout  lands  from  fire,'  be  accepted 
by  this  town." 

Art.  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  direct  the  placing  of  five  street 
lights  on  Gleason  street,  from  Concord  street  to  the  residence  of 
Charles  A.  Hardy,  or  do  or  act. 

And  you  are  required  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  copies 
hereof,  attested  by  you  at  the  Town  House,  at  each  of  the  Post 
Offices  in  said  town,  and  at  the  Engine  House,  Cochituate,  seven 
days  at  least  before  the  time  for  holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant  to  the  Town 
Clerk  on  or  before  March  20,  current.

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
Middlesex 

At  a  meeting  of  the  County  Commissioners  for  the  County 
of  Middlesex,  holden  at  Lowell,  within  and  for  said  County, 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  September  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  Thousand  nine  hundred  and  eight.  The  inhabitants  of 
Wayland  in  said  County,  by  their  petition  to  said  Commis- 
sioners— among  other  matters — pray  that  a  new  road  be  laid 
out  closely  following  the  route  of  an  old  road  running  between 
the  Framingham  and  Boston  road  near  the  house  of  James 
F.  Thomas,  northwesterly  about  one-half  mile  to  the  Natick 
and  Concord  road  near  the  former  residence  of  Joseph  Bullard, 
as  will  fully  appear,  reference  being  had  to  the  petition  filed 
of  record  in  the  case. 

The  petition  was  presented  to  the  County  Commissioners 
at  their  meeting  holden  at  Cambridge,  within  and  for  said 
County,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January,  A.  D.  1908,  when 
and  where  said  Commissioners  caused  notice  to  be  given  to  all 
persons  and  corporations  interested  therein  of  the  time  and 
place  when  and  where  they  would  meet  for  the  purpose  of 
viewing  the  premises  and  hearing  the  parties,  as  by  the  notice 
on  file  and  of  record  will  more  fully  appear.  And  at  an 
adjourned  meeting  said  laying  out  was  adjudged  to  be  of 
common  convenience  and  necessity  and  thence  said  petition 
has  been  continued  to  this  time.  And  now  the  said  Commis- 
sioners make  return  of  their  proceedings  in  the  premises,  as 
follows:  said  Commissioners  having  given  notice  as  the  law 
directs,  met  at  the  Selectmen's  room  in  the  Town  Hall,  in 
said  Wayland,  on  the  eighteenth  of  June,  in  the  year  Nine- 
teen hundred  and  eight,  when  and  where  the  parties  appeared, 
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to  wit,  the  petitioners  by  W.  A.  Bullard  and  others  and  the 
respondents  by  Francis  P.  White  and  others.  And  the  prem- 
ises having  been  examined,  and  all  parties  fully  heard,  said 
Commissioners  proceeded  to  lay  out  a  new  highway  as  prayed 
for  in  said  petition. 

And  the  said  Commissioners  determine  and  order  that  the 
inhabitants  of  the  said  Town  of  Wayland  shall,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  July,  which  shall  be  in  the  year  1909,  lay  open, 
construct,  and  complete  said  highway,  so  that  16  feet  in  width 
thereof  throughout  the  whole,  exclusive  of  gutters  on  the 
sides,  shall  be  safe  and  convenient  for  the  passage  of  teams 
of  every  description  with  customary  loads.

REPORT  OF  SURVEYOR  OF  HIGHWAYS. 


Wayland,  February  28,  1909. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  Highways  and  Bridges  the  past 
year  was  two  thousand  three  hundred  dollars  ($2,300.00)  ;  there 
was  an  unexpended  balance  from  previous  year  of  three  dollars  and 
seven  cents  ($3.07),  making  a  total  of  two  thousand  three  hundred 
and  three  dollars  and  seven  cents  ($2,303.07).  The  total  amount 
expended  was  two  thousand  six  hundred  and  two  dollars  and  ninety- 
five  cents  ($2,602.95),  making  an  overdraft  of  two  hundred  and 
ninety-nine  dollars  and  eighty-eight  cents  ($299.88). 

The  snow  bills  for  the  year  amount  to  thirty  dollars  and  eight 
cents  ($30.08).  Itimized  bills  for  above  amounts  are  on  file  in  the 
selectmen's  office. 

The  overdraft  of  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  dollars  and  eighty- 
eight  cents  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  Natick  and  Cochituate 
Street  Railway  Excise  Tax  was  not  paid  at  the  usual  time  (before 
close  of  our  municipal  year).*  When  this  is  turned  into  the  Town 
Treasury  this  account  will  show  a  balance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
six  dollars  and  one  cent  ($156.01).

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


Wayland,  March  1,  1909. 
The  Board  of  Health  reports  the  number  of  contagious  diseases 
during  the  past  year  : — 

Scarlet  Fever,  one  case. 
Diphtheria,  two  cases. 
Several  cases  whooping  cough  and  measles  not  reported,  and 
least  number  of  malarial  cases  seen  in  the  town  for  years.  This 
leads  us  to  think  well  of  the  oil  spray.  Several  cesspools  have 
been  put  in  also.  We  have  had  piggeries  well  cared  for  and  have 
received  no  complaints  so  far  about  them.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  FEBRUARY  28,  1909. 


The  appropriation  for  this  department  was  $2,000.  The  total 
expenses  were  $2,798.69.  As  there  was  $583.97  paid  on  bills 
carried  over  from  last  year,  our  total  expenses  were  for  the 
year  $2,214.72. 

On  the  first  visit  to  the  Town  Home  in  1908,  we  found  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Home  in  an  extremely  bad  condi- 
tion. The  tramp  house  also  was  in  such  a  filthy  condition 
that,  by  orders  of  the  Board,  it  was  immediately  demolished, 
and  by  discontinuing  the  town's  old  custom  of  housing  tramps, 
it  proved  to  be  of  beneficial  results.  From  our  actual  ex- 
penditure of  $2,214.72,  we  have  made  the  following  repairs: 
extending  the  ell  to  the  second  story,  with  toilet  on  each  floor; 
fire-escape  in  rear  of  ell ;  reversed  the  doors  to  open  out,  in 
compliance  with  the  law,  and  instituted  fire-extinguishers  and 
fire-buckets ;  had  a  large  water-tank  put  in  attic  to  supply  water 
for  the  toilets ;  had  double-action  pump  put  in  cellar  to  supply 
tank,  and  also  other  odd  minor  repairs.  The  discontinuance 
of  our  Warden  marketing  his  stock  and  staying  strictly  on  the 
farm  brought  forth  beneficial  results,  as  he  proved  to  be  a  very 
willing  and  capable  man  about  the  place.  Also,  he  has  done 
all  the  carpentering,  grading,  and,  in  fact,  all  odd  jobs  about 
the  Home,  as  the  reports  will  show  no  repair  bills  outside  of 
the  plumbing.  We  take  the  means  at  this  time  to  thank  the 
Warden  and  Matron  for  their  kind  cooperation  and  strict 
attention  to  duty  during  the  past  year. 

On  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  took  an  inventory  of  the 
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Town  Home  property  and  upon  looking  over  the  house  fur- 
nishings we  found  that  S50  would  be  a  large  price  for  the 
same,  as  compared  with  $280,  as  charged. 

As  regards  the  stable  inventory,  a  horse  not  worth  over  $40 
was  charged  $100  (one  hundred),  which  had  to  be  shot  later  on 
and  a  new  one  purchased  that  cost  $155.  Tools,  etc.,  were 
also  set  at  far-increased  values,  which,  in  fact,  shall  be  shown 
in  the  report.  The  inventory  proved  to  be,  however,  of  no 
value. 

We  tried  cooperation  with  other  towns,  negotiating  with 
Sudbury  and  Wellesley,  but  to  no  avail,  as  regards  the  board- 
ing of  our  poor.  Then,  in  still  further  considering  the  Town 
Home  proposition,  knowing  it  to  be  an  extravagant  invest- 
ment, we  conceived  the  idea  of  having  the  Warden  at  the 
Town  Home  board  them ;  so  we  made  the  proposition  that 
we  should  give  him  the  use  of  farm  and  stock  for  six  months, 
ending  February  28,  midnight,  1909,  with  clothes  and  medical 
attendance,  he  to  receive,  in  return,  $3.00  per  week  for  each 
individual,  he  also  to  stand  all  expenses  of  running  the  Home, 
relinquishing  all  rights  to  his  salary,  and  agreeing  to  take  the 
best  of  care  of  all  town  property  under  his  charge. 

We  also  bought  of  Cobb,  Bates  &  Co.,  at  strictly  wholesale 
prices,  S244  02  of  groceries,  putting  them  in  the  Town  Home, 
and  supplied  our  inside  and  outside  poor  from  them,  and 
found  it  a  paying  proposition,  as  far  as  it  went.  The  itemized 
price  list  of  same  can  be  seen  at  Town  Hall.  In  the  distribu- 
tion of  said  groceries,  it  was  done  on  strictly  business  princi- 
ples. For  instance,  each  customer  had  an  account  book,  and 
a  ledger  was  kept  at  the  Town  Home.  Account  books  and 
ledger  were  looked  over  monthly  by  the  Overseers,  and  an 
inventory  of  the  stock  taken  the  same  time,  so  there  was  no 
chance  for  discrepancies.  By  the  above  plan,  we  gave  the 
poor  more  for  the  money  invested,  and  the  town  benefitted 
by  buying  it  at  wholesale  and  in  a  large  quantity. 

We  found  that  on  our  new  contract  we  had  some  $98  worth 
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of  groceries  on  hand,  which  he  took  at  the  wholesale  price, 
as  part  payment  for  the  support  of  the  town's  poor. 

The  arrangement  we  have  made  beginning  March  I,  1909, 
with  the  Franciscan  Sisters'  Home  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  non- 
sectarian  institution  for  persons  over  sixty  years  of  age,  is : 
that  we  pay  $12  a  month,  clothes  and  burial  expenses.  The 
institution  was  finished  in  May,  1908;  that  is,  the  main  build- 
ing, for  women  only,  which  is  of  brick,  with  all  modern  im- 
provements, at  a  cost  of  $40,000.  Then  there  is  an  annex 
building  of  wood,  also  with  modern  improvements,  for  men, 
costing  $10,000.  The  institution  will  accommodate  150  people, 
the  limit  being  nearly  reached  at  the  present  time.  Those  who 
are  able  have  perfect  freedom  to  go  outside  and  return  in  cer- 
tain hours  of  the  day,  and,  in  fact,  the  idea  is  to  make  the 
place  as  homelike  as  possible. 

The  Overseers  used  the  utmost  care  in  removing  their 
charges,  three  in  number,  as  two  were  very  aged  people,  the 
mode  of  conveyance  being  by  automobile. 

Now  in  conclusion  we  most  decidedly  recommend  the  sale 
of  the  Town  Home  property,  as  it  has  been  proven  to  our 
utmost  satisfaction,  upon  a  thorough  investigation,  that  there 
has  been  thousands  of  dollars  wasted  in  past  years.  It  is 
simple  figuring  to  show  this  in  an  expenditure  of  from  $1,100 
to  $1,300.77  annually,  reckoning  the  money  investment  of 
$4,000.  or  more  of  town  property,  for  from  three  to  six 
persons  with  no  conditions  to  care  for  same  in  a  humane 
manner  for  the  past  several  years. 

As  this  has  been  a  strictly  pay-as-you-go  administration  and 
all  bills  being  paid  when  due,  including  those  carried  over 
from  last  year,  we  should  have  been  able  to  keep  within  our 
appropriation  only  for  compulsory  needed  repairs  at  Town 
Home  and  the  purchase  of  a  horse.

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REPORT  OF  WATER  COMxMISSIONERS. 


The  Board  of  Wayland  Water  Commissioners  herewith  present 
for  your  consideration  the  following  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  February  28,  1909  :— 

The  board  organized  with  Clarence  S.  Williams,  chairman  ;  and 
Bryant  M.  Bailey,  clerk.  P.  A.  Leary  was  reappointed  super- 
intendent. 

The  excessive  dry  season  in  the  fall  gave  us  the  opportunity  for 
accomplishing  a  great  amount  of  work  for  the  betterment  of  the 
condition  of  the  main  reservoir. 

We  issued  a  water  note  of  $1,000,  and  expended  the  proceeds  of 
the  same  in  excavating  and  cleaning  the  upper  part  of  the  main 
basin,  thereby  reducing  the  shallow  rlowage  to  a  large  extent,  and 
also  cleaning  and  rip-rapping  a  portion  of  the  brook  to  Rice's 
spring.  A  marked  improvement  was  made  on  the  upper  basin  early 
in  the  year  by  cutting  off  the  wood  on  the  shore  and  cleaning  out  a 
let  of  refuse  wood,  brush  and  other  debris. 

The  commission,  after  due  consideration  and  investigation  into 
the  matter  of  furnishing  an  adequate  supply  of  water  for  fire  pur- 
poses, decided  that  a  connection  with  the  Natick  water  main,  as 
recommended  by  the  consulting  engineer,  would  be  the  most  efficient, 
economical  and  accessible  arrangement  that  could  be  made. 

In  accordance  with  that  decision,  the  Natick  Water  Commissioners 
were  approached  with  a  request  for  permission  to  connect  with  the 
mains.  In  response  to  our  request  to  connect  with  the  Natick  water 
mains  at  North  Natick,  the  said  commission  presented  the  matter  to 
the  town  of  Natick,  and,  after  a  vote  of  the  said  town  to  that  effect, 
petitioned  the  Legislature  for  authority  to  supply  the  town  of  Way- 
land  with  water. 
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The  petition,  however,  was  excluded  by  the  committee  on  rules 
owing  to  the  unauthorized  opposition  to  the  measure  from  the  Select- 
men of  the  Town  of  Wayland,  who  were  represented  by  counsel  at 
the  hearing  before  the  committee.

During  the  past  year  the  department  has  responded  to 
seventeen  fires,  among  which  was  that  of  the  Williams'  Shoe 
Factory,  one  of  the  largest  fires  in  the  history  of  the  town. 
We  feel  that  the  companies  deserve  great  praise  for  their 
valiant  service  in  saving  from  fire  all  the  surrounding  prop- 
erty and  in  extinguishing  many  small  blazes  about  the  village. 
The  danger  seemed  at  first  so  great  that  the  Natick  Fire 
Department  was  at  once  called,  which  responded  promptly 
and  helped  the  home  department  very  efficiently. 

In  April  the  committee  for  providing  fire  apparatus  for 
Wayland  Centre  turned  over  to  us  for  supervision  a  combina- 
tion truck,  housed  in  the  lower  part  of  Town  Hall,  formerly 
occupied  by  the  Wayland  Library. 

A  meeting  of  all  interested  citizens  was  called  May  9,  1908, 
and  a  fire  company  organized  with  suitable  officers  for  its 
operation.  At  the  same  meeting  the  company  voted  to  name 
itself  the  "E.  W.  Marston  Combination  Truck,  No.  1  Com- 
pany," and  a  committee  was  chosen  to  draw  up  rules  and 
regulations  to  govern  said  company  and  report  at  the  next 
meeting.  The  company  has  had  a  successful  year,  having 
responded  promptly  and  efficiently  at  a  number  of  alarms. 
After  the  fire  at  the  Reeves'  estate  the  Chief  received  a  check 
for  $100  from  Mr.  Willard  Bullard,  with  a  letter  expressing 
his  appreciation  for  the  good  work  done  by  the  company  in 
saving  his  house,  situated  adjoining  to  that  of  the  Reeves' 
estate,  which  was  totally  destroyed  by  fire.  The  engineers 
wish  to  thank  Mr.  Bullard  for  his  generous  gift,  to  be  used 
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to  benefit  and  improve  the  Fire  Department  at  the  centre  of 
the  town.  Owing  to  the  telephone  system  being  out  of  order 
at  the  time  of  Reeves'  fire,  Engineer  Lovell  was  unable  to 
call  the  Cochituate  Department,  and  called  the  Weston  De- 
partment, which  responded  promptly  and  did  efficient  work 
in  saving  surrounding  buildings. 

We  respectfully  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  for 
the  ensuing  year.  We  have  the  additional  expense  of  extin- 
guishing woods'  fires  and  the  maintenance  of  the  company  at 
Wayland  Centre,  and  we  need  money  for  additional  equip- 
ment and  repairs.  We  also  recommend  that  members  of  the 
"E.  W.  Marston  Combination  Company"  receive  a  compensa- 
tion of  25  cents  per  hour  for  actual  service  at  all  fires.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS. 


The  annual  appropriation  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  care  of 
Cemeteries  has  been  judiciously  expended,  although  with  this 
limited  amount  very  little  can  be  done  in  the  way  of  improve- 
ments beyond  the  annual  clearing  up  and  the  mowing  of  the 
grass  in  the  walks  and  avenues. 

It  is  gratifying,  however,  to  note  that  there  is  a  growing 
interest  by  proprietors  to  improve  the  appearance  of  their  lots, 
every  such  case  adding  to  the  general  improvement  in  the  appear- 
ance of  the  whole  Cemetery. 

There  has  been  received  by  the  town  during  the  year  two 
bequests,  for  perpetual  care  of  lots,  making  nine  funds  at  present 
for  this  purpose,  amounting  to  sixteen  hundred  dollars.

REPORT  OF  THE  LOCAL  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  THE  GYPSY  AND  BROWN  TAIL 
MOTH  WORK. 


In  submitting  my  report  on  the  Gypsy  and  Brown  Tail  Moth  work 
for  the  year  1908,  I  find  a  general  infestation  still  exists.  In  some 
orchards  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  owing  to  many  cavities, 
while  others  are  not  as  bad. 

There  are  in  many  of  the  orchards  old  trees  that  are  full  of 
cavities  and  ought  to  be  either  cemented  or  tinned,  as  they  answer 
as  incubators  for  the  moths.  Many  of  them  are  not  worth  repairing 
and  ought  to  be  cut  down.  Many  of  the  walls  are  infested,  and  it 
is  going  to  be  a  hard  place  to  get  them  out  of.  There  doesn't 
seem  to  be  many  Brown  Tail  Moths  this  year.  What  there  are 
seem  to  be  quite  scattered. 

There  have  been  two  wood  lots  cut  out  and  burned  that  were  quite 
bad  with  Gypsy  Moths ;  one  near  the  acqueduct  on  the  Framingham 
road,  the  other  in  the  south  east  part  of  the  town  near  the  Natick  line. 

Of  the  total  expenditure  there  was  spent  for  extra  wood  cutting, 
two  sprayers  and  fittings,  some  $2,150.25.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE 
WAYLAND  WATER  WORKS. 


In  my  report  of  the  past  year  I  believe  I  can  safely  say  that  the 
results  of  our  labors  have  been  gratifying,  as  the  water  which  was 
so  bad  in  years  past  is  now  of  good  quality  and  giving  general 
satisfaction,  and  I  hear  of  no  complaint  from  any  source. 

In  January,  1908,  the  work  of  cleaning  the  upper  pond  was 
begun,  the  wood  and  brush  being  cut  back  twenty  feet  or  more  at  a 
cost  of  $112.08  (one  hundred  and  twelve  dollars  and  eight  cents). 
The  wood  was  scld  in  lots  for  $102.10  (one  hundred  and  two  dollars 
and  ten  cents).  In  April  the  work  of  raking  and  burning  all 
polluting  matter  that  could  be  reached  was  accomplished  at  a  cost 
of  $75.40  (seventy-five  dollars  and  forty  cents).  In  August,  when 
the  water  was  low,  further  work  was  done  in  the  cleaning  line  at  a 
cost  of  $53.75  (fifty-three  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents)  — making 
the  total  cost  on  upper  basin  $138.75  (one  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
dollars  and  seventy-five  cents). 

On  September  1  the  work  on  reservoir  was  begun  and  continued 
up  to  November  1,  and  the  work  laid  out  was  completed;  and  I 
hope  that  the  public,  who  are  interested  in  our  water  source,  will 
try  and  visit  the  pond  and  judge  for  themselves  as  to  the  merits  of 
the  work  performed.  All  the  material  for  grading  and  walling  was 
excavated  from  the  bottom  of  the  pond,  which  added  to  its  capacity 
about  500,000  gallons.  The  gate  house  floor,  which  had  rotted, 
has  been  replaced  by  a  new  one,  and  with  other  repairs,  places  it 
in  good  condition. 

I  recommend  this  year,  as  I  did  last,  the  connecting  with  Natick 
Water  Works  for  fire  purposes  or  other  extremely  necessary  pur- 
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poses.  The  town  of  Natick  has  taken  action  on  the  matter.  All 
that  is  required  now  is  an  act  from  the  Legislature  to  bring  it 
about  if  our  townspeople  desire  it.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wayland : 

Your  committee  herewith  submits  its  report  for  the  past 
year.  We  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  schools  are 
on  a  good  working  basis,  and  that  through  the  effective  work 
of  the  superintendent  and  teachers  marked  progress  is  being 
made.  At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  Mr.  Charles  F. 
Prior  succeeded  Mr.  Hutchinson  as  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  the  improvement  in  the  schools  this  year  is  largely  due 
to  his  earnest  and  intelligent  work. 

As  stated  in  his  report  new  courses  of  study  have  already 
been  introduced  in  the  grades,  and  it  is  planned  to  introduce 
other  new  courses  there  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  new  course  of  study  adopted  for 
the  high  school,  and  shown  as  a  part  of  the  school  report. 
The  aim  has  been  to  provide  for  each  scholar  in  the  high 
school  a  definite  and  systematic  course.  To  do  this  it  was 
necessary  to  reduce  the  number  of  elective  studies.  The  dan- 
ger of  attempting  to  teach  too  many  branches  of  study  in  a 
high  school  with  only  four  teachers  was  realized,  and,  with 
the  adoption  of  the  present  course  of  study,  has  been  avoided. 

We  wish  to  call  special  attention  to  that  part  of  the  super- 
intendent's report  referring  to  manual  training.  The  increas- 
ing needs  of  the  High  School  make  it  advisable  that  the  room 
now  used  for  manual  training  be  fitted  up  as  a  recitation 
room. 

We  still  hold  to  the  old  opinion  that  the  school  building  in 
Cochituate  is  wholly  unfit  for  use  or  repair,  and  it  is  hoped 
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that  the  citizens  will  take  imimediate  action  in  this  matter. 

The  cooperation  of  the  townspeople  in  school  matters  is 
appreciated.  Thanks  are  extended  to  the  superintendent  and 
teachers  for  their  sincere  efforts  for  the  betterment  of  our 
schools,  and  also  to  the  individuals  who  have  made  donations.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Wayland : 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  first  annual  report,  the  eleventh 
report  of  a  superintendent  of  schools  since  the  formation  of 
the  present  union  district. 

My  term  of  service  began  September  I,  1908,  and  this  re- 
port is  based  on  a  knowledge  of  your  schools  and  the  con- 
ditions governing  their  administration  gained  since  that  date. 

At  the  outset,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  testify  to  the 
evidences  of  efficient  management  of  school  affairs  found  in 
Wayland.  Many  excellent  features  were  found  to  charac- 
terize the  work  of  the  schools.  The  results  of  thoughtful  and 
painstaking  work  on  the  part  of  school  officials  and  teachers 
constitute  a  good  foundation  for  further  progress,  and  the 
effort  has  been  made  to  retain  all  that  has  been  proven  good 
by  experience,  while  at  the  same  time  striving  for  still  better 
results. 

Teachers. 

It  will  always  remain  true  that  the  greatest  single  factor 
in  the  making  of  a  good  school  is  the  good  teacher.  To  ob- 
tain and  retain  good  teachers  is  the  hardest  problem  school 
officials  have  to  solve.  As  a  result  of  resignations,  taking 
effect  at  the  beginning  of,  or  during  the  fall  term,  forty  per 
cent,  of  the  grade  teachers  were  new  to  their  schools.  A  com- 
parison of  this  with  previous  years  leads  to  the  conclusion 
that  this  is  the  ordinary  condition  of  affairs  in  Wayland.  That 
such  changes  are  very  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the 
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schools  cannot  be  gainsaid.  How  to  prevent  them  is  a  ques- 
tion worthy  of  serious  consideration,  but,  perhaps,  unable  to 
be  satisfactorily  answered.  In  a  business  enterprise,  if  failure 
to  increase  the  salary  of  an  employee  to  the  extent  of  fifty  or 
one  hundred  dollars  was  likely  to  cause  the  consequent  loss 
of  twice  the  sum  in  the  value  of  the  product,  greater  expendi- 
ture for  salaries  would  be  forthcoming.  If  the  results  of  a 
teacher's  work  were  tangible,  or  visible  to  the  physical  eye, 
and  they  could  be  accurately  measured  by  material  standards, 
it  would  be  easy  to  convince  the  community  of  the  folly  of 
allowing  a  good  teacher  to  leave  her  school  because  she  could 
make  fifty  or  one  hundred  dollars  more  a  year  elsewhere.  It 
may  be  said  with  certainty  that  the  expenditure  for  support 
of  schools  is  for  well  defined  purposes,  and,  although  the  value 
of  the  product  cannot  be  stated  in  dollars  and  cents,  there  is, 
nevertheless,  a  relation  between  it  and  the  cost.  Not  two- 
fold but  many  fold  is  frequently  the  net  loss  to  a  school 
through  failure  to  hold  a  teacher  by  a  small  increase  of  her 
salary.  The  strict  application  therefore  of  business  principles 
to  the  problem  of  retaining  teachers  would  result  in  the  ap- 
propriation by  the  town  of  a  reserve  fund  to  enable  the  com- 
mittee to  retain  a  good  teacher  by  increase  of  salary,  when, 
in  their  judgment,  the  acceptance  of  her  resignation  would 
result  in  greater  loss  to  the  school  than  could  be  met  by  the 
securing  of  her  successor  at  a  lower  salary.  No  doubt  diffi- 
culties would  be  encountered  in  carrying  out  such  a  plan  but 
it  would  seem  as  if  some  way  of  successfully  meeting  them 
might  be  found.  The  use  of  such  a  fund  need  not  be  general. 
It  should  be  applied  with  discrimination  as  to  teachers,  schools, 
and  the  opportunities  of  securing  candidates. 

Good  teachers  will  accomplish  much,  even  under  disad- 
vantageous conditions,  but  in  obtaining  full  value  of  their  ser- 
vices which  means  making  the  schools  as  good  as  possible, 
other  matters  are  involved.  The  character  of  the  schoolroom 
and  its  equipment  deserve  consideration.    In  truth,  a  pleasant 
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and  healthful  school  building  in  which  to  work  is  almost  as 
much  an  essential  of  a  good  school  as  is  a  good  teacher.  To- 
day no  subject  connected  with  our  schools  is  receiving  more 
attention  than  that  of  school  sanitation.  This  may  justly  be 
so  for  the  physical  welfare  of  the  pupils  is  of  first  importance. 

Cochituate  School  Building. 

No  school  report  of  recent  years  has  been  complete  unless 
it  called  attention  to  the  defects  of  the  school  building  at 
Cochituate.  No  report  which  omits  such  reference  will  be 
complete  until  conditions  there  are  remedied.  Nearly  seventy 
per  cent,  of  the  pupils  in  Town  of  Wayland  schools,  below 
the  high  school,  are  housed  in  a  building  which  may,  possibly, 
have  been  fairly  suitable  years  ago,  but  which  is  now  very 
unfit  for  modern  school  work.  It  is  unnecessary  to  again  enu- 
merate with  any  degree  of  elaboration  the  deficiencies  of  the 
building.  The  lighting,  heating  and  ventilating  are  very  un- 
satisfactory and  do  not  conform  to  modern  standards.  The 
outhouses  are  unsanitary  and  necessitate  exposure  to  the 
weather  in  order  to  reach  them.  The  long  stairways  and  nar- 
row landings,  together  with  inadequate  rear  exits,  render  un- 
safe in  case  of  fire  the  two  rooms  in  the  upper  story,  where 
seventy  pupils  are  in  attendance.  The  seating  in  the  building 
cannot  be  adjusted  to  the  needs  of  the  pupils.  To  compel 
boys  and  girls  to  work  for  several  hours  a  day  at  desks  too 
high  or  too  low  for  them  does  not  encourage  quiet,  effective 
work,  nor  does  it  tend  to  their  physical  wellbeing.  All  these 
defects  and  others  that  might  be  mentioned  impede  the  work 
of  the  teachers  and  impair  the  usefulness  of  the  school  to  the 
pupils  and  to  the  community. 

In  the  same  proportion  as  the  interior  is  unsanitary  and  un- 
comfortable is  the  exterior  dilapidated  and  unsightly.  The 
building  is  certanly  not  a  worthy  expression  to  the  casual  visi- 
tor or  the  general  public  of  the  real  interest  the  town  has  in

its  schools  and  the  solicitude  it  has  for  the  welfare  of  the 
children. 

To  the  fairminded,  progressive  citizen  no  argument  is  neces- 
sary to  convince  him  of  the  above-mentioned  defects.  They 
are  self  evident.  Doubtless  the  need  of  improvement  seems 
more  pressing  to  those  in  close  touch  with  school  work  than 
to  those  whose  interest  is  only  casual.  If  any  one  doubts  the 
need  of  extensive  improvement,  let  him  take  for  a  time  more 
than  a  casual  interest  in  local  schools ;  let  him  get  into  touch 
with  the  conditions  of  modern  school  work  and  ascertain  how 
many  of  these  exist  in  the  Cochituate  building. 

Inability  to  agree  upon  a  plan  for  remedying  conditions 
seems  to  be  the  principal  reason  why  no  effective  action  for 
their  improvement  has  been  taken.  In  view  of  the  vital  im- 
portance of  goods  schools  to  a  community,  and  the  relation  a 
more  comfortable,  convenient,  and  sanitary  school  building 
has  to  the  physical  and  moral  welfare  of  the  children,  it  should 
be  possible  for  the  voters  to  agree  upon  a  plan  of  procedure. 
If,  in  their  opinion,  the  town  cannot  afford  a  new  brick  build- 
ing, which  provides  for  future  needs  as  well  as  those  of  the 
present,  and  which  is  less  costly  to  keep  in  a  state  of  repair 
than  one  of  wood,  why  not  vote  a  less  expensive  one?  A 
reputable  architect  has  stated  that  a  very  creditable  building 
of  wood,  with  excellent  heating  and  ventilating  systems,  and 
with  the  standard  equipment  of  a  modern  building,  can  be 
erected  for  about  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  If  an  individ- 
ual was  living  in  uncomfortable,  dilapidated,  and  unsanitary 
quarters,  and  could  not  afford  the  maximum  of  satisfaction 
to  be  found  in  a  mansion  of  enduring  stone,  he  would  prob- 
ably seek  for  and  be  pleased  with  a  clean,  comfortable  cot- 
tage. The  children  of  Cochituate  could  be  provided  with 
pleasant  and  sanitary  surroundings  in  a  modern  building  of 
moderate  cost. 

The  per  cent,  of  attendance  for  the  year  is  94.3.  Compared 
with  that  of  last  year,  which  was  93.2,  there  is  a  gain.  Tardi- 
nesses are  2.67  as  against  2.21  last  year. 
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Medical  Inspection. 

The  eyes  and  ears  of  the  pupils  have  been  examined  by  the 
teachers.  Three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  pupils  were 
tested.  Of  these  forty-five  were  found  defective  in  sight  and 
nine  in  hearing.  The  report  of  the  school  physician  will  be 
found  elsewhere.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  stated  that 
the  appropriation  by  the  town  for  this  purpose  is  too  small  to 
enable  the  degree  of  attention  to  the  schools  which  is  de- 
sirable. The  thorough  examination  of  each  pupil  last  year 
was  possible  because  the  interest  and  inclination  of  the  then- 
acting  physician  made  it  so,  not  because  of  adequate  pay  for 
labor  involved.  It  is  rarely  possible  to  get  such  services  with- 
out payment  for  them.  If  the  spirit  of  the  law  is  to  be  ob- 
served, if  the  physical  condition  of  the  pupils  is  to  have  ade- 
quate attention,  the  appropriation  will  need  to  be  increased. 

Teachers'  Meetings. 

Teachers'  meetings  have  been  held  at  frequent  intervals  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  schools  of  the  town  were  closed  one  day  to 
permit  attendance  of  the  teachers  at  the  Middlesex  County 
Teachers'  Convention.  The  three  union  meetings  of  the 
teachers  of  Dover,  Wayland,  and  Sudbury  have  been  reduced 
to  one  by  vote  of  the  several  committees.  A  meeting  will  be 
held  this  spring,  the  date  and  place  of  which  have  not  been 
determined.  The  teachers  of  the  town  have  organized  a 
study  club  for  the  promotion  of  professional  growth  and,  in- 
cidentally, for  social  purposes.  Several  successful  meetings 
have  been  held.  The  subject  of  study  thus  far  has  been  the 
Teaching  of  English.  Excellent  papers  have  been  prepared 
and  interesting  discussions  held.  At  one  of  the  meetings  an 
instructive  address  was  given  on  the  subject,  " Labrador 
Through  the  Eyes  of  a  Woman"  by  Miss  Ellen  Paine  Huling 
of  Cambridge. 

Course  of  Study. 

The  work  of  revising  and  elaborating  the  course  of  study, 
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begun  by  Superintendent  Hutchinson,  has  been  continued  and 
is  nearly  completed.  During  the  fall  term  courses  in  pen- 
manship and  spelling  were  placed  in  the  schools.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  winter  term  new  outlines  in  language  and 
grammar,  history  and  civics,  and  physiology,  were  furnished 
each  teacher.  .  The  new  courses  are  based  on  the  text  books 
now  in  use  and  are  made  for  the  conditions  that  exist  in  Way- 
land  schools. 

Penmanship. 

An  earnest  effort  has  been  put  forth  to  improve  the  quality 
of  the  work  done  in  penmanship.  No  new  style  of  writing 
has  been  introduced,  but  more  attention  has  been  given  to 
teaching  the  subject.  The  present  course  of  study  requires 
daily  drill,  in  grades  above  the  fourth,  on  exercises  for  gain- 
ing control  of  the  muscles  used  in  writing.  A  systematic 
study  of  the  letter  and  figures  is  made  and  the  last  three 
months  of  each  year  are  devoted  to  body  writing.  The  ma- 
terial selected  for  this  purpose  is  eminently  practical.  A  great 
improvement  in  the  writing  of  the  pupils  is  already  manifest. 
It  varies,  of  course,  in  the  various  schools  in  proportion  as 
skill  and  enthusiasm  have  been  developed  in  the  teachers.  On 
the  whole,  the  teachers  have  striven  earnestly  and  successfully 
to  obtain  results. 

Use  of  Library. 

In  the  report  of  last  year  attention  was  called  to  the  desira- 
bility of  having  the  schools  and  individual  pupils  use  the  town 
library  to  a  greater  extent.  In  making  out  the  grade  course 
of  study  in  English  which  has  just  been  placed  in  the  schools, 
this  recommendation  has  been  kept  in  mind.  List  of  books, 
found  in  the  public  library,  and  suitable  for  the  children  of 
each  grade,  will  be  placed  in  the  schools,  and  in  each  grade 
above  the  fourth  two  or  three  books  from  the  list  are  required 
to  be  read  and  reported  on  to  the  teacher.  Teachers  are 
urged  to  make  an  earnest  effort  to  interest  the  pupils  in  the 
reading  of  other  books  from  the  list.    The  expression  of  will- 
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ingness,  on  the  part  of  the  trustees,  to  purchase  for  the  library 
books  which  are  recommended  for  this  purpose,  is  appreciated 
and  advantage  will  be  taken  of  the  offer. 

History. 

In  connection  with  the  new  course  in  History,  some  work  in 
local  history  is  required.  A  brief  course  of  study  in  local 
history  is  being  prepared  and  will  be  submitted  fox:  adoption 
before  the  end  of  the  present  school  year.  Wayland  has 
much  that  is  interesting  and  instructive  in  her  past  and  op- 
portunity to  acquire  some  knowledge  of  this  should  be  found 
in  her  schools. 

The  school  work  of  today  is  eminently  practical.  Those 
who  speak  slightingly  of  its  aims  and,  results  would  frequently 
need  to  revise  their  opinions  if  careful,  first-hand  investiga- 
tion was  made  by  them.  Criticism  based  on  theoretical  knowl- 
edge and  a  misty  recollection  of  accomplishments  in  the  past 
often  impedes  real  progress  because  of  its  effect  upon  present 
confidence  and  co-operation.  The  aims  of  the  present  course 
of  study  are  simple,  direct,  and  practical.  Visitation  of  the 
schools  will  convince  one  that  the  teachers  are  seeking  to  realize 
them,  and  that  they  are  succeeding  in  a  fair  measure.  To  read 
thoughtfully  and  expressively,  to  write  a  legible  hand  in  a 
business-like  manner,  to  speak  and  write  clear,  correct  Eng- 
lish, to  solve  rapidly  and  accurately  the  arithmetical  problems 
of  most  common  occurrence,  to  know  something  of  the  history 
of  our  country,  state  and  town,  and  of  their  forms  of  govern- 
ment, to  know  how  to  care  for  the  health,  and  to  have  all  the 
work  of  the  schools  done  in  a  way  to  best  develop  self-reliant, 
honest,  noble  character, — these  and  other  aims  all  will  agree 
are  desirable  to  forward  in  the  estimation  of  pupils.  We  are 
trying  to  realize  these  aims  in  our  daily  work.  The  in- 
terest and  co-operation  of  the  parents  is  indispensable  to  the 
highest  success  in  attaining  them. 
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Manual  Training. 

The  Sloyd  work  introduced  into  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades 
last  year  has  been  extended  to  the  pupils  of  the  seventh  grade. 
The  equipment  is  now  somewhat  inadequate  for  the  demands 
made  upon  it,  and  a  few  girls  of  the  Wayland  building  have 
taken  the  sewing  as  second  choice,  owing  to  lack  of  benches. 
No  one  familiar  with  what  is  being  done  doubts  the  benefits 
of  this  work  in  manual  training.  The  training  of  the  eye,  the 
hand,  and  the  judgment,  and  the  knowledge  gained  in  connec- 
tion therewith,  are  fully  as  valuable,  from  either  an  educa- 
tional or  practical  viewpoint,  as  the  training  and  knowledge 
found  in  any  other  single  department  of  the  schools.  We  are 
fortunate,  too,  in  having  so  efficient  an  instructor  in  the 
subject.  It  is  not  always  possible  to  obtain  in  such  an  in- 
structor technical  skill,  and,  at  the  same  time,  skill  as  a  teacher. 
Such  we  have  at  the  present  time,  and  to  this  is  due,  in  some 
measure,  the  invigorating  effect  that  manual  training  is  hav- 
ing on  the  general  school  work. 

Sewing  is  now  offered  the  girls  of  both  the  Wayland  and 
Cochituate  buildings.  The  teaching  of  the  subject  is  done  by 
students  from  the  senior  class  of  the  Framingham  Normal 
School,  and  the  traveling  expenses  to  and  from  Framingham 
are  the  only  expenditures  necessary  by  the  town. 

High  School. 

Thoughtful  investigation  of  the  work  being  done  in  the 
Wayland  High  School  will  result  in  a  favorable  conclusion 
as  to  its  character.  The  loyalty  of  the  students  to  the  school 
and  their  responsiveness  to  the  wishes  of  the  teachers  indicate 
good  teaching  and  successful  management  as  well  as  excel- 
lent qualities  on  the  part  of  the  young  people.  The  present 
problems  of  the  school  are  not  those  of  securing  good  results 
but  of  obtaining  still  better  ones.  The  vital  relation  which 
the  maintenance  of  a  good  high  school  bears  to  the  com- 
munity and  to  the  other  schools  of  the  system  of  which  it  is 
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a  part,  is  a  reason  for  an  active  interest  in  its  welfare  by  every 
citizen. 

Some  modification  of  the  course  of  study  has  been  made 
during  the  year.  The  changes  are  not  radical.  They  relate 
principally  to  the  closer  restriction  of  the  elective  privilege 
and  to  the  order  in  which  several  of  the  branches  are  to  be 
taken.  The  recommendation  of  the  new  course  to  the  com- 
mittee was  based  on  a  careful  study  of  the  needs  of  the  school 
by  the  superintendent  and  principal.  The  course  as  finally 
adopted  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  school  report.  That 
the  number  of  elective  subjects  has  been  diminished  will  be 
noted.  This  has  been  done  with  full  recognition  of  the  fact 
that  a  modern  high  school  must  afford  to  students  educational 
opportunities  based  on  their  needs.  Experience  demonstrated 
that,  with  too  many  subjects  optional,  elections  were  based 
on  trivial  reasons,  such  as  the  desire  to  be  in  the  class  with  a 
friend,  ability  to  get  the  lesson  easily,  etc.  Urgent  requests 
to  change  subjects  were  frequently  made  by  parents  who  had, 
perhaps,  given  too  little  thought  to  the  real  considerations  in- 
volved. Apart  from  the  harm  to  the  student  through  the  con- 
sequent lack  of  unity  and  purpose  in  his  course,  when  the 
requests  were  granted,  these  changes  often  brought  confusion 
and  inefficiency  to  the  work  of  the  teachers.  The  or- 
ganiztion  of  the  program  in  order  to  permit  students  to  take 
certain  subjects  not  in  the  natural  order  of  their  work  was 
sometimes  done  to  the  loss  of  the  whole  school.  The  present 
curriculum  offers  an  excellent  variety  of  courses,  though  the 
number  of  elective  subjects  is  small.  It  will  still  be  possible 
to  prepare  for  college,  normal  school,  technical  school,  to  obtain 
a  good  general  course  or  a  thorough  commercial  course.  The 
last  mentioned  will  be  materially  stronger  than  before.  The 
college  preparatory  course  is  definite  and  has  no  electives. 
In  the  general  course  only  one  elective  or  elective  group  is  per- 
mitted each  year,  but  this  may  be  so  selected  as  to  alter  the 
general  character  of  the  course  pursued.    Doubtless  the  pres- 
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ent  arrangement  will  not  be  perfectly  satisfactory  at  all  times. 
It  represents,  however,  an  earnest  effort  to  so  adjust  the  work 
in  a  high  school  of  four  teachers  as  to  make  it,  not  only  a 
good  fitting  school  for  college,  which  is  important,  but,  also, 
a  good  finishing  school,  which  is  still  more  desirable,  inasmuch 
as  a  comparatively  small  number  enter  college.  To  satisfy 
both  these  aims  in  a  reasonable  degree  requires  careful  plan- 
ning for  the  full  utilization  of  the  limited  teaching  force  in  a 
small  school.  Parents  and  students  are  earnestly  urged  to 
consult  with  the  Principal  in  regard  to  selection  of  subjects 
and  courses,  and  to  make  themselves  certain  that  elections 
are  based  on  mature jmd  purposeful  considerations. 

In  the  report  of  Principal  Hess  attention  is  called  to  the 
necessity  of  an  additional  recitation  room.  The  need  of  this 
is  real  and  urgent  and  I  hope  that  it  may  be  met.  The  room 
at  present  occupied  by  the  manual  training  class  could  be 
made  into  an  excellent  recitation  room,  while  the  attic  room 
could  be  rendered  suitable  for  the  manual  training  by  a  small 
expenditure.  Such  changes  would  not  only  benefit  the  high 
school,  but  they  would,  also,  enable  the  expansion  of  the  work 
in  Sloyd,  as  the  occasion  for  it  arose. 

The  Principal's  report  contains  an  expression  of  the  de- 
sirabilty  of  home  study  on  the  part  of  the  students.  I  wish  a 
recognition  of  the  necessity  for  a  reasonable  amount  of  regu- 
lar home  work  was  more  general.  One  of  the  essentials  of 
a  good  high  school  is  a  high  standard  of  scholarship,  and  this 
cannot  be  maintained  unless  the  average  student  does  some 
studying  outside  of  school.  The  amount  should  be  regulated, 
of  course,  according  to  the  health,  studies,  and  ability  of  the 
student,  but  there  are  few  parents  who  can  safely  assume  that 
the  progress  of  their  child  is  satisfactory  and  thorough  if  no 
school  work  is  being  done  at  home.  A  little  thought  will  con- 
vince one  of  the  truth  of  this  statement.  Deducting  from  the 
whole  time  of  school  session  the  periods  for  recess,  noon  in- 
termission, and  recitations,  not  much  more  than  two  hours  of 
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the  school  day  are  left  for  preparing  lessons.  The  interrup- 
tions to  steady  study,  caused  by  entrance  and  exit  of  classes, 
and  the  distraction  of  attention  by  other  causes,  further  reduce 
adhered  to  a  student  must  make  some  outside  preparation  for 
classes  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements.  Many,  perhaps 
a  majority,  are  now  doing  this  but  there  is  a  considerable 
number  who  are  not.  There  is  need  of  it  on  the  part  of  every 
student  attempting  to  do  regular  high  school  work. 

The  reports  of  the  special  supervisors  follow  and  the  usual 
statistical  tables  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

In  making  my  first  report  to  you,  I  have  tried  to  present 
briefly,  not  only  an  account  of  what  the  schools  are  doing, 
but,  also,  a  statement  of  their  needs.  To  meet  some  of  these, 
expenditure  of  money  is  necessary.  There  are  others  which 
mere  financial  outlay  cannot  satisfy.  More  frequent  visita- 
tion of  the  schools  by  parents  and  citizens,  more  interest 
manifested  in  the  daily  progress  of  pupils,  would  result  in 
better  schools  for  the  money  now  expended.  We  need  to 
realize  more  clearly  that  the  school  is  not  like  a  factory  to 
which  raw  material  is  sent  and  from  which  a  desired  product 
is  obtained,  regardless  of  interest  in  the  process  by  the  sender. 
The  best  possible  product  of  the  schools  is  secured  only  when 
parent  and  teacher,  homeland  school,  community  and  schools, 
are  working  together  for  purposes  mutually  understood  and 
appreciated. 

Permit  me  to  express  to  the  teachers  of  Wayland  my  sin- 
cere appreciation  of  the  cordial  reception  they  have  accorded 
me,  and  of  their  earnest  and  successful  efforts  to  do  good 
work  in  the  schools. 

To  the  members  of  the  school  committee  are  due  my  ap- 
preciation of  their  genuine  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
schools,  and  of  the  practical  value  of  their  advice  in  regard 
to  school  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH 
SCHOOL. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : — 

In  the  High  School  Report  of  last  year  the  policy  of  the 
present  administration  was  outlined,  and  certain  aims  and 
values  considered.  After  an  elapse  of  one  and  one-half  school 
years  it  may  be  in  order  to  report  the  progress  that  has  been 
noted  by  the  Faculty  of  the  school. 

The  policy  of  the  school  has  been,  and  still  is  twofold  in 
its  aim,  concerning  itself  with  the  character-building  of  the 
students  on  the  one  hand  and  with  a  training  for  comlpetence 
on  the  other.  With  this  point  of  view  in  mind,  it  is  with 
pleasure  that  the  Faculty  note  a  decided  improvement  in  the 
deportment  of  the  students.  The  response  of  the  students  by 
way  of  loyalty  to  the  school,  a  greater  interest  in  being  mem- 
bers of  same,  a  better  support  of  teachers,  in  the  care  of  the 
building,  in  these  and  in  many  other  particulars  there  is  to  be 
noticed  a  better  spirit  than  was  noticeable  one  year  ago. 

Improvement  in  the  school  spirit  may  be  attributed  to  the 
healthy  atmosphere  created  by  our  athletics,  which  at  all 
times  are  under  supervision  of  the  Faculty,  to  inter-class  con- 
tests in  field  sports  and  in  debating.  These  and  other  like 
factors  become  a  means  to  an  end  wherein  we  can  make  our 
High  School  productive  of  character  and  also  of  healthy  in- 
terest for  the  students.  If  the  present  student  response  con- 
tinues to  grow,  our  school  will,  in  the  future,  be  productive 
of  graduates  equipped  morally  as  well  as  mentally. 

On  the  side  of  our  formal  instruction  and  study  an  improve- 
ment is  also  to  be  observed.    The  course  of  study  for  the  last 
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two  years,  while  not  perfect,  has  been  instrumental  in  bringing 
the  school  -work  into  better  organization  than  that  of  immedi- 
ately preceeding  years.  Again  the  changing  of  teachers  during 
the  past  school  year  has  not  been  so  detrimental  to  the  school 
progress  as  heretofore.  When  changes  have  occurred  the  tran- 
sitions have  been  made  without  any  serious  loss.  Much  of 
our  progress  is  due  to  the  continuance  of  practically  the  same 
teaching  corps.  The  training  of  the  entering  classes  seems 
to  be  good,  and  for  the  most  part  conducive  to  High  School 
work.  The  attendance  has  improved,  and  is  as  good  as  the 
average  for  High  Schools.  The  number  who  have  ambitions 
for  further  study  in  higher  institutions  is  increasing  with  each 
class,  and  the  college  habit  is  growing.  In  many  other  ways 
not  herein  mentioned  may  be  seen  evidences  of  growth.  A 
graduate  of  five  years  standing  and  a  college  graduate  recently 
visiting  the  school  said,  "There  is  more  to  be  obtained  here 
than  when  I  attended,"  a  remark  which  is  indicative  of  ad- 
vancement, and  yet  there  are  problems  which  cannot  be 
immediately  solved.  We  move  from  one  vantage  point  to 
another. 

The  High  School  is  at  present  confronted  with  the  need  of 
additional  classroom  facilities.  In  anticipating  the  require- 
ments for  classes  of  another  year  we  see  no  means  by  which 
these  classes  can  be  properly  accommodated,  and  at  present 
our  teaching  methods  are  affected  by  the  lack  of  proper  recita- 
tion room  facilities.  We  are  now  using  the  north  recitation 
room  for  largest  and  most  important  classes.  This  room  is 
excellent  in  all  ways  for  class  room  purposes. 

For  a  second  room  we  are  using  the  Assembly  Hall.  This 
hall  has  good  blackboard  facilities,  but  is  not  a  desirable 
room  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  students  who  are  at 
all  times  in  this  room  for  study,  and  also  the  accoustics  of  the 
room  are  not  satisfactory.  Our  third  room  is  the  chemical 
laboratory.  This  is  not  properly  lighted  and  ventilated,  and 
with  blackboard  space  only  enough  for  three  students,  is  not 
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a  good  recitation  room  for  many  classes.  Classes  other  than 
those  concerned  with  science  necessarily  interfere  with  the 
laboratory  apparatus  when  in  preparation  for  use.  After  a 
class  in  chemistry  the  laboratory  is  often  unfit  to  be  used. 
To  provide  for  our  fourth  teacher  we  have  put  into  use  the 
small  corridor  room  on  the  first  floor.  This  room  is  about 
ten  feet  square  with  no  chance  for  proper  ventilation.  Twelve 
students  may  assemble  in  this  room  seated  on  settees,  and 
may  have  the  use  of  a  portable  blackboard  large  enough  for 
one  pupil.  We  have  then  at  present  only  two  rooms  which 
are  properly  equipped  and  for  these  two  rooms  we  have  usually 
four  classes,  requiring  the  one  or  the  other.  At  present  a 
German  class  has  at  its  disposal  on  only  one  occasion  during 
the  week  blackboard  space  enough  for  four  pupils. 

A  word  to  the  parents  at  this  time  will  serve  as  an  answer 
to  a  general  query.  There  is  need  of  much  home  study  upon 
the  part  of  the  High  School  students.  A  student  may  contend 
that  he  can  obtain  his  lessons  during  available  school  time, 
but  the  time  available  for  the  average  student  should  be  used 
as  preparation  to  a  more  complete  study  or  for  a  review  of  a 
previously-obtained  lesson.  To  depend  upon  short  school 
study  periods  to  obtain  a  lesson,  and  this  in  the  midst  of  many 
necessary  disturbances,  such  as  a  class  recitation  in  the  study 
room,  to  depend  upon  such  conditions  is  taking  chances  of 
just  obtaining  a  passing  mark  or  failing  completely.  The  best 
students  are  those  who  have  attained  the  habit  of  home  study. 
Such  a  student  will  spend  his  evenings  at  home  busying 
himself  with  school  work,  even  if  this  be  only  prescribed 
reading  of  a  light  order.  Such  student  will  be  free  from  the 
distracting  associates  of  the  street,  the  amusement  hall,  or 
any  other  non-school  function.  A  student  to  obtain  the 
most  from  his  school  course  must  keep  within  school  asso- 
ciations, otherwise  he  will  interest  himself  in  things  easier 
to  obtain  and  of  less  value  than  school  work.  Once  more 
we  would  say  that  the  best  students  are  those  who  have 
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nothing  except  school  associations  on  their  minds,  these  as- 
sociations may  be  formal  school  work,  or  the  school  in- 
terests which  are  of  a  recreative  order.  The  failure  of  a 
High  School  student  for  most  occasions  comes  when  he 
tries  to  divide  his  interest  between  school  and  non-school 
society. 

Looking  forward  to  another  school  year,  there  are  indica- 
tions of  greater  progress.  We  look  to  the  revised  course  of 
study  to  better  perfect  our  school  needs  and  better  fit  our 
facilities.  Profiting  by  the  experience  with  previous  courses 
of  study  the  new  program  will  better  control  the  election  of 
studies,  making  better  use  of  the  elective  system.  Again,  the 
change  in  arrangement  of  subjects  in  favor  of  more  matured 
years,  the  organization  for  the  teaching  of  subjects,  the  general 
flexibility  of  the  program  and  at  the  same  timie  the  specific 
purpose,  these  factors  with  others  commend  the  revised  course 
of  study.  This  course  of  study  takes  especial  account  of  the 
school  needs  and  facilities  and  constructed  upon  experiences  of 
the  past,  must  be  an  aid  to  a  higher  standard  of  work. 

Finally  the  High  School  Faculty  wish  to  extend  to  their 
Superintendent,  to  the  School  Board,  to  the  parents  and  patrons 
their  appreciative  thanks  for  all  co-operation  and  encourage- 
ment received  at  their  hands.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
COCHITUATE  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the  Cochitu- 
ate  Grammar  School. 

The  work  for  the  spring  term  of  1908  was  continued  as 
planned.  An  effort  was  made  to  interest  the  pupils  in  school 
gardening  and  home  industrial  work.  Many  parents  signified 
their  approval  of  the  undertaking  and  a  willingness  to  coop- 
erate with  the  school  officials.  Some  excellent  work  was  done 
by  many  pupils  during  the  vacation  and  very  gratifying 
results  were  reported  in  the  fall. 

In  May,  1908,  the  parents  were  invited  to  attend  exercises 
held  at  the  schoolhouse.  Work  in  regular  classes  was  shown, 
also  an  exhibition  of  some  results  in  Sloyd,  sewing,  drawing 
and  music. 

At  the  opening  of  school  in  September  there  was  a  change 
of  teachers  in  Grade  I  and  also  in  Grades  VI  and  VII.  Each 
year  should  add  to  the  efficiency  of  a  teacher  in  a  school,  and 
frequent  changes  are  to  be  deplored. 

The  Midlesex  County  Convention  was  attended.  A  visiting 
day  was  taken  during  the  fall  term.  The  teachers  of  this 
building  observed  some  excellent  work  in  Newton  and  Milton. 
The  schools  of  Natick  were  also  visited. 

The  revised  course  of  study  has  been  found  very  helpful 
by  the  teachers.  While  much  remains  to  be  accomplished,  I 
can  report  progress  in  language  and  grammar,  oral  arithmetic, 
spelling,  history  and  writing. 
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It  seems  desirable  to  the  teachers  to  consider  a  change  of 
text-books  in  language  and  grammar.  Many  of  the  books  we 
are  using  are  so  worn  that  renewal  will  be  necessary  for  the 
fall  term,  and  a  more  modern  text  might  be  chosen  when 
buying  new  books.  There  is  also  a  need  of  additional  material 
for  supplementary  reading. 

The  condition  of  the  school  building  is  well  known  to  all. 
Certain  repairs  cannot  be  postponed  beyond  the  summer  vaca- 
tion. Without  further  mention  of  these,  I  wish  to  call  your 
attention  to  some  needs  which  I  believe  to  be  imperative  for 
the  physical  and  moral  welfare  of  the  pupils.  Each  room 
should  be  provided  with  a  certain  number  of  adjustable  seats 
and  desks  to  meet  the  need  of  pupils  who  are  really  in  danger 
of  permanent  physical  injury  from  ill-fitting  seats  and  desks. 
New  sanitary  outbuildings  should  be  provided  which  would 
separate  the  sexes  more  widely  than  at  present.  The  fence 
has  reached  a  stage  where  repair  is  almost  hopeless. 

I  wish  to  express  to  the  parents  the  appreciation  of  the 
teachers  for  their  cooperation.  We  are  working  earnestly  to 
counteract  the  evil  influences  which  surround  the  boys  and 
girls  of  to-day,  and  are  trying  to  create  a  desire  to  make  the 
most  of  opportunities  for  education  and  foster  a  sense  of 
responsibility. 

We  commend  to  your  careful  consideration  the  monthly  and 
other  reports  which  are  sent,  and  wish  to  extend  to  you  a 
cordial  invitation  to  visit  the  school  at  any  time. 

Tardy,  dismissal  and  absent  marks  on  these  reports  indicate 
a  loss  of  time  for  the  pupil  and  disturbance  of  work  in  his 
class.  We  desire  to  ask  parents  to  help  us  to  make  the  atten- 
dance as  regular  as  possible,  in  order  that  the  pupil  may  get 
the  most  good  from  his  work.  Habits  of  punctuality  and 
industry  once  established  are  apt  to  be  permanent,  and  the 
opposite  is  apt  to  be  true. 

In  the  higher  grades  a  certain  amount  of  home  study  is 
absolutely  necessary.    If  this  is  insisted  upon  by  the  parents, 
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there  will  be  a  smaller  number  of  cases  of  promotion  on  con- 
dition, and  failures  to  pass  in  June. 

Our  efforts  should  be  made  in  the  same  direction,  viz.:  the 
making  of  better  boys  and  girls,  better  men  and  women,  and 
finally  better  citizens. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  thank  all  who  have  con- 
tributed toward  the  upbuilding  of  the  school.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  first  report  on  drawing  in  the 
Wayland  public  schools. 

The  drawing  has  been  carried  on  in  much  the  usual  way: 
nature  drawing  in  the  autumn;  constructive,  pictorial  draw- 
ing and  design  in  the  winter  term.  At  Christmas  special  work 
was  done  for  gifts ;  St.  Valentine's  Day,  Lincoln's  and  Wash- 
ington's birthday  were  appropriately  observed. 

The  children  in  the  first  three  grades  are  encouraged  to 
draw  and  cut  freely,  with  very  little  criticism.  They  are 
encouraged  to  bring  their  toys  from  home  from  which  to 
draw  and  cut,  as  children  are  apt  to  draw  well  what  they  are 
most  interested  in. 

Owing  to  the  crowded  condition  in  the  free-hand  drawing 
in  high  school,  the  work  has  been  rather  elementary  (four 
classes  are  represented  in  this  period).  It  seems  a  pity  that 
three  periods  are  not  given  to  drawing,  as  previously,  as  there 
are  students  of  considerable  ability  in  this  class  capable  of 
doing  advanced  work  who  in  this  congested  state  of  affairs 
are  obliged  to  do  the  same  work  as  the  entering  class. 

Aside  from  the  aesthetic  point  of  view,  drawing  has  been 
accepted  as  a  very  practical  side  of  any  citizen's  education, 
whether  he  is  a  college  man  or  a  carpenter,  a  tailor,  dress- 
maker or  housekeeper.  The  work  during  the  winter  has  been 
confined  to  object  drawing  and  applied  design.  As  the  me- 
chanical-drawing class  represents  four  classes,  it  was  thought 
best  to  begin  at  the  foundation — i.e.,  geometrical  problems — 
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and  as  many  plates  as  could  be  expected  in  the  time  have  been 
finished  creditably. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  ready  cooperation  in 
the  work,  and  you  for  your  consideration  and  assistance  in 
suggestions  in  my  first  half  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  music  in  the 
public  schools  of  Wayland. 

One  great  purpose  of  public-school  music  is  to  create  a 
musical  atmosphere  in  the  home  and  the  community.  To 
accomplish  this  end  it  is  necessary  to  get  all  the  children  to 
sing. 

The  rote  song  is  the  best  means  of  reaching  the  pupils  who 
are  otherwise  musically  indifferent.  In  singing  these  rote 
songs  at  home  or  at  play  the  children  do  much  to  create  a 
love  for  music,  especially  among  the  children  under  the  school 
age.  This  is  proven  by  the  decreasing  number  of  monotones 
that  are  found  among  the  entering  classes. 

Cards  have  been  prepared  for  tone  drill  in  the  first  six 
grades.  These  cards  are  flashed  in  front  of  the  class  and  the 
pupils  are  required  to  sing  the  intervals  correctly.  This  drill 
increases  the  ability  of  the  individual  to  refer  to  the  intervals 
in  their  proper  places.  The  classes,  as  a  whole,  have  gained 
in  sight-reading  and  tone  perception,  and  the  singing  is  more 
musical. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  helpful  cooperation 
and  the  superintendent  and  school  board  for  favors  granted 
from  time  to  time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  INSTRUCTOR  IN  MANUAL 
TRAINING. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  pupils  forming  classes  in  this  work  are  drawn  from 
the  three  upper  grades,  and  number  in  the  aggregate  about 
sixty. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  state  that,  with  few  exceptions,  the  chil- 
dren show  an  enthusiasm  and  a  desire  for  good  results  that 
is  most  commendable.  Every  school  contains  its  quota  of 
pupils  indifferent  to  good  work  and  greatly  lacking  in  con- 
centration of  mind,  and  this  department  is  not  entirely  free 
from  this  element;  but  a  poorly  constructed  piece  of  work, 
with  its  faults  painfully  apparent  to  the  eye,  has  oftentimes 
a  wholesome  and  stimulating  effect  on  the  author  of  it  toward 
more  genuine  effort  the  next  time.  A  marked  improvement 
has  followed  in  most  every  case  when  the  concrete  evidence 
of  careless  and  slack  habits  of  work  has  been  brought  to  his 
notice. 

It  is  the  desire  and  intention  of  this  instructor  to  make  the 
work  as  practical  as  possible  and  free  from  objects  lacking 
in  utility  or  interest,  and  the  eager  requests  for  extra  time 
outside  the  regular  period  (which  are  always  granted  when- 
ever feasible)  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  efforts  toward 
this  end  are  not  in  vain. 

It  is  hoped  that  an  exhibit  at  the  close  of  the  year  may 
show  that  the  time  devoted  to  this  work  has  been  well  and 
profitably  spent.

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EXTRACT  FROM  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


ATTENDANCE. 

1.  Excuses  for  absence  may  be  granted  by  the  teachers  for 
the  following  causes  only: — The  pupil's  sickness  or  physical 
disability,  death  in  the  family  or  other  extreme  emergency, 
contagious  disease  or  quarantine. 

Note.  Lack  of  clothing,  helping  at  home,  running  errands, 
visiting,  and  the  like,  are  not  accounted  sufficient  cause  for 
absence. 

2.  In  case  of  extreme  necessity,  the  superintendent  may 
grant  excuses  for  special  cause. 

3.  Any  pupil  not  in  his  seat  at  the  stroke  of  the  last  bell, 
promptly  at  the  hour  for  school  to  begin,  shall  be  considered 
tardy. 

Exception.  Pupils  who  are  late  because  of  the  late  arrival 
of  barges  or  electric  cars  shall  not  be  considered  tardy,  unless 
they  loiter  or  delay  after  arrival. 

4.  Excuses  for  tardiness  may  be  granted  at  the  discretion 
of  the  teacher. 

5.  Any  pupil  having  been  absent  shall  be  required  to  bring 
a  written  excuse  from  parent,  or  guardian,  stating  the  reason 
for  the  absence.  In  case  the  written  excuse  is  not  brought, 
the  absence  will  stand  unexcused. 

6.  All  absences  excused  must  be  so  recorded  in  the  register. 

7.  When  a  pupil  is  apparently  absent  without  sufficient 
cause,  the  teacher  shall  notify  the  truant  officer  promptly. 

8.  Pupils  under  five  years  of  age  will  not  be  admitted. 
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9.  Children  will  be  admitted  to  the  first  grade  only  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  term,  except  by  special  permission  of  the 
school  committee.  ("The  beginning  of  the  fall  term"  will 
include  the  first  two  weeks.) 

10.  Pupils  who  enter  a  school  in  town  for  the  first  time 
must  present  a  vaccination  certificate  properly  filled  out  and 
certified,  or  a  certificate  stating  that  the  pupil  is  an  unfit  sub- 
ject for  vaccination,  before  being  admitted. 

11.  Pupils  who  are  perfect  in  attendance  and  punctuality 
for  any  school  month  may  be  dismissed  one  hour  before  the 
close  of  school  on  the  afternoon  of  the  last  school  day  of  the 
school  month. 

12.  Any  pupil  outside  of  school  age,  less  than  seven  or 
more  than  fourteen  years  of  age,  who  is  absent  unexcused 
for  more  than  five  whole  days  or  ten  half  days  in  any  period 
of  six  months  may  be  suspended  until  assurance  is  given  of 
regular  attendance. 

SCHOOL  SESSIONS. 

1.    WAYLAND:  High  School— 8.45  a.  m.  to  1.15,  p.  m. 

(Ten  minutes  for  recess.) 
Grades —         8.45  a.  m.  to  2.15  p.  m. 

(Fifty-five  minutes  for  re- 
cesses, physical  culture, 
and  intermission.) 

COCHITUATE:  Grades—   9.00  a.  if.  to  11.30  a.  m. 

I. OO  P.  M.  tO  3.3O  P.  M. 

(Twenty-five  minutes  for 
recesses  and  physical  cul- 
ture.) 

2.  The  school  hours  as  indicated  must  be  strictly  observed. 

3.  Pupils  in  the  first  grade  may  be  dismissed  at  recess 
during  the  first  and  second  school  months,  and  fifteen  min- 
utes before  the  close  of  the  session  thereafter. 
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4.  The  bell  shall  be  rung  five  minutes  before  the  beginning 
of  the  school  session,  and  the  pupils  shall  at  once  enter  the 
schoolroom  and  take  their  seats  ready  for  work.  The  last 
bell  promptly  on  time  shall  be  the  signal  for  the  school  exer- 
cises to  begin. 

5.  The  door  shall  be  opened  at  least  fifteen  minutes  before 
the  beginning  of  the  school  session. 

6.  Teachers  may  detain  pupils  after  school  or  in  extra 
session  for  the  purpose  of  making  up  lost  time  or  deficiency 
in  lessons  or  application  for  a  time  not  to  exceed  one-half 
hour  in  the  grades  and  one  hour  in  the  high  school,  except  in 
case  of  pupils  who  are  carried  by  barge. 

Note: — Pupils  in  the  grades  at  Wayland  may  go  home  for 
luncheon  at  intermission  on  condition  that  they  are  not  tardy 
for  the  afternoon  session. 

TRUANT  OFFICER. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  truant  officer  to  investigate 
fully  each  case  of  truancy  to  take  such  action  as  the  circum- 
stances warrant  and  the  law  directs,  and  to  report  the  results 
of  his  investigation  to  the  teacher  and  to  the  superintendent. 

2.  He  shall  exert  all  possible  influence  with  the  parents 
and  guardians  to  secure  the  regular  attendance  of  their  chil- 
dren. 

3.  He  shall  present  an  annual  report  of  his  doings  to  the 
school  committee  on  the  1st  day  of  March  of  each  year,  giving 
the  number  of  cases  investigated  and  the  action  taken  thereon, 
together  with  such  additional  information  as  he  may  deem 
advisable,  or  the  school  committee  may  require. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  following  directions  conform  to  and  are  designed  to 
aid  in  complying  with  the  law  relating  to  medical  inspection, 
Chapter  502,  Acts  of  1906. 
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1.  The  teacher  shall  give  the  tests  for  sight  and  hearing 
and  send  notices  to  parents  or  guardians  according  to  the 
directions  in  Portfolio  A-XIII-i,  2. 

2.  Each  teacher  shall  immediately  refer  to  the  school 
physician  each  child  "who  shows  signs  of  being  in  ill  health 
or  of  suffering  from  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  un- 
less he  is  at  once  excluded  from  the  school."  (Sec.  3,  Chap. 
502.) 

3.  Whenever  a  teacher  excludes  a  pupil  from  school  be- 
cause he  shows  signs  of  being  in  ill  health  or  of  suffering  from 
any  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  he  shall  send  notice  to 
the  parent  or  guardian  and  to  the  superintendent  of  schools. 
In  the  case  of  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  shall  at  once  notify  the  board  of  health. 
(Sec.  4,  Chap.  502.) 

4.  Each  teacher  shall  refer  to  the  "school  physician  for 
examination  and  diagnosis  every  child  returning  to  school 
without  a  certificate  from  the  board  of  health,"  or  from  the 
attending  physician,  "after  absence  on  account  of  illness" 
from  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  "or  from  unknown 
cause."    (Sec.  3,  Chap.  502.) 

5.  The  "school  physician  shall  make  a  prompt  examina- 
tion and  diagnosis  of  all  children  referred  to  him"  and  shall 
send  a  "notice  of  the  disease  or  defects,  if  any,  from  which 
the  child  is  found  to  be  suffering,  to  his  parent  or  guardian." 
(Sees.  2  and  4,  Chap.  502.) 

6.  The  school  physician  shall  make  "such  further  exam- 
ination of  teachers,  janitors,  and  school  buildings  as  in  his 
opinion  the  health  of  the  pupils  may  "require."  (Sec.  2, 
Chap.  502.) 

7.  Whenever  a  child  is  examined  by  the  school  physician 
and  found  to  show  "symptoms  of  small  pox,  scarlet  fever, 
measles,  chicken  pox,  tuberculosis,  diptheria  or  influenza, 
tonsilitis,  whooping  cough,  mumps,  scabies,  trachoma,"  or 
pediculosis,  "he  shall  be  sent  home  immediately,  or  as  soon 
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as  a  safe  and  proper  conveyance  can  be  found,  and  the  board 
of  health  shall  be  notified"  by  the  school  physician.  (Sec.  4, 
Chap.  502.) 

8.  The  school  physician  shall  keep  a  record  and  report  to 
the  school  committee  the  result  of  each  examination  and  diag- 
nosis as  required  by  section  2  of  Chapter  502,  Acts,  of  1906. 

9.  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  keep  on  file  a  record 
of  all  reports  made  to  the  school  committee  by  the  school 
physician. 

Note: — When  a  child  who  has  been  ill  with  scarlet  fever 
returns  to  school  within  a  period  of  eight  weeks  from  the 
beginning  of  his  illness,  he  may  be  referred  to  the  school 
physician  even  though  he  should  bring  a  certificate  of  re- 
covery. This  should  be  done  in  every  case  when  it  appears 
that  the  desquamation  has  not  entirely  ceased. 
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EXTRACTS  FROM  SCHOOL  LAWS. 


ATTENDANCE. 

(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  44.) 

By  chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty,  Acts  of  1905,  sec- 
tion one  of  Chapter  forty-four,  is  amended,  in  part,  as  fol- 
lows : — 

From  section  1.  ''Every  child  between  seven  and  four- 
teen years  of  age,  and  every  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age 
who  cannot  read  at  sight  and  write  legibly  simple  sentences 
in  the  English  language,  shall  attend  some  public  school  in  the 
city  or  town  in  which  he  resides  during  the  entire  time  the 
public  schools  are  in  session.  .  .  ."  Every  person  having 
under  his  control  a  child  as  described  in  this  section  shall 
cause  him  to  attend  school  as  herein  required,  and  if  he  fails 
for  five  day  sessions  or  ten  half-day  sessions  within  any  period 
of  six  months  ...  to  cause  the  child  to  attend  school  he 
shall  ...  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty 
dollars  .  . 

The  attendance  of  a  child  shall  not  be  required:  (a)  "If 
attending  a  private  day  school  approved  by  the  school  com- 
mittee/' or  is  being  "otherwise  instructed  ...  in  the  branches 
of  learning  required  by  law;"  (b)  "If  he  has  already  acquired 
such  branches  of  learning;"  (c)  "If  his  physical  or  mental 
condition  is  such  as  to  render  such  attendance  inexpedient." 

TRUANCY. 

(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  44.) 

From  section  3.  "A  child  between  seven  and  fourteen 
years  of  age  who  wilfully  and  habitually  absents  himself  from 
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school  .  .  .  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  habitual  truant,  and 
.  .  .  may,  if  a  boy,  be  committed  to  a  county  truant  school 
.  •  .  and,  if  a  girl,  to  the  state  industrial  school  for  girls 

From  section  4.  "A  child  between  seven  and  sixteen  years 
of  age  who  may  be  found  wandering  about  the  streets  or 
public  places,  .  .  .  having  no  lawful  occupation,  habitually 
not  attending  school,  and  growing  up  in  idleness  and  ignor- 
ance, shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  habitual  absentee,  .  .  .  and 
is  liable  to  commitment  as  in  section  three. 

From  section  5.  "A  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age 
who  persistently  violates  the  reasonable  regulations  of  the 
school  which  he  attends,  or  otherwise  persistently  misbehaves 
therein,  so  as  to  render  himself  a  fit  subject  for  exclusion 
therefrom,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  habitual  school  offender 
.  .      and  be  liable  to  commitment  as  in  section  three. 

EMPLOYMENT. 
(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  106.) 

By  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  Acts  of  1905,  sec- 
tion twenty-eight  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  six  is  amended 
so  as  to  read,  in  part,  as  follows : 

Section  28.  "No  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  and 
no  child  who  is  over  fourteen  and  under  sixteen  years  of  age 
who  does  not  have  a  certificate  as  required  .  .  .  certifying 
to  the  child's  ability  to  read  at  sight  and  to  write  legibly 
simple  sentences  in  the  Eriglish  language  shall  be  employed 
in  any  factory,  workshop  or  mercantile  establishment.  .  .  . 

"2.  No  certificate  (age  and  schooling)  .  .  .  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  any  person  for  a  minor  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years  who  intends  to  be  employed  in  a  factory,  workshop  or 
mercantile  establishment,  unless  such  person  is  satisfied  that 
such  minor  is  able  to  read  at  sight  and  to  write  legibly  simple 
sentences  in  the  English  language." 
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From  section  29.  "No  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall 
be  employed  in  a  factory,  workshop  or  mercantile  establish- 
ment unless  his  employer  procures  and  keeps  on  file  .  .  . 
an  age  and  schooling  certificate.  .  .  " 

From  section  30.  "An  age  and  schooling  certificate  shall 
be  approved  only  by  the  Superintendent,  or  by  a  person  au- 
thorized by  him  in  writing.  .  .  ." 

From  section  32.  "The  age  and  schooling  certificate  of  a 
minor  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  not  be  approved  and 
signed  until  he  presents  to  the  person  who  is  authorized  to 
approve  and  sign  it  an  employment  ticket  duly  filled  out  and 
signed  .  .  ." 

Children  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  of  age  who 
apply  for  an  age  and  schooling  certificate  must  bring  an  em- 
ployment ticket  properly  filled  out  by  their  intending  employ- 
er and  be  accompanied  by  employer  or  custodian.  Employ- 
ment ticket  blanks  may  be  procured  from  the  superintendent. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 
(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  75.) 

From  section  51.  "The  board  of  health  .  .  .  shall  give 
immediate  information  to  the  school  committee  of  all  con- 
tagious diseases  .  .  .  reported  to  them." 

(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  44.) 

By  chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy-one,  Acts  of  1906, 
section  six  of  chapter  forty-four  is  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

Section  6.  "A  child  who  has  not  been  vaccinated  shall  not 
be  admitted  to  a  public  school  except  upon  presentation  of  a 
certificate  signed  by  a  regular  practicing  physician  that  he 
is  not  a  fit  subject  for  vaccination.  A  child  who  is  a  mem- 
ber of  a  household  in  which  a  person  is  ill  with  smallpox, 
diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  or  any  other  infectious  or 
contagious  disease,  or  of  a  household  exposed  to  such  con- 
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tag-ion  from  another  household  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  at- 
tend any  public  school  during  such  illness  until  the  teacher 
of  the  school  has  been  furnished  with  a  certificate  from  the 
board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town,  or  from  the  attending 
physician  of  such  person,  stating  that  the  danger  of  convey- 
ing such  disease  by  such  child  is  passed." 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 
(Acts  of  1906,  Chapter  502.) 

From  section  1.  "The  school  committee  of  every  city  and 
town  in  the  Commonwealth  shall  appoint  one  or  more  school 
physicians,  shall  assign  one  to  each  public  school  within  its 
city  or  town,  and  shall  provide  them  with  all  proper  facilities 
for  the  performance  of  their  duties  .  . 

From  section  2.  "Every  school  physician  shall  make  a 
prompt  examination  and  diagnosis  of  all  children  referred  to 
him  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  such  further  examination  of 
teachers,  janitors  and  school  buildings  as  in  his  opinion  the 
protection  of  the  pupils  may  require." 

From  section  3.  "The  school  committee  shall  cause  to  be 
referred  to  a  school  committee  for  examination  and  diagnosis 
every  child  returning  to  school  without  a  certificate  from  the 
board  of  health  after  absence  on  account  of  illness  or  un- 
known cause ;  and  every  child  in  the  schools  under  its  juris- 
diction who  shows  signs  of  being  in  ill  health  or  of  suffering 
from  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  unless  he  is  at  once 
excluded  by  the  teacher  .  .  ." 

From  section  4.  "The  school  committee  shall  cause  notice 
of  the  disease  or  defects,  if  any,  from  which  any  child  is 
found  to  be  suffering  to  be  sent  to  his  parent  or  guardian. 
Whenever  a  child  shows  symptoms  of  smallpox,  scarlet  fever, 
measles,  chicken  pox,  tuberculosis,  diphtheria  or  influenza, 
tonsilitis,  whooping  cough,  mumps,  scabies  or  trachomla,  he 
shall  be  sent  home  immediately  or  as  soon  as  safe  and  proper 
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conveyance  can  be  found,  and  the  board  of  health  shall  at 
once  be  notified." 

From  section  5.  "The  school  committee  of  every  city  and 
town  shall  cause  every  child  in  the  public  schools  to  be 
separately  and  carefully  tested  and  examined  at  least  once 
every  school  year  to  ascertain  whether  he  is  suffering  from 
defective  sight  or  hearing  or  from  any  other  disability  or 
defect  tending  to  prevent  his  receiving  the  full  benefit  of  his 
school  work,  or  requiring  a  modification  of  the  school  work 
in  order  to  prevent  injury  to  the  child  or  to  secure  the  blest 
educational  results.  The  tests  of  sight  and  hearing  shall  be 
made  by  teachers.  The  committee  shall  cause  notice  of  any 
defect  or  disability  requiring  treatment  to  be  sent  to  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  the  child,  and  shall  require  a  physical 
record  of  each  child  to  be  kept  in  such  form  as  the  state 
board  of  education  shall  prescribe." 

From  section  7.  "The  expense  which  a  city  or  town  may 
incur  .  .  .  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  appropriated  for  that 
purpose.  .  .  .  The  appropriation  shall  precede  any  expendi- 
ture or  any  indebtedness  which  may  be  incurred  under  this 
act,  and  the  sum  appropriated  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient 
appropriation.  ..."

And  you  are  required  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  copies 
hereof,  attested  by  you  at  the  Town  House,  at  each  of  the  Post 
Offices  in  said  town,  and  at  the  Engine  House,  Cochituate,  seven 
days  at  least  before  the  time  for  holding  said  meeting.

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  warrant,  the  voters  of  the  town  met 
as  therein  directed,  and  the  following  business  was  done,  A'iz. : 

Voted,  that  the  Finance  Committee's  report  be  accepted  and 
adopted  (see  page  94  of  Town  Report  of  1909). 

Voted,  that  $34,910.43  the  sum  recommended  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  be  assessed. 

Voted,  that  the  sum  of  $400  be  appropriated  and  assessed  for 
police  service. 

Voted,  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  $900  be  appropriated  and 
assessed  for  fitting  a  recitation  room  in  the  schoolhouse  at  Way- 
land  Center. 

Art.  4.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  and  they  hereby  are 
authorized  to  consult  counsel  on  important  town  cases,  and  to 
defend  the  town  against  any  action  at  law  or  suit  in  equity  that 
may  be  brought  against  it. 
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Article  5  being  under  ^consideration,  it  was  voted  to  excuse 
William  S.  Lovell  and  Dolor  Cormier  from,  and  the  names  of  John 
F.  Malloy  and  John  M.  Curtin  were  added  to  the  list  of  jurors 
as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  list  as  so  amended  was 
accepted. 

Article  6,  voted  to  appropriate  one  half  of  the  money  received 
from  dog  licenses  for  schools,  and  one  half  for  the  library. 

Article  7,  voted  to  authorize  the  treasurer  with  the  approval 
of  the  selectmen  to  borrow  $25,000  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes 
of  the  current  year. 

Article  8,  voted  to  adopt  as  the  official  names  of  certain  un- 
named streets  in  the  center  and  north  parts  of  Way  land,  a  list 
suggested  by  the  Wayland  Village  Improvement  Society  and  shown 
on  a  plan  exhibited  in  the  Annual  Town  Report  of  this  year; 
first  changing  the  names  of  Cochituate  Road  and  Sudbury  Road  to 
Main  Street,  and  changing  the  name  of  Island  Road  to  Pelham 
Island  Road. 

Article  9,  voted  to  accept  a  bequest  under  the  will  of  Cynthia 
C.  Roby  of  $3,155.76,  the  income  of  which  to  be  used  towards  the 
running  expenses  of  the  Public  Library. 

Article  10,  voted  that  the  assessors  be  instructed  to  cause  to  be 
printed  in  the  official  report  the  names  of  all  persons  whose  taxes 
are  abated,  together  with  the  sums  abated. 

Article  11,  voted  that  the  tax  collector  cause  to  be  printed  in 
the  official  report  the  names  of  all  persons  who  owe  two  or  more 
years'  taxes  with  the  amount  due. 

Article  12,  voted  that  of  the  Selectmen  upon  investigation  find 
that  they  can  legally  do  so,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  permit 
the  use  of  the  Town  Hall,  free  of  charge,  for  church  entertain- 
ments. 

Article  13  passed  over. 

Article  14  voted  that  the  members  of  the  E.  W.  Marston  Com- 
bination Truck  Co.  No.  1  be  paid  twenty-five  cents  per  hour  for 
actual  services  at  all  fires. 

Article  15  voted  that  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  be,  and  they 
hereby  are  authorized  to  sell  the  Town  Home  property,  so  called, 
and  the  Town  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  on 
behalf  of  the  town  a  deed  or  deeds  therefor. 
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Article  16  voted  to  accept  the  following  bequests;  $100  from 
Mrs.  S.  S.  Gray,  Mrs.  Ellen  G.  Stowe,  Doctors  Charles  A.  and 
Dwight  F.  Willis,  to  be  known  as  the  Calvin  Rice  Fund,  the  in- 
come from  which  to  be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  Calvin 
Rice  Lots,  Nos.  87  and  88,  in  the  North  Cemetery,  also  $400  from 
Mrs.  Cynthia  C.  Roby,  to  be  known  as  the  "Roby  Fund,"  the 
income  from  which  to  be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of  lots  Nos. 
40,  42,  and  44,  standing  in  the  names  of  E.  W.  and  W.  G.  Roby, 
in  North  Cemetery. 

Article  17  voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  draw 
from  the  Contingent  Fund  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  the  work  of  exterminating  the  gipsy  and  brown- 
tail  moths  for  the  month  of  December,  1909,  and  January  and 
February,  1910,  but  not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  this  town's 
liability  for  1910. 

Article  18,  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  install  additional 
street  lights  at  discretion. 

Article  19  passed  over. 

Article  20  passed  over. 

Article  21  voted  that  interest  be  collected  at  the  rate  of  six  per 
cent  per  annum  on  all  1909  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  the  first 
day  of  October,  1909. 

Article  22  voted  that  the  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  and  Auditor 
be  a  committee  instructed  to  revise  and  publish  the  Town  By-laws. 

Article  23  voted  that  the  School  Committee,  C.  W.  Dean,  Walter 
B.  Henderson,  Town  Treasurer,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  be  a  Committee  to  procure  plans  and  estimates  for 
a  new  schoolhouse  to  be  erected  at  Cochituate  Village  at  a  cost 
not  exceeding  thirty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  report  at  a  special 
Town  Meeting  to  be  held  not  later  than  June  1st,  1909,  and  that 
a  sum  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  for 
the  purpose  of  the  procuring  by  said  committee  of  such  plans  and 
estimates. 

Article  24  passed  over. 

Article  25  acted  on  under  Article  3. 

Article  26  voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  investigate 
the  need  of  fireproof  receptacles  for  the  protection  of  the  town 
records  and  report  at  the  next  town  meeting  with  recommenda- 
tions. 
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Article  27  voted  by  separate  ballot  to  accept  an  act  to  provide 
for  the  protection  of  forest  and  sprout  land  from  fire,  being  Chap- 
ter 209  of  the  acts  of  1908. 

Article  28  voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  install 
on  Gleason  Road  between  the  Concord  Road  and  the  residence 
of  Mr.  Hardy  such  street  lights  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  and  the  Water  Commissioners  be 
and  they  hereby  are  instructed  to  investigate  the  matter  of  sup- 
plying the  center  and  north  parts  of  the  town  with  water,  and 
report  with  recommendations  at  a  future  town  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE 
ON  BY-LAWS 

The  Committee  recommend  that  existing  by-laws  be  repealed 
and  the  following  adopted : 

Section  1 
TOWN  MEETINGS 

1.  The  Annual  Town  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  of  March  in  each  year,  at  such  time  as  the  Selectmen 

may  appoint,  at  the  Town  Hall,  or  if  this  is  impossible,  at  such 
place  as  the  Selectmen  may  appoint. 

2.  The  Selectmen  shall  cause  notice  of  every  town  meeting  to 
be  given  by  posting  a  copy  of  the  warrant  therefor  in  four 

or  more  public  places  in  the  town,  at  least  seven  days  before  the 
time  appointed  for  such  meeting. 

3.  No  vote  fixing  the  time  for  closing  a  ballot  shall  be  recon- 
sidered after  said  ballot  shall  have  begun;  but  an  exten- 
sion of  the  time  may  be  had  by  vote  without  reconsideration. 

4.  Every  motion  or  order  which  is  of  a  complicated  nature, 
or  of  unusual  length,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing;  also  all 

other  motions  at  the  pleasure  of  the  presiding  officer. 

5.  The  powers  and  duties  of  a  presiding  officer  not  especially 
provided  for  by  law,  or  by  these  by-laws,  shall  be  determined 

by  the  rules  and  practice  contained  in  Cushing's  Manual,  so  far 
as  they  are  adapted  to  the  conditions  and  powers  of  the  town. 

6.  The  warrant  for  the  annual  Town  Meeting  shall  include  an 
article  providing  that  on  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after 

October  1  of  the  year  in  which  they  are  assessed,  interest  shall 
be  charged  from  that  date  at  the  rate  of  6%  per  annum. 

7.  The  annual  Town  Meeting  shall  be  open  for  balloting  for 
town  officers  as  announced  in  the  warrant,  and  on  the  clos- 
ing of  the  polls  shall  be  adjourned  without  transaction  of  other 
business  until  the  following  Wednesday  at  7.45  p.m.,  when  all  re- 
maining articles  in  the  warrant  may  be  acted  upon. 

8.  At  the  annual  Town  Meeting,  there  shall  be  chosen  bv  ballot 
a  Treasurer  of  the  Librarv  Funds. 
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9.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  within  one  week  after  the  final  ad- 
journment of  every  Town  Meeting,  or  as  soon  as  practicable 
thereafter,  submit  to  the  Selectmen  a  copy  of  the  official  record 
of  such  meeting,  and  the  Selectmen  shall  cause  to  be  published 
in  the  next  annual  Town  Report  a  copy  of  the  warrant  and  of 
every  vote  contained  in  said  record. 

Section  2 

FINANCES 

1.  The  financial  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
and  end  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  and  during  the 

interval  between  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  and  the  time 
of  making  the  next  annual  appropriations,  the  several  departments 
shall  have  authority  to  carry  on  their  usual  and  necessary  work. 
The  expense  incurred  by  each  department  during  this  period 
shall  be  charged  against  the  unexpended  balance,  if  any,  of  the 
previous  appropriation,  and  when  this  is  exhausted,  against  the 
next  annual  appropriation;  but  no  department  shall  incur  ex- 
penses during  said  period  in  excess  of  one  sixth  of  the  last  annual 
appropriation  without  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Selectmen  approv- 
ing such  expenditure. 

2.  The  Selectmen  shall  not  later  than  January  1st  appoint 
a  Finance  Committee  of  five  members,  none  of  whom  shall 

hold  any  other  town  office,  or  hold  any  contract  with  the  town. 
Every  town  department  shall  annually  submit  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  not  later  than  January  loth,  an  estimate  of  its  re- 
quirements for  the  ensuing  year,  and  the  Finance  Committee  shall, 
not  later  than  February  1st,  give  a  public  hearing  thereon,  and 
on  requests  for  appropriations  made  in  writing  by  any  ten  citizens 
of  the  town.  Notices  of  said  hearing  shall  be  posted  not  less  than 
seven  days  previously,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  notices  of  town 
meetings.  Said  Committee  shall  not  later  than  February  10th  submit 
to  the  Selectmen  a  report  with  recommendations  for  appropria- 
tions, grouped  in  harmony  with  the  recommendations  of  the  State 
Bureau  of  Statistics,  which  shall  be  printed  in  the  Annual  Town 
Report. 

3.  All  permanent  funds  belonging  to  the  town,  excepting 
any  funds  driven  or  created  under  terms  conflicting  with 

this  paragraph,  shall  be  held  by  one  board  of  trustees,  who 
shall  be  the  present  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  and  should 
their  duties  as  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  cease  through  retire- 
ment of  the  Town  Bonds,  the  same  board  or  their  successors 
shall  continue  as  Trustees  of  Permanent  Funds. 
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4.  All  bills  against  the  town  shall  be  made  out  in  detail  with 
the  proper  date  for  each  item  and  shall  be  approved  by  a 

majority  of  the  board  contracting  said  bill  and  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Auditor,  and  if  approved  by  him  shall  be  examined  by  the 
Selectmen.  If  approved  by  them  they  shall  give  an  order  on  the 
Treasurer  to  pay  the  same,  said  order  to  specify  from  what  appro- 
priation the  same  is  to  be  drawn.  No  bill  shall  be  paid  unless  so 
approved. 

5.  No  town  officer  or  board  of  officers  shall  contract  any  debt 
or  obligation  on  behalf  of  the  town,  beyond  the  appropria- 
tion to  which  said  debt  or  obligation  would  be  chargeable,  except 
on  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  board  so  contracting  said  debt, 
and  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  in 
such  case  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  in  any 
one  year;  and  the  Selectmen  shall  in  their  annual  report  state 
what  emergency  required  such  action.  No  town  officer  and  no 
salaried  employee  of  the  town,  or  any  agent  of  any  such  officer  or 
employee,  shall  sell  materials  or  supplies  to  a  board  of  which  he 
is  a  member,  without  the  permission  of  the  Board,  of  Selectmen 
expressed  in  a  vote  which  shall  appear  on  their  records  with  the 
reasons  therefor.  No  town  officer  and  no  salaried  employee  of 
the  town  or  any  agent  of  any  such  officer  or  employee  shall  re- 
ceive any  compensation  or  commission  for  work  done  by  him  for 
the  town  except  his  official  salary  and  fees  allowed  by  law,  with- 
out the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  expressed  in  a  vote  which  shall 
appear  on  their  records  with  the  reasons  therefor.  The  Auditor 
in  his  annual  report  shall  call  attention  to  any  apparent  violation 
of  this  by-law  which  may  come  to  his  notice. 

6.  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  not  borrow  any  money  on  behalf 
of  the  town  upon  any  promissory  note  or  other  obligation 

executed  by  him,  as  such  Treasurer,  nor  shall  any  note  be  binding 
upon  the  town,  unless  the  same  is  first  countersigned  by  the 
Selectmen  or  by  a  majority  of  them.  All  notes  issued  shall  be 
registered  by  a  national  bank  or  by  a  trust  company  organized 
under  Massachusetts  laws,  and  no  note  shall  be  valid  or  binding 
upon  the  town  unless  so  registered.  Said  notes  or  bonds  shall  be 
made  payable  at  the  office  of,  and  when  paid  shall  be  cancelled 
by,  the  Registrar. 

7.  All  bonds  issued  by  the  town  shall  be  serial,  the  first  series 
falling  due  not  more  than  one  year  after  date  of  issue,  and 

an  equal  amount  each  year  thereafter  until  all  are  paid.  No  bond 
shall  be  issued  for  a  period  exceeding  the  probable  serviceable 
existence  of  the  improvement  for  which  the  loan  is  made. 

8.  The  Town  Treasurer,  Town  Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  Clerk  cf 
the  Water  Board,  Treasurer  of  Library  Funds,  Treasurer  of 

Sinking  Fund  Commission,  and  any  other  town  official  that  the 
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Selectmen  may  require,  shall  furnish  bonds  to  an  amount  to  be 
determined  by  the  Selectmen.  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  by  a 
bonding  corporation  in  good  standing,  and  the  premium  shall  be 
paid  by  the  town. 

Section  3 
RECORDS  AND  ACCOUNTS 

1.  All  boards  of  standing  town  officers  shall  cause  records  of 
their  doings  and  accounts  to  be  kept  in  suitable  books,  and 

the  persons  having  charge  of  the  same  shall  transmit  them  to 
their  successors  in  office.  Whenever  any  vote  affecting  any  town 
officer  or  officers  is  passed,  the  Clerk  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  the 
same  to  such  officer  or  officers,  and  the  said  copy  shall  be  kept  by 
said  officers  and  be  transmitted  to  their  successors  if  anything 
therein  contained  shall  appertain  to  their  duties. 

2.  All  town  officers,  agents,  boards,  or  committees  of  the 
town  shall  submit  to  the  Selectmen  not  later  than  Febru- 
ary 1st,  written  annual  reports  giving  an  account  of  the  business 
transacted  during  the  year,  which  the  Selectmen  shall  prepare  for 
publication  in  the  annual  town  report.  The  Highway  Com- 
missioner, Fire  Engineers,  Water  Commissioners,  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Gypsy  and 
Brown  tail  Moth  work,  and  any  other  town  officials  whom  the 
Selectmen  may  require,  shall  include  in  their  annual  reports  in- 
ventories of  town  property  in  their  respective  hands  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year. 

3.  The  Selectmen  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  annual  TowTn  Re- 
port to  be  left  at  the  residence  of  every  registered  voter  not  less 
than  seven  days  before  the  annual  town  meeting. 

4.  The  town  accounts  shall  be  kept  by  the  Town  Treasurer 
in  substantial  conformity  with  the  schedule  of  accounts 

prepared  by  the  Commonwealth  for  the  yearly  report  of  towns 
to  the  State.  The  School  Committee  shall  keep  their  accounts 
in  the  manner  recommended  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

5.  Departmental  current  receipts  shall  be  credited  to  the 
department  to  which  they  apply,  and  shall  be  available 

for  the  requirements  of  that  department.  All  current  receipts 
not  applying  to  any  department  under  the  grouping  of  the  Bureau 
of  Statistics  shall  be  Credited  to  the  Revenue  Account,  and  no 
money  shall  be  drawn  therefrom  except  by  vote  of  the  town. 
All  balances  of  appropriations  of  the  preceding  year  for  purposes 
other  than  outlays,  remaining  unexpended  June  1st  each  year, 
shall  be  carried  to  said  account,  except  the  unexpended  balances 
of  the  poor  account,  schools,  cemetery  account  and  interest  on 
taxes,  which  shall  remain  to  the  credit  of  said  account.  The 
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Selectmen  shall  be  authorized  to  draw  from  the  Revenue  Account 
as  if  specially  appropriated,  any  sums  that  the  town  may  be 
required  by  the  State  to  spend,  for  which  the  town  is  to  be  re- 
imbursed by  the  State.  No  money  received  from  the  sale  of 
town  property  shall  be  appropriated  for  any  purpose  except  for 
the  payment  of  town  debt  or  for  permanent  public  improvements. 
Interest  on  taxes  shall  be  applied  to  reimbursement  of  town  funds, 
in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town  to  this  effect,  until  said 
funds  have  been  invested. 

6.    The  Auditor  or  any  voter  shall,  at  all  reasonable  times 
have  access  to  the  books  of  the  town,  and  have  the  right  to- 
examine  them  and  take  copies  thereof.    The  Auditor  shall  verify 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  monthly  and  shall 
report  in  writing  to  the  Selectmen  each  month  as  to  their  accounts. 

Section  4 

TAXES 

1.  Each  decennial  valuation  of  estates  made  by  the  Assessors 
shall  be  printed  in  full  in  the  Annual  Town  Report  for  the 

next  year  after  the  same  shall  be  made. 

2.  A  list  of  all  taxes  shall,  not  later  than  August  1st,  be  com- 
mitted to  the  Collector,  who  shall  within  thirty  days  of  the 

receipt  thereof  make  out  and  deliver  or  mail  to  every  person, 
corporation,  or  company  of  persons  named  in  such  tax  list,  a  tax 
bill,  specifying  the  rate  of  taxation,  the  assessed  value  of  each 
item  of  real  estate,  and  the  date  from  which  interest  will  be 
charged. 

3.  The  Collector  shall  make  weekly  payments  to  the  Treas- 
urer, provided  the  sum  in  his  hands  amounts  to  one  hun- 
dred dollars  or  more.    If  any  taxes  remain  uncollected  on  April 
1st.  they  shall  be  committed  to  the  Collector  elected  at  the  pre- 
ceding annual  town  meeting. 

4.  The  Collector  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  final  settlement  for 
the  year,  but  not  before,  receive  as  compensation  in  lieu  of 

salary  one  per  cent  of  the  total  sum  collected  and  paid  over  by 
him  to  the  Treasurer,  to  be  drawn  from  salary  account. 

Section  5 

SELECTMEN 

1.    The  Selectmen  shall  hold  a  regular  business  meeting  at 
least  once  a  month,  of  which  a  notice  shall  be  posted  in  four 
or  more  public  places  at  least  seven  days  before  said  meeting. 
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2.  The  Selectmen  shall  have  full  authority  as  agents  of  the 
town  to  employ  counsel  to  appear  for  and  defend  suits 
brought  against  the  town,  unless  otherwise  especially  ordered  by 
a  vote  of  the  town.  They  may  settle  any  claims  or  suits  against 
the  town  which  in  their  opinion  cannot  be  defended  successfully, 
acting  upon  the  advice  of  counsel  when  the  amount  to  be  paid 
exceeds  one  thousand  dollars. 

Section  6 

WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

1.  The  Water  Commissioners  shall  appoint  a  superin- 
tendent, who  shall  not  be  a  member  of  their  body 
The  superintendent,  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners, 
shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  out  door  work 
connected  with  the  water  works.  The  clerk  shall  keep  the 
records  of  the  board  under  its  direction,  and  shall  keep  a  set  of 
books  in  which  he  shall  enter  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
water  works.  He  shall  collect  all  bills  for  the  use  of  water,  and 
all  other  money  due  the  Water  Department,  and  shall  make 
weekly  payments  thereof  to  the  Town  Treasurer  when  the  sum 
in  his  hands  amounts  to  one  hundred  dollars  or  more. 

Section  7 
GENERAL 

1.  No  building  shall  be  moved  over  any  public  way  without 
a  permit  from  the  Selectmen,  and  the  Selectmen  shall  not 

grant  such  permit,  when  such  removal  will  cause  destruction  or 
serious  injury  to  shade  trees  standing  in  said  way,  or  owned  by 
any  person  and  projecting  over  said  way,  unless  the  consent  of  the 
person  on  whose  premises  such  trees  may  stand  shall  first  be  ob- 
tained. And  any  person  moving  any  building  through  any  public 
way  (either  with  or  without  a  permit)  shall,  with  the  owner  of 
said  building,  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  to  the  town  for  all 
damages,  costs,  and  expenses  which  the  town  may  be  compelled 
to  pay  in  consequence  of  such  removal  or  in  consequence  of  any 
obstruction,  incumbrance,  or  injury  occasioned  thereby. 

2.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  in  any  public 
way  or  square,  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Select- 
men, any  dirt,  wood,  timber,  or  other  material  to  obstruct  or  mar 
the  appearance"  of  said  way  or  square. 
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3.  Xo  person  shall  behave  himself  or  herself  in  a  rude  or  dis- 
orderly manner,  or  use  any  indecent,  profane,  or  insulting 
language  in  any  public  place  in  the  town  or  near  any  dwelling 
house  or  other  building  therein,  or  be  and  remain  upon  any  side- 
walk, doorstep,  or  other  projection  from  any  house  or  building, 
so  as  to  annoy  or  disturb  any  person  or  obstruct  any  passage  to 
the  same.  Xo  person  shall  throw  any  stones,  snowballs,  base 
balls,  or  other  missiles,  or  coast  or  course  upon  any  sled,  or  play 
at  base  ball  or  foot  ball  in  any  public  way,  or  obstruct  in  any  man- 
ner the  travel  upon  said  way,  nor  make  any  alarming  noise  or 
outcries  to  the  disturbance  of  persons  in  the  town. 

Section  8 

PENALTIES 

1.    Every  violation  of  the  foregoing  by-laws,  not  otherwise 
provided  for,  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
two  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Section  9 

1.    All  by-laws  existing  prior  to  the  adoption  of  these  by-laws 
are  hereby  repealed. 

These  by-laws  will  become  effective  immediately  on  approval 
of  the  Court,  and  will  supersede  all  previous  by-laws.

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Wayland  in  said  County 
Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are 
required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Way- 
land,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
on  Tuesday,  June  1  next,  at  7.45  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  then 
and  there  to  act  on  the  following  Articles,  viz. : — 

Article  1.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed 
at  the  last  town  meeting  to  procure  plans  and  estimates  for  a 
new  schoolhouse  in  Cochituate  Village  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
examine  into  the  necessity  of  better  protection  for  the  records 
and  papers  of  the  town  and  report  with  recommendations,  and 
act  thereon. 

Art.  3.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
examine  and  report  upon  the  best  method  of  supplying  water  to 
the  center  and  north  parts  of  the  town,  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
to  build  the  road  from  the  Wayland  and  Cochituate  Road  to  the 
Framingham  Road,  as  ordered  by  the  County  Commissioners. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  an  additional 
sum  of  money  for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department. 


Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  warrant,  a  town  meeting  was  held 
on  June  1,  1909,  and  the  following  business  was  done : 

Under  Art.  1.  Dr.  Ide  read  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the 
committee,  Mr.  Mahony  reported  in  writing  for  a  majority  of 
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said  committee,  asking  for  further  time  to  prepare  final  report. 
No  action  was  had  on  report.  After  discussion,  it  was  voted  that 
the  committee  be  discharged. 

Under  Art.  2.  The  committee  reported  verbally  that  there 
was  need  of  better  facilities  for  the  protection  of  the  records.  The 
report  was  accepted  and  adopted  and  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  was  ordered  appropriated  and  assessed  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  the  recommendation  of  the  committee. 

No  action  was  had  on  the  remaining  Articles  in  the  Warrant.

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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  financial  position  of  the  town 
was  unsatisfactory.  The  borrowings  in  anticipation  of  taxes 
exceeded  taxes  collectible,  and  cash  applicable  thereto  by  several 
thousand  dollars.  The  present  improved  condition  is  due  to  better 
collection  of  taxes  and  the  avoidance  of  a  contingent  fund  over- 
draft by  the  appropriation  and  assessment  for  the  first  time  in 
several  years  of  a  sufficient  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  meet  ex- 
penses. For  the  latter,  credit  is  due  the  Finance  Committee  of 
last  year  and  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  and  Selectmen  early  in  the  year  decided  to  revise 
the  accounting  system  to  accord  with  modern  methods.  The  assist- 
ance of  a  leading  expert  was  secured  and  a  system  installed  along 
the  lines  recommended  by  the  State  Bureau  of  Statistics.  Since 
then  general  attention  has  been  called  to  the  importance  of  this 
matter  by  the  unfortunate  experience  of  several  towns,  and  bills 
are  now  before  the  Legislature  to  systematize  town  accounting 
on  the  same  plan  that  is  now  in  use  here  and  in  a  few  other  towns. 
We  believe  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  town  will  be  found  more 
clearly  set  forth  under  the  new  system. 

Some  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  collection  of  back 
taxes,  but  they  are  still  far  from  satisfactory.  We  have  consid- 
ered it  a  mistake  to  carry  on  the  town's  books  as  assets  taxes 
which  can  never  be  collected,  and  have  urged  the  assessors  to  go 
over  the  old  lists  carefully  to  see  if  there  were  any  that  should 
properly  be  abated.  We  had  hoped  this  work  would  be  com- 
pleted long  ago,  and  that  by  insistence  on  collection  of  all  accounts 
which  the  assessors  decided  were  properly  collectible,  the  old 
accounts  could  be  cleaned  up  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Pro- 
gress has  been  disappointingly  slow.  The  State  Commissioner 
of  Taxes  has  taken  this  matter  up  and  it  is  likely  soon  to  come  to 
a  head.  In  weeding  out  the  older  accounts  so  many  abatements 
have  been  made,  that  to  publish  all  under  the  vote  of  the  last 
annual  meeting  would  involve  an  amount  of  expense  not  then 
contemplated.  We  therefore  think  it  best  to  await  further  in- 
structions. 

The  suit  of  the  town  against  the  estate  of  H.  F.  Lee  has  been 
settled  by  the  payment  by  the  estate  of  $200  in  cash,  and  the 
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deeding  to  the  town  of  a  piece  of  land  taken  by  Mr.  Lee,  under 
foreclosure  of  a  mortgage  held  as  security  for  an  unpaid  tax. 

Under  a  recent  act  of  the  Legislature  the  State  Treaurer  has  sur- 
rendered bonds  of  the  town  amounting  to  $16,000  in  exchange 
for  the  town's  certificate  of  indebtedness  for  the  same  amount  and 
time  and  at  the  same  rate  of  interest.  The  bonds  Nos.  7  and 
28  to  42  have  been  cancelled. 

The  balance  of  the  Donation  Fund  ($300)  has  been  deposited 
in  the  Franklin  Savings  Bank.  The  Allen  Fund  has  been  invested 
in  a  general  mortgage  four  per  cent  bond  of  the  Chicago,  Burling- 
ton &  Quincy  Railroad.  The  Ella  Draper  Fund  ($500)  has  been 
paid  over  to  the  Library  Trustees. 

Steel  fittings  have  been  placed  in  the  vault  in  the  town  hall. 
This  is,  in  a  way,  a  makeshift,  and  it  seems  to  be  advisable  to 
construct  a  cement  vault  of  ample  size  and  absolutely  fireproof 
for  the  safety  of  the  town's  records,  the  destruction  of  w^hich  would 
be  an  irreparable  loss.  The  steel  fittings  just  purchased  could 
be  used  as  a  part  of  the  equipment  of  a  new  vault.

Also  one  on  Main  Street,  Wayland  Village,  supplied  by  the 
Weston  Company  free  of  charge,  to  make  up  foroutages,  making 
five  free  lights  furnished  by  them  for  this  purpose. 

Additional  lights  have  been  requested  on  the  Tower  Hill  Road, 
from  the  Plain  to  the  State  Road.  We  recommend  that  these 
be  installed  during  the  coming  year.  The  Edison  Company,  if 
contracts  are  made  for  more  than  one  year,  gives  a  discount  of 
one  per  cent  per  year  for  each  year  up  to  ten.  While  at  first 
glance  it  may  seem  unwise  to  tie  up  for  so  long  a  term,  clauses  in 
the  contract  give  us  the  benefit  of  any  reduction  in  rates  given  to 
any  other  municipality,  and  also  of  three  fourths  of  any  decrease 
in  cost  of  production  of  the  current.  We  recommend  that  the 
town  make  a  ten-year  contract,  thus  saving  ten  per  cent  of  the  cost 
of  the  Edison  service. 

The  Middlesex  &  Boston  Street  Railway  Co.  have  petitioned 
for  a  right  to  carry  express  and  freight  matter.    At  a  hearing 
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considerable  opposition  was  expressed  to  giving  further  privileges 
to  the  road  until  the  service  and  rates  of  fare  be  made  more  satis- 
factory. We  have  had  several  conferences  with  the  representa- 
tives of  the  company,  who  maintain  that  this  branch  is  not 
profitable  and  that  they  cannot  at  this  time  afford  to  make  the 
desired  changes.    Negotiations  are  still  pending. 

An  interview  with  President  Tuttle  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  R.R. 
resulted  in  some  improvement  in  the  Sunday  train  service,  al- 
though we  failed  to  get  a  restoration  of  the  trains  taken  off  from 
the  week  day  sendee  two  years  ago.  This  we  believe  may  yet  be 
done  by  persistent  action. 

The  condition  of  Main  Street,  particularly  from  the  B.  &  M. 
tracks  to  Five  Paths,  is  very  bad;  there  is  also  a  dangerous 
stretch  on  the  causeway  just  before  reaching  the  Sudbury  line, 
where  the  road  is  narrow  and  unfenced.  The  meeting  of  a  timid 
horse  and  an  automobile  at  this  place  is  likely  at  any  time  to  re- 
sult in  a  serious  accident.  There  is  a  provision  by  which  the  State 
Highway  Commission  may  contribute  one  half  of  the  expense 
of  road  improvement  in  small  towns,  and  we  have  interviewed 
the  Commission  and  have  taken  their  engineer  over  the  roads.  He 
estimates  that  these  two  stretches  can  be  put  in  good  condition 
under  his  supervision  for  about  $6,000.  In  order  to  get  the  aid 
of  the  Commission  it  is  necessary  for  the  town  to  vote  an  appropria- 
tion of  one  half  the  cost,  or  $3,000.  We  recommend  that  this  be 
done,  that  $1,000  be  assessed  this  year,  and  that  the  Treasurer 
be  authorized  to  issue  when  needed  for  this  work  two  notes  of 
$1,000  each,  one  for  one  year  from  date  of  issue,  and  one  for  two 
years  therefrom. 

One  of  the  first  acts  of  the  board  was  to  visit  those  who  were 
known  to  be  selling  liquor  illegally,  and  give  them  a  fair  warning 
that  we  felt  it  our  duty  to  enforce  the  law.  In  spite  of  this  warning 
violations  of  the  law  continued.  Although  satisfied  in  our  own 
minds  of  the  facts,  we  waited  long  enough  to  secure  absolute  legal 
evidence  in  each  case  before  prosecuting,  and  no  case  was  prose- 
cuted that  did  not  result  in  a  conviction.  It  has  been  a  disa- 
greeable work,  and  has  led  to  some  misconstruction  of  the  board's 
motives.  This,  however,  does  not  alter  the  fact  that  as  long  as 
we  are  to  be  governed  by  law  and  by  the  will  of  the  majority,  it 
is  the  sworn  duty  of  the  officers,  regardless  of  their  personal  views 
on  the  question,  to  prosecute  those  who  openly  defy  the  law  and 
the  clearly  expressed  will  of  the  majority.  In  pursuance  of  this 
duty,  as  the  usual  appropriation  for  the  suppression  of  the  illegal 
sale  of  liquor  was  omitted  last  year,  we  have  been  obliged  to  over- 
draw the  Incidental  Account  by  $274.56.  Fines  nearly  equal  to 
this  amount  will  accrue  to  the  Contingent  Account. 
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With  the  large  number  of  campers  and  strangers  now  frequent- 
ing the  town,  and  in  view  of  frequent  disturbances  in  the  evening, 
it  appears  that  we  have  reached  a  point  where  it  is  advisable  to 
have  an  officer  on  duty  every  evening,  and  on  Sundays  and  holi- 
days, both  in  Cochituate  and  in  the  central  part  of  the  town.  A 
year  ago  it  was  thought  that  less  police  protection  was  needed 
rather  than  more ;  we  are  now  convinced  that  this  was  a  mistake 
and  recommend  an  appropriation  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000) 
for  police  service.  An  appropriation  is  needed  for  repairs  to  the 
lockup  and  engine  house  at  Cochituate,  which  are  in  bad  con- 
dition. 

The  town  in  the  past  has  not  complied  with  the  State  law,  pro- 
viding that  work  done  by  the  local  Gypsy  and  Brown-tail  Moth 
Department  on  private  property  shall  be  assessed  against  the 
owners  up  to  one  half  of  one  percent  of  the  valuation.  The  State 
Forester  has  notified  us  that  this  must  be  done  if  we  are  to  receive 
further  aid  from  the  State  appropriation,  and  it  will  therefore  be 
necessary  to  assess  the  charges  for  the  work  done  during  the  past 
year. 

With  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  the  board  visited  the  home 
in  Worcester  where  those  supported  by  the  town  have  been  boarded 
since  the  closing  of  the  town  farm.  The  home  is  noteworthy  for 
cleanliness,  comfort,  and  care  of  the  inmates,  who,  without  excep- 
tion, expressed  the  greatest  satisfaction  with  the  change  from  the 
old  conditions.  They  are  better  taken  care  of  at  less  expense, 
and  no  one  could  fail  to  be  convinced  by  a  visit  to  the  home  that 
the  Overseers  have  made  an  excellent  move  for  all  concerned. 

The  thanks  of  the  town  are  due  to  the  Wayside  Inn  Chapter 
of  the  D.A.R.  for  their  gift  of  two  pleasing  signs  to  markjthe  Old 
Connecticut  Path  over  Reeves's  Hill. 

The  boundary  between  Weston  and  Wayland  has  been  peram- 
bulated and  the  marks  found  in  order. 

In  the  work  of  the  year  the  board  has  tried  to  do  its  duty  to 
the  whole  town  without  fear  or  favor,  and  to  handle  the  town's 
business  in  a  businesslike  way.  This  has  meant  for  some  of  the 
departments  more  time  and  work  than  has  been  customary,  and 
we  are  glad  to  express  our  hearty  appreciation  of  the  help  and  co- 
operation that  we  have  received.

Wayland,  February  26,  1910. 

Town  of  Wayland, 
Citizens  : 

The  Board  of  Health  wish  to  submit  the  following 

report : 

In  the  past  year  the  Town  of  Wayland  mingles  with  those 
at  the  top  of  the  list  in  regard  to  contagious  diseases.  Since 
April  1,  1909,  there  have  been  only  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  and 
two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  that  have  been  reported.  The  cases  of 
measles  will  not  exceed  twenty. 

During  the  ensuing  year,  the  board  wish  to  call  the  attention 
to  the  citizens  of  the  danger  of  expectorating  on  sidewalks  and  in 
public  buildings,  also  leaving  cans,  pails,  etc.,  containing  water 
around  to  breed  the  mosquito. 

You  will  notice  in  the  stagnant  water,  small  squirming  snake- 
like bodies  darting  around.    These  become  mosquitoes. 

The  citizens  are  asked  to  co-operate  with  us  cordially  in  these 
small  trifles.

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REPORT  OF  CATTLE  INSPECTOR 


Wayland,  Mass.,  Feb.  26,  1910. 

Gentlemen :  The  following  is  the  report  of  cattle  inspection 
for  the  past  year. 

Previous  to  the  general  inspection  eight  head  of  milch  cows 
have  been  quarantined  and  killed.  All  were  affected  with  tuber- 
culosis. 

At  the  general  inspection  five  head  of  milch  cows  were  killed. 

Three  carloads  have  been  attended  to,  being  property  of  out 
of  town  farmers  and  dealers. 

General  examinations  on  complaint  have  been  made,  but 
showed  not  sufficient  evidence  to  quarantine. 

No  cases  of  rabies  have  been  observed,  but  several  examina- 
tions have  been  made  on  suspicious  subjects  with  no  develop- 
ments. 

At  the  present  there  are  about  eight  hundred  head  milch  cows 
in  the  Town  of  Wayland,  with  addition  of  several  bulls,  which 
will  be  found  in  large  herds  and  young  stock.

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  FEBRUARY  28,  1910 


Waylaxd,  Mass.,  March  1,  1910. 

The  Overseers  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  improved  conditions 
connected  with  their  department  substantiate  their  claims  of 
previous  financial  extravagance  in  the  past,  and  which  we  now 
feel  fullv  convinced  has  been  remedied. 

By  the  sale  of  the  Town  Farm  for  the  sum  of  ($2,750)  two 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  we  feel  a  move  in  the 
right  direction  was  made,  as  by  comparison  of  the  cost  of  keeping 
the  poor  at  the  present  time  and  the  cost  of  keeping  them  at  the 
Town  Farm  will  readily  show.  We  believe  fully  that  the  sale  of 
the  Town  Farm  property  will  meet  with  the  commendation  of  all, 
if  not  now,  in  later  times,  as  the  money  received  therefrom  has 
been  accruing  interest  and  will  continue  to  do  so,  resulting  in  a 
revenue  to  the  town  annually,  instead  of  a  burden,  as  in  the  past. 

As  the  past  year  has  been  the  first  for  boarding  our  poor  out- 
side of  the  limits  of  the  town,  we  are  pleased  to  offer  herein  a 
statement  showing  the  difference  in  cost  resulting  from  their 
support  under  the  present  arrangement  as  compared  with  that 
of  the  past,  the  former  showing  a  considerable  financial  gain,  as 
well  as  improved  surroundings  and  quarters  for  keeping  these  de- 
pendents. 

The  average  cost  of  keeping  the  poor  at  the  Town  Farm  Home 
weekly  during  the  year  ending  1908,  which  was  the  last  full  year 
under  the  old  arrangement,  was  approximately  about  ($6)  six 
dollars  each.  The  cost  of  maintaining  them  at  the  Worcester 
Home,  with  all  its  modern  improvements  and  homelike  condi- 
tions caused  an  expense  of  a  little  less  than  ($3)  three  dollars 
each. 

We  would  also  state  that  the  condition  of  the  outside  poor  is 
considerably  improved,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  they  are  becom- 
ing more  self  supporting  and  less  liable  to  practice  extravagance. 

The  Overseers,  during  the  year,  had  occasion  to  find  some  few 
who,  in  our  opinion,  were  deserving  of  charity,  and  who  did  not 
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hold  settlement  in  the  town.  Having  no  funds  available  to  cover 
such  cases,  it  was  necessary  to  seek  subscription  in  order  to  render 
the  necessary  assistance,  and  we  wish  at  this  time  to  express  our 
sincere  thanks  to  our  benefactors  in  these  times  of  need,  for  the 
kindly  manner  in  which  they  furnished  substantial  aid  to  help 
us  as  above  stated. 

In  taking  an  inventory  after  the  sale  of  the  Town  Home  property 
we  found  the  following  possessions  there:  one  wagon,  one  set  of 
single  harness,  one  pair  of  scales  (in  fair  condition).  The  house 
furnishings,  which  were  very  few,  were  practically  worthless,  the 
entire  holdings  as  mentioned  above  being  sold  to  Mr.  George  E» 
Bezanson,  formerly  warden  of  the  Home,  for  the  sum  of  ($79) 
seventy-nine  dollars,  which  we  considered  a  very  fair  money 
proposition.  As  he  held  a  bill  against  the  town  amounting  to 
($28)  twenty-eight  dollars,  in  payment  of  board  for  Mr.  John 
Boyle,  also  ($9)  nine  dollars  for  board  of  one  horse  and  ($5) 
for  wood  furnished  the  town,  in  settlement  of  his  purchase  from 
us,  we  allowed  the  amount  of  his  bill  to  be  deducted  therefrom, 
which  leaves  a  balance  of  ($37)  thirty-seven  dollars  as  due  the 
Town.  As  Mr.  Ricker  was  unfortunately  indisposed  through 
illness,  no  settlement  as  yet  has  been  made  in  this  matter. 

In  closing  we  would  respectfully  ask  that  the  sum  of  ($1,000) 
one  thousand  dollars  be  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  poor 
for  the  ensuing  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEERS 
WAYLAND  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  engineers  of  the  Fire  Department  submit  the  following 
report  for  your  consideration.  When  we  met  May  1st,  we  found 
the  village  of  Coehituate  was  without  any  fire  companies.  We 
immediately  organized  with  a  full  complement  of  efficient  men. 

We  found,  after  the  former  firemen  were  paid  the  sum  of  $334.92, 
that  bills  were  already  contracted  and  approved,  leaving  us  only 
the  sum  of  $262  .27  for  the  year. 

We  have  five  hundred  feet  of  hose  practically  useless,  four  hun- 
dred feet  of  which  has  been  tested  by  the  O'Callahan  Co.,  and 
condemned.  The  poles  of  the  fire  alarm  system  between  David 
and  Sidney  Loker's  are  decayed  and  unsafe. 

The  equipment  of  the  Hook  and  Ladder  truck  is  worn  out,  and 
in  an  unserviceable  condition.  The  heating  apparatus  at  the 
Engine  House  is  worn  out  and  beyond  repair.  The  following 
vote  of  the  fire  company  at  Wayland  Center  passed  at  a  meeting 
held  May  4,  1909,  has  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Engineers. 
"  Voted  that  the  name  of  the  company  be  changed  from  the  E.  W. 
Marston  Combination  Truck  Company  No.  1,  to  read,  Wayland 
Combination  Truck  Company  No.  1."

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RERORT  OF  FOREST  WARDEN 


At  the  last  regular  town  meeting,  it  was  voted  to  adopt  the 
forest  fire  laws.  Having  been  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  and 
approved  by  the  State  Forester,  May  1,  I  assumed  the  duties  of 
Forest  Warden  and  posted  notices  on  forest  fire  laws. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Lovell  was  chosen  deputy  for  Wayland  center,  Mr. 
Geo.  Richardson  and  Mr.  David  Fiske  were  also  chosen  deputies 
for  their  localities.  There  were  fifteen  permits  granted  to  build 
fires  in  Cochituate,  and  two  in  the  Center.  There  were  two  com- 
plaints of  people  building  fires  on  land  belonging  to  others.  There 
were  but  two  fires  in  Cochituate  with  slight  damage,  and  two 
in  the  Center.  It  appears  that  the  people  of  Wayland  are  doing 
their  share  in  care  and  watchfulness,  to  preserve  the  forest  lands 
of  the  State.  The  town  needs  further  equipment  to  fight  forest 
fires  in  the  line  of  cans  or  barrels  of  water,  ready  to  take  into 
the  woods.  In  loading  chemical  tanks,  much  delay  is  sometimes 
caused  waiting  for  water  to  be  brought  to  the  fire  fighters.  Con- 
sidering the  very  dry  season  last  year,  it  is  remarkable  we  had  so 
few  fires.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  WATER 
SUPPLY  FOR  CENTER  AND 
NORTH  PART  OF  TOWN 


As  the  report  prepared  for  presentation  at  the  last  Town 
Meeting  was  not  then  taken  up,  we  now  submit  an  abstract 
thereof,  giving  briefly  its  essential  features. 

In  the  section  adjacent  to  the  State  Road  from  the  Weston 
line  to  the  Bridle  Point  railroad  crossing;  the  main  street  from 
Five  Paths  to  Baldwin's  Bridge;  Concord  Road  as  far  as  Mr. 
A.  F.  Parmenter's;  Bow  Road;  Millbrook  Road  and  Glen  Road, 
there  are  about  one  hundred  possible  users  of  Town  water.  To 
build  a  reservoir  and  pipe  this  section  would  cost  probably  about 
forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000),  on  which  interest  and  mainte- 
nance would  cost  about  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  a  year, 
without  providing  for  sinking  fund.  If  all  possible  takers  should 
use  the  water  at  an  average  rate  of  twenty  dollars,  the  receipts 
would  about  equal  the  expense  estimated  above.  As  many  now 
have  satisfactory  private  systems,  it  is  doubtful  if  there  would 
be  more  than  fifty  subscribers  for  the  first  few  years,  in  which 
case  the  average  cost  would  have  to  be  forty  dollars  to  equal  the 
expenses. 

These  figures,  while  rough,  convince  us  that  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  a  pumping  station  would  raise  the  expense 
to  a  prohibitive  figure.  Your  committee  have  therefore  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  a  gravity  system  is  the  only  one  that  could 
be  considered  at  present. 

To  connect  with  the  Metropolitan  aqueduct  involves  the  pay- 
ment of  a  number  of  thousand  dollars  as  an  initial  fee,  and  an 
annually  assessed  proportion  of  the  interest,  sinking  fund,  and 
maintenance  of  the  system.  We  are  satisfied  that  this  would  be  as 
expensive  as  a  system  under  our  own  control,  and  less  satisfactory. 
To  connect  with  the  Cochituate  system  would  probably  cost  about 
as  much  as  the  construction  of  a  separate  reservoir. 

In  our  opinion  the  matter  is  narrowed  down  to  two  questions 
at  this  time. 

First.    Is  there  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  of  satisfactory 
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quality  to  be  had  at  some  point  on  Reeves's  Hill  ?  This  can  only 
be  determined  by  an  expert,  but  we  believe  it  probable  enough 
to  warrant  employing  one. 

Second.  In  view  of  the  doubt  whether  the  income  for  some 
years  would  cover  the  current  expense,  without  even  providing 
for  sinking  fund,  is  it  wise  to  spend  forty  thousand  dollars,  more 
or  less,  for  water  supply  at  this  time? 

If  the  Town  desires  to  go  further  in  the  matter,  we  would 
recommend  that  the  committee  be  empowered  to  employ  expert 
advice  to  ascertain  the  quality  and  quantity  of  water  available 
at  the  location  referred  to,  and  to  get  an  expert  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  construction  of  a  reservoir  and  a  pipe  line.  t 
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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY

Agreeable  to  the  provisions  in  Article  25  of  Chapter  78,  Revised 
Laws,  accepted  by  the  Town,  the  Commissioners  beg  to  report 
that  they  have  judiciously  expended  the  money  appropriated 
for  the  care  of  the  three  cemeteries,  also  the  income  from  the 
funds  held  by  the  town  for  care  of  individual  lots. 

The  general  condition  of  the  cemeteries  is  as  satisfactory  as  can 
be  obtained  from  the  limited  appropriation  of  but  two  hundred 
dollars.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LOCAL  SUPERIN- 
TENDENT OF  THE  GYPSY  AND 
BROWN-TAIL  MOTH  WORK 


In  submitting  my  report  on  the  Gypsy  and  Brown-tail  Moth 
for  the  year  1909,  the  same  general  infestation  exists  in  the  or- 
chards that  are  bad;  the  trees  are  full  of  cavities  and  should  be 
cemented  or  tinned,  as  they  would  lay  their  eggs  on  the  outside, 
where  they  could  be  seen  and  treated.  There  is  an  increase  of 
gypsy  nests,  owing  to  the  state  stopping  the  work  at  a  time 
the  moths,  part  of  them,  were  in  the  pupa  state,  and  many  of  the 
caterpillars  had  not  pupated.  The  stopping  of  the  work  was 
general  through  the  state. 

The  brown-tails,  there  is  an  increase  in  some  places,  and  in  others 
not  as  bad  as  last  vear.

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  my  report  covering  the  work  done,  and 
now  in  process  toward  the  extermination  of  the  Gypsy  and  Brown - 
tail  Moth,  since  my  appointment  as  Local  Superintendent  in  this 
district,  dating  from  December  22,  1909. 

The  extent  of  the  tremendous  existence  of  these  pests,  I  think, 
is  fully  understood  and  realized,  and  in  order  to  do  consistent 
and  effective  work,  I  would  suggest  strongly,  that  the  owners  of 
woodlands  and  orchards  in  the  town  should  co-operate  frequently 
with  those  having  the  work  under  direction,  that  all  concerned 
may  be  kept  in  close  touch  with  affairs  pertaining  to  the  work. 

It  may  interest  all  to  know  that  the  existence  of  the  Brown- 
tail  Moth  has  greatly  increased  within  the  past  year,  and  it  will 
require  earnest  effort  and  endeavor  for  a  time  to  keep  this  specie  in 
submission. 

The  work  during  the  months  of  January  and  February  of  the 
present  year  has  been  seriously  impeded,  owing  to  the  extremely 
cold  weather  and  heavy  snows,  making  effective  work  impossible 
and  the  work  of  climbers  extremely  dangerous. 

I  do  not  hestitate  to  say  that  from  now  on  the  work  can  be 
better  regulated  and  followed,  inasmuch  as  the  weather  conditions 
are  certain  to  improve,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  all  concerned 
I  firmly  believe  satisfactory  results  will  be  forthcoming.

AUDITOR'S  REPORT 


Wayland,  March  7,  1910. 

The  accounts  of  the  financial  officers  have  been  examined  and 
found  correct. 

The  returns  to  the  State  Bureau  of  Statistics,  required  by  law, 
were  duly  compiled  and  forwarded. 

Believing  it  not  out  of  place  in  his  report,  the  Auditor  wishes 
to  cbmmend  the  good  work  of  the  financial  officers  and  to  con- 
gratulate the  citizens  on  the  excellent  showing  made  at  the  close 
of  the  municipal  vear.

To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Wayland : 

At  the  request  of  your  Board  of  Selectmen  and  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  Treasurer,  the  undersigned  have  made  a  thorough 
analysis  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Wayland  for  the  two  years 
just  ended.  Entering  upon  the  work  in  June  of  last  year,  a  pre- 
liminary rearrangement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  for 
the  year  ending  February  28,  1909,  was  first  undertaken,  and  a 
tentative  balance  sheet  was  drawn  up  to  show  the  condition  of 
the  town  on  that  date. 

During  the  month  of  July  a  new  ledger  was  designed  on  the 
lines  of  the  "Uniform"  schedules  as  recommended  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Bureau  of  Statistics,  and  entries  were  made  therein  as 
of  March  1,  1909,  setting  forth  the  assets  and  liabilities  as  far  as 
they  could  be  determined  at  that  time. 

Additional  entries  were  made  consolidating  the  transactions 
in  the  old  ledger  up  to  the  time  of  transfer,  and  a  balance  of  July 
31  was  established  in  agreement  with  the  cash  book. 

Since  that  time  the  treasurer  has  been  keeping  the  ledger  as 
nearly  upon  the  "Uniform"  lines  as  the  old  by-laws  will  permit, 
and  such  modifications  have  been  made  in  the  original  balance 
sheet  as  additional  information  has  rendered  necessary. 

In  order  to  make  the  work  as  thorough  as  possible,  the  various 
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town  departments  should  be  required  to  keep  simple  and  ade- 
quate accounts  in  conformity  with  the  treasurer's  schedules,  and 
thus  interlock  with  him  and  at  the  same  time  enable  the  depart- 
ments to  keep  supervisory  control  of  their  appropriations. 

We  also  made  an  investigation  into  earlier  years  to  determine 
the  cause  of  the  gradual  increase  in  the  excess  of  the  temporary 
loan  balance  over  the  taxes  uncollected.  We  have  reported  upon 
this  with  schedules,  covering  the  years  ending  February  28,  1905, 
1906,  1907,  1908,  wmich  report  we  will  not  repeat  here,  deeming 
it  sufficient  to  state  that  the  financial  methods  have  been  so  im- 
proved during  the  past  year  that  the  trouble  has  been  [remedied, 
and  with  the  new  methods  of  accounting  can  probably  be  pre- 
vented from  recurring.  Enough  cash  is  available  at  this  time  to 
pay  off  this  excess  of  the  temporary  loans,  etc. 

We  wish  to  state  that  the  Treasurer  has  co-operated  with  us 
in  every  way  possible,  and  has  put  in  a  great  deal  of  time  familiar- 
izing himself  with  the  new  methods  during  the  year,  evidently 
appreciating  the  advantage  of  having  a  better  method  of  ac- 
counting. 

We  submit  herewith  comparative  tables  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  the  two  years  ending  February  28,  1909  and 
1910,  arranged  on  the  "Uniform"  schedules  of  the  Massachusetts 
Bureau  of  Statistics,  and  a  set  of  comparative  balance  sheets 
showing  the  current  assets  and  liabilities,  the  Trust  Funds  and 
their  investments,  the  Bond  and  Debt  accounts  with  the  excess 
of  assets  or  liabilities  in  each  case,  and  a  statement  of  the  net 
debt.  The  great  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  town 
during  the  past  year  is  readily  seen  from  these  comparative  tables.

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 


An  amendment  to  the  by-laws  of  the  Library  was  adopted  by 
the  Trustees  early  in  the  year  by  which  the  hours  of  opening  the 
main  library  were  made  from  2  to  9  o'clock  P.M.  on  Wednesdays, 
and  from  3  to  9  o'clock  P.  M.  on  Saturdays,  the  earlier  opening 
hour  on  Wednesdays  being  to  accommodate  the  school  children. 

The  library  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Draper,  of  Brookline,  con- 
sisting of  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  volumes,  bequeathed  by 
him  to  the  Way  land  Library  has  been  received,  and  the  thanks 
of  the  Trustees  for  this  valuable  gift  conveyed  to  the  executors 
of  his  estate. 

At  the  Cochituate  Branch,  the  books  on  the  shelves,  the  use  of 
which  has  hitherto  been  restricted  to  the  reading  room,  have  been 
placed  in  circulation,  and  may  be  taken  out  on  cards  as  in  the 
main  library.  This  collection  has  been  increased  during  the  year, 
and  it  is  intended  that  the  increase  be  continued  as  fast  as  funds 
applicable  to  the  purpose  are  available.  To  further  increase  the 
availability  of  the  library  privileges  in  Cochituate,  the  Trustees 
have  caused  two  hundred  books  of  the  main  library,  one  half  of 
which  are  fiction,  to  be  placed  in  the  branch  for  circulation.  This 
lot  of  two  hundred  books  is  to  be  returned  to  the  main  library  at 
the  end  of  two  months  and  a  new  lot  of  the  same  number  sub- 
stituted, this  rotation  to  be  continued  indefinitely. 

As  the  Cochituate  reading  room  is  open  every  evening  during 
the  winter,  the  facilities  for  use  of  the  Library  are  thus  much  in- 
creased, the  appreciation  of  which  is  plainly  evinced  by  the  in- 
creased circulation,  as  shown  by  the  Librarian's  annual  report 
to  the  Trustees;  herewith  submitted.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  annual  appropriation  of  the  Town  of  Wayland  for  its 
public  schools  has  been  used  by  the  School  Committee  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Town's  school  buildings,  for  the  purchase  of 
school  supplies,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  admin- 
istrative force. 

In  the  maintenance  of  the  school  buildings,  we  have  repaired 
the  boiler  in  the  Cochituate  Schoolhouse  under  the  order  of  the 
State  Police.  We  have  repaired  the  sanitaries  in  the  Wayland 
school  building. 

With  a  special  appropriation  we  have  fitted  in  thorough  manner 
a  much  needed  new  classroom  for  the  use  of  the  High  School, 
and  we  have  prepared  the  vacant  space  in  the  third  story  of  the 
Wayland  building  for  the  manual  training  work  which  was 
formerly  done  in  the  present  new  class  room. 

The  town  is  indebted  to  Mr.  Francis  Shaw,  who  has  paid  for  the 
changes  in  the  heating  apparatus  required  in  the  new  classroom. 

Mr.  Shaw  has  also  paid  for  a  large,  new,  hot  water  heater,  for 
radiators  in  corridors  and  manual  training  room,  and  for  a  general 
rearrangement  of  the  piping  system. 

The  purchase  of  the  school  supplies  has  been  conducted  with 
economy.  The  problem  of  the  manual  training  department  has 
increased  the  difficulties  of  this  part  of  our  work.  We  have  fre- 
quent requests  from  citizens  of  the  town  that  the  manual  train- 
ing department  have  its  work  extended.  If  this  be  deemed  ad- 
visable, an  increased  appropriation  by  the  town  is  absolutely 
necessary,  the  present  appropriation  merely  covers  the  salary  of 
our  manual  training  teacher,  and  the  supplies  for  this  branch  of 
our  school  work  make  great  inroads  into  the  regular  supply  fund. 

This  condition  should  be  understood  and  considered. 

The  most  important  use  of  the  town  appropriation  is  the  pay- 
ment of  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  through  whose  efforts  our 
schools  are  efficient  or  inefficient,  our  school  system  successful  or 
unsuccessful,  and  our  children  educated  or  uneducated  citizens. 

The  salaries  of  our  school  superintendent  and  all  our  teachers 
are  most  important  expenditure  and  bring  the  greatest  return. 

If  the  appropriation  for  schools  could  be  increased  we  recom- 
mend urgently  a  gradual  increase  in  the  salaries  of  our  hard-work- 
ing and  deserving  school  corps. 
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The  administrative  proper  of  the  school  work  has  been  done 
through  officials  trained  and  experienced  in  that  work. 

Our  superintendent  has  kept  the  school  committee  in  close 
touch  with  the  work  of  each  school  and  each  teacher,  and  con- 
stantly in  sympathy  with  his  own  work  by  the  full  and  candid 
monthly  report  which  he  has  written  and  presented  at  the  request 
of  the  Committee.  It  is  fitting  that  we  express  our  appreciation 
of  the  attitude  and  work  of  our  superintendent  and  of  the  high 
grade  of  work  we  are  getting  from  most  of  our  teachers. 

The  parents  are  kept  aware  of  the  progress  of  their  children 
by  monthly  report  cards,  and  much  has  been  gained  in  the  work 
of  the  individual  children  by  the  sending  of  monthly  notices  in  all 
cases  of  delinquent  pupils. 

Midyear  promotions-have  taken  place  where  pupils  have  been 
fitted  to  do  the  work  of  a  more  advanced  grade. 

In  the  Wayland  Building  a  good  lunch  counter  has  been  car- 
ried on  throughout  the  year  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Vincent,  and  has 
added  to  the  comfort  and  health  of  pupils,  teachers,  and  occasional 
guests. 

The  Teachers'  Club  has  courteously  included  the  School  Com- 
mittee in  its  meetings  and  has  given  one  open  meeting  of  great 
profit  to  which  the  townspeople  were  bidden. 

The  School  Committee  is  gratified  that  it  may  truthfully  report 
to  the  people  of  the  town  a  year  of  progress  and  harmony  in  the 
school  work.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


Gentlemen  of  the  School  Committee : 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  second  annual  report,  the  twelfth  in 
the  series  of  superintendents'  reports  since  the  formation  of  the 
present  union  district. 

The  record  of  your  schools  for  the  year  is  not  one  of  innova- 
tions. The  law  of  change  is  ever  operative,  however,  and  schools 
do  not  remain  permanently  in  one  condition.  It  is  therefore  a 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that,  although  no  radical  changes 
have  been  made,  a  good  degree  of  progress  and  improvement  has 
been  maintained.  Being  principally  intensive  in  character,  and 
relating  to  the  raising  of  the  standard  of  work  along  lines  generally 
followed  in  the  schools,  the  gains  that  have  been  made  are  not  able 
to  be  so  impressive  in  effect  of  enumeration  as  when  new  depart- 
ments have  been  established,  new  schoolhouses  erected,  or  new 
organization  effected,  nor  are  they  so  readily  recognized  except 
by  those  who  cultivate  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  what  is 
being  done.  They  are,  nevertheless,  important  in  the  develop- 
ment of  your  schools. 

Teachers 

The  year  has  been  notable  for  the  small  number  of  changes  in 
the  teaching  corps.  Only  two  vacancies  have  occurred  since  the 
last  report,  and  these  have  been  filled  by  the  election  of  well- 
trained  and  experienced  teachers  who  are  maintaining  the  effi- 
ciency of  their  schools. 

There  are  many  elements  which  may  contribute  to  the  cause  of 
good  schools  in  a  community,  but  more  than  any  one  or  all  com- 
bined, the  quality  of  the  teaching  force  determines  the  character 
of  the  schools.  This  fact  is  evident  to  all.  Another  ought  to 
be  equally  evident,  viz.,  that  a  community,  can,  as  a  rule,  secure 
and  retain  the  kind  of  teachers  it  desires  by  paying  them  the  sal- 
aries their  sendees  are  able  to  command  elsewhere.  These  facts, 
though  trite,  have  a  more  definite  relation  to  the  school  affairs 
of  a  community  than  is  generally  considered.  If  the  teachers 
are  the  fundamental  factors  in  the  schools,  and  thier  average 
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quality  depends  upon  the  salaries  that  can  be  paid  them,  the  ap- 
propriation for  teachers'  salaries  indicates  quite  closely  the  kind 
of  schools  the  community  elects  it  can  afford.  If,  then,  the 
schools  compare  favorably  with  those  of  communities  paying 
similar  salaries  to  their  teachers,  there  can  be  no  just  basis  of 
complaint.  In  this  connection  some  one  tells  the  story  of  Mark 
Twain's  pilot  who  was  found  fault  with  for  landing  his  boat  on  a 
sand  bar  and  who  explained  that  he  was  doing  piloting  as  well  as 
possible  for  §40.  "All  over  this  land  we  expect  men  and  women 
to  pilot  the  youth  of  the  country  over  rapids,  through  narrows, 
and  past  sand  bars,  at  salaries  which  would  be  scorned  by  the 
demonstrator  of  a  new  kind  of  baking  powder.  We  expect  and 
—  what  is  remarkable  —  often  receive  $150  services  for  $40 
wages."  In  the  last  state  report  the  average  salary  of  female 
teachers  in  Massachusetts  is  given  as  $59.58  per  month.  The 
average  in  Wayland  at  that  time  was  $45.12.  An  increase  of 
20%  per  cent  in  local  salaries  has  been  granted  since  the  date  of 
the  report,  but  they  are  still  below  the  now  increased  average  of 
the  state. 

The  above  figures  are  not  given  as  an  argument  for  a  present 
increase.  They  are  given  merely  to  indicate  a  fact  which  in  some 
degree  conditions  the  efficiency  of  the  schools. 

In  communities  located  as  is  Wayland,  near  cities  and  larger 
towns,  ideals  of  what  schools  should  accomplish  are  high.  There 
is  inevitable  comparison  of  results  in  local  schools  with  those 
secured  under  better  conditions  of  equipment  and  expenditure. 
This  is  not  entirely  undesirable,  for  ambition  is  thereby  aroused 
and  efforts  put  forth  which  make  for  improved  results  in  the  home 
schools.  When,  however,  ideals  outrun  possibilities,  and  ex- 
pectation cannot  be  supported  by  appropriations,  intelligent,  fair- 
minded  criticism,  a  help  to  the  schools,  easily  degenerates  into 
faultfinding, —  something  decidedly  harmful. 

In  my  judgment,  the  teaching  corps,  as  a  whole,  is  giving  full 
value  in  service  for  expenditure  incurred.  In  several  instances 
it  would  be  impossible,  unless  by  rare  good  fortune,  to  replace 
present  teachers  at  the  same  salaries.  In  training,  skill,  ability 
to  secure  results,  and  in  earnestness  of  purpose,  the  present  teach- 
ing force,  compared  with  that  of  towns  where  similar  salaries 
prevail,  will  be  found  superior. 

Cochituate  School  Building 

A  new  building  at  Cochituate  is  still  a  matter  of  the  future. 

Is  is  useless  to  indulge  in  wearisome  repetition  of  the  defects 
of  the  present  building.  There  is  practical  unanimity  of  belief 
in  the  need  of  remedying  conditions,  and  this  belief  has  existed 
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for  several  years.  Disagreement  in  regard  to  plans  of  improve- 
ment and  method  of  procedure  continues  to  act  as  an  effectual 
barrier  to  all  accomplishment.  To  all  who  have  the  cause  of  the 
children  at  heart,  it  is  discouraging  to  consider  how  long  this 
condition  may  have  force.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  the 
time  is  near  at  hand  when  the  improved  financial  status  of  the 
town,  and  the  plain  desire  that  all  show  to  give  the  children  of 
Cochituate  better  schoolrooms,  will  lead  to  a  harmonizing  of 
efforts  toward  this  end. 

Membership  and  Attendance 

The  average  membership  of  your  schools  for  the  past  year  was 
345,  the  percentage  of  attendance,  94.4.  The  average  member- 
ship and  attendance  for  the  past  five  years, are  shown  below.

The  number  of  children  in  the  public  schools  seems  to  be  dimin- 
ishing.   Ten  years  ago  the  average  membership  was  429.9. 

Promotion  and  Retardation 

If  schools  were  so  organized  and  conducted  that  an  annual 
report  could  convey  not  only  the  cost  of  education  per  capita, 
but,  also,  the  results  in  as  specific  terms,  a  reliable  basis  of  esti- 
mating the  efficiency  of  a  system  would  be  had.  Unfortunately 
this  is  not  the  case.  The  results  of  a  teacher's  work  are  largely 
of  a  kind  not  susceptible  of  measurement  by  material  standards. 
Nevertheless,  certain  facts  relating  to  enrolment  and  promotion 
are  worthy  of  consideration. 

The  average  membership  of  the  grade  schools  last  year  was 
288.  Of  these  252  reached  the  required  standard  of  attainment 
in  June  and  were  promoted  to  a  higher  grade.  According  to 
the  plan  of  promotion  adopted  last  spring,  no  pupil  was  permitted 
to  go  forward  on  condition.  The  36  pupils  not  prepared  in  June 
were  therefore  compelled  to  begin  again  in  September  the  work 
of  the  previous  year.  Each  was  told  that  as  soon  as  he  proved 
himself  superior  to  the  grade  he  was  in,  he  should  have  a  chance 
to  try  the  work  of  the  next.    Thirteen  pupils  availed  themselves 
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of  the  opportunity  and  are  now  doing  the  work  of  grades  to  which 
their  promotions  were  due  in  June.  It  will  be  seen  that  12^% 
of  the  average  membership  of  your  schools  failed  to  do  their 
work  satisfactorily  in  the  allotted  time.  More  than  one  third 
this  number,  through  increased  effort,  and  by  means  of  extra 
help  from  the  teachers,  succeeded  in  making  up  their  work  and 
winning  their  promotions.  About  8  per  cent  of  the  average 
membership  of  the  schools  are  repeating  their  grades.  Accord- 
ing to  the  findings  of  the  Russell  Sage  Foundation,  which  is  inves- 
tigating the  efficiency  of  systems  in  the  interests  of  backward 
children,  sixteen  pupils  out  of  every  one  hundred  are  classed  as 
"repeaters." 

The  greater  number  of  children  who  fail  to  make  their  grades 
become  delinquent  through  causes  that  could  be  removed.  Among 
the  most  important  of  these  are  irregularity  of  attendance  and 
defects  in  physical  condition.  The  former  is  the  most  common 
cause  of  failure  in  our  schools.  It  is  significant  that  a  large  per 
cent  of  the  pupils,  whose  work  is,  or  has  been,  below  grade  during 
this  year,  have  frequent  unexcused  absences  recorded  against 
them.  By  an  unexcused  absence  is  meant  an  absence  not  legally 
excusable.  The  pupil's  sickness  or  physical  disability,  death  in 
the  family,  contagious  disease  or  quarantine,  are  the  only  con- 
ditions that  render  possible  an  excused  absence. 

Many  non-promotions  are  due  to  physical  defects  that  might 
have  been  remedied.  Parents  whose  children  are  not  doing  satis- 
factorily the  work  of  the  school  are  urged  to  heed  the  notifica- 
tions resulting  from  the  annual  eye  and  ear  tests,  and  to  have  an 
examination  by  the  school  physician.  An  important  part  of 
his  work  is  that  of  ascertaining  "whether  any  child  is  suffering 
from  any  disability  or  defect  tending  to  prevent  his  receiving  the 
full  benefit  of  his  school  work,  or  requiring  a  modification  of  his 
school  work  in  order  to  prevent  injury  to  the  child,  or  to  secure 
the  best  educational  results."  Medical  inspection  may  have  a 
very  definite  and  helpful  relation  to  the  work  of  the  pupils  in  our 
schools. 

Principal  Jenkins  has  been  investigating  the  causes  tending 
to  produce  retardation  among  the  pupils  in  the  Cochituate  build- 
ing. He  has  analyzed  the  report  of  the  school  physician  and  col- 
lated the  unexcused  absences.  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  that 
portion  of  his  report  which  deals  with  the  results. 

Unusual  effort  has  been  put  forth  this  year  to  keep  parents 
informed  of  the  progress  of  their  children.  The  customary  re- 
port cards  have  been  sent  home  each  month,  and  in  addition  the 
teachers  have  given  to  the  superintendent  the  names  of  each 
pupil  below  grade,  and  to  the  parent  of  each  child  a  card  has  been 
sent  like  the  following :

The  names  of  delinquent  pupils  in  each  month,  the  subjects  in 
which  they  were  below  grade,  and,  in  some  cases,  the  reasons  as- 
signed for  the  deficiency,  are  kept  on  file.  The  children  are  the 
subject  of  frequent  conference  of  teacher  with  superintendent, 
parent  with  teacher,  and  occasionally  of  parent  with  superin- 
tendent. One  feature  of  the  year's  work  thus  far  has  been  the 
definite  effort  exerted  to  minimize  the  possibilities  of  failure  to  be 
promoted.  Perfection  will  scarcely  be  attained,  but  at  least  non- 
promotions  will  be  accounted  for,  and  parents  will  have  had 
ample  opportunity  to  extend  that  co-operation  which  is  necessary 
in  securing  good  results. 

No  problem  connected  with  the  work  of  the  teacher  is  more 
important  than  the  question  of  what  shall  be  done  for  and  with 
the  children  who,  for  one  reason  and  another,  fail  to  do  the  average 
work  of  their  grades.  In  so  many  directions  does  this  problem 
have  a  vital  significance  that  it  sometimes  seems  incapable  of 
satisfactory  solution  under  ordinary  conditions.  It  faces  the 
school  system,  and  its  solution  has  a  bearing  on  the  course  of 
study  and  organization,  influences  its  standards  and  measures 
its  efficiency;  it  faces  the  teacher,  judges  her  as  a  teacher,  and 
gages  her  value;  it  faces  the  home,  appeals  to  parental  pride  and 
love,  touches  the  pocketbook,  and  arouses  friendly  co-operation 
with  the  school,  or  develops  hostility  and  indifference,  and  it 
faces  the  child,  keeping  alive  in  him  pride  and  ambition  in  achieve- 
ment, giving  him  to  the  utmost  of  his  capacity  the  value  of  each 
year's  work,  or  crushing  desire  to  excel,  and  sending  him  forth 
from  school  before  he  has  finished  his  course,  handicapped  by  an 
equipment  inadequate  to  his  needs  and  incommensurate  with 
his  capacities.  Says  President  Eliot:  "To  discriminate  between 
pupils  of  different  capacity,  to  select  the  competent  for  suitable 
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instruction,  and  to  advance  each  pupil  with  appropriate  rapidity, 
will  ultimately  become  the  most  important  function  of  the  public 
school  administrator." 

Medical  Inspection 

The  usual  eye  and  ear  tests  have  been  held  by  the  teacher. 
The  results  are  as  follows :

The  present  school  physician  is  making  an  unusually  careful 
examination  of  each  child  in  the  schools.  On  forms  prepared  by 
the  superintendent  the  results  are  being  recorded.  These  will 
be  kept  on  file  in  each  school  and  parents  are  urged  to  call  and 
examine  them. 

There  was  a  time  when  medical  inspection  in  the  schools  was 
generally  considered  a  fad.  After  it  became  compulsory,  many 
people  continued  to  think  it  was  merely  an  unnecessary  obligation 
imposed  by  the  state.  As  its  possibilities  of  usefulness  are  becom- 
ing apparent,  people  are  realizing  that  it  is  destined  to  become 
one  of  the  most  helpful  factors  in  school  work. 

The  law  requires  that  each  child  in  the  public  schools  shall  be 
separately  examined  at  least  once  each  year.  It  is  the  duty  of  the 
school  committee  to  have  this  examination  made.  It  is  doubtful 
if  it  can  often  be  made  within  the  special  appropriation  for  that 
purpose.  If  the  law  is  to  be  carried  out  in  spirit  and  in  a  way 
to  be  valuable  to  the  schools,  a  more  adequate  remuneration  to  the 
school  physician  will  need  to  be  provided. 

High  School 

The  relations  which  a  small  high  school  sustains  to  the  com- 
munity are  numerous  and  rather  complex.  The  demands  made 
upon  it  are  constantly  growing,  and  in  most  cases,  the  possibili- 
ties of  expenditure  and  equipment  have  not  kept  pace  with  them. 
A  just  measure  of  the  efficiency  of  such  a  school  is  not  obtained 
by  comparing  it  with  other  schools  working  under  different  con- 
ditions, but  by  ascertaining  the  results  possible  to  it  within  its 
own  circle  of  possibilities.  Again  the  question  of  efficiency  is 
in  no  way  decisively  answered  by  a  comparison  of  the  present 
and  the  distant  past  of  the  school.  Local  conditions  change,  the 
student  body  vary  in  quality  from  year  to  year,  different  ideals  of 
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what  a  high  school  should  accomplish,  evolve  and  gains  in  one 
direction  are  often  offset  by  losses  in  another.  Ancient  history 
needs  to  be  analyzed  if  it  is  to  yield  either  inspiration,  instruction, 
or  judgment  to  the  present. 

An  item  of  interest  to  the  thoughtful  citizen  is  the  extent  to 
which  the  high  school  meets  its  possibilities  of  enrolment.  Under 
careful  investigation  the  somewhat  common  impression  that  the 
high  school  serves  only  a  selected  few  is  discredited.  The  re- 
verse may  be  true  in  some  instances,  but  in  Wayland  a  large  per 
cent  of  those  who  enter  the  primary  school  finish  the  grammar 
grades,  and  do  some  work  in  the  high  school. 

The  average  membership  in  all  your  schools  last  year  was  345, 
that  of  the  high  school,  56  . 7.  If  conditions  were  perfect  and  each 
pupil  passed  through  all  the  grades,  including  the  four  grades  of 
the  high  school,  each  grade  would  contain  1-13  of  the  pupils. 
Disregarding  the  necessary  losses,  there  could  never  be  more  than 
4-13,  or  about  30.8  per  cent  of  the  total  enrolment  in  the  high 
school.  If  16  2-5  per  cent  of  the  total  enrolment  is  n  the  high 
school,  which  was  the  case  last  year,  then  the  ratio  of  this  percent- 
age to  the  percentage  of  the  school's  possibilities,  30.8  per  cent 
is  approximately  the  percent  of  children  who  are  reaching  the 
high  school.  This  is  54  .3  per  cent.  In  1900  the  per  cent  was  27. 
There  is  no  steadiness  of  gain  or  loss  since  that  time,  but  for  five 
years  the  per  cent  has  remained  substantially  the  same.  It  is 
thus  seen  that  a  not  inconsiderable  number  of  your  children  are 
receiving  some  of  the  benefits  of  a  high  school  course.  Inasmuch 
as  only  a  comparatively  small  number  of  these  will  ever  enter 
college,  it  is  highly  desirable  that  this  high  school  training  be  as 
thorough,  practical,  and  cultural  as  possible. 

Regardless  of  the  fact  that  only  a  relatively  small  number  of 
graduates  enter  college,  it  will  probably  remain  true,  for  some  time 
at  least,  that  the  merit  of  a  high  school  will  be  measured  by  the 
ratio  of  its  success  as  a  college  preparatory  school.  Such  a  school 
must,  therefore,  while  this  opinion  obtains  in  the  community,  be 
organized  and  conducted  with  reference  to  this  class  of  students. 
In  larger  schools  the  curricula  can  be  broadened  to  include  a  good 
commercial  course,  a  good  course  in  manual  training,  elementary 
agriculture,  domestic  science,  and  physical  culture.  All'  these 
phases  of  education  are  highly  desirable  and  of  great  practical 
value  in  fitting  young  men  and  women  for  useful  living,  but  they 
are  beyond  the  attainment  of  the  small  school,  unless  college 
preparation  becomes  a  less  important  course. 

Wayland  High  School  offers  a  college  preparatory  course  and  a 
general  course,  which  may  include  the  commercial  branches. 
The  student  of  unusual  ability,  having  a  definite  purpose  at  the 
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beginning,  will  be  able  to  accomplish  successfully  either  prepara- 
tion for  college  or  for  business.  The  average  student,  with  earnest- 
ness and  definite  aims,  should  be  able  to  get  adequate  preparation 
according  to  his  needs.  It  needs  to  be  emphasized  that  more  must 
be  done  by  the  pupil  in  a  small  school  than  in  a  large  one.  If  the 
school  is  to  be  particularly  strong  along  one  line  or  the  other,  it 
must  narrow  its  aims  and  specialize  more  than  it  is  doing.  If 
preparation  for  college  is  to  be  the  guiding  aim  of  the  school,  if 
the  people  of  Wayland  desire,  first  of  all,  that  their  high  school 
shall  rank  high  as  a  college  preparatory  school,  not  only  is  further 
expansion  in  the  way  of  practical  courses  undesirable,  but  it  can 
best  attain  this  end  by  eliminating  the  commercial  course  and 
limiting  still  more  those  branches  not  required  for  college  entrance. 
I  do  not  advocate  this,  but  am  merely  expressing  my  judgment 
of  the  situation. 

The  revised  course  of  study  went  into  full  effect  in  September. 
Where  necessary  its  requirements  were  modified  so  as  to  cause  no 
losses  of  time  or  continuity  in  subjects  to  those  pupils  advanced  in 
the  former  course.  Says  an  educator  in  regard  to  high  school 
courses:  "The  present  tendency  is  toward  fewer  courses  and 
toward  more  thorough  and  exact  knowledge  of  those  that  are 
pursued.  There  should  be  a  broad  divergence  in  the  beginning 
of  the  hieh  school  course;  those  subjects  and  arts  that  will  fit  a 
boy  or  girl  to  earn  a  living  when  they  leave  the  high  school,  and 
those  that  prepare  for  college  or  university  work."  The  present 
course  of  study  shows  this  tendency  and  possesses  the  characteris- 
tics mentioned. 

In  last  year's  report  it  was  stated  that  one  disadvantage  of 
having  so  many  electives  and  so  few  requirements  was  the  fact 
that  it  did  not  enable  the  full  utilization  of  the  teaching  corps, 
through  inability  to  adjust  the  program.    The  following  com- 
parison of  teaching  periods  makes  clear  the  point  then  made :

The  amount  of  teaching  done  in  the  Language  courses  has  been 
increased  by  17  .5  per  cent;  in  Mathematics,  by  9  . 1  per  cent,  and 
in  History  by  25  per  cent.    There  is  a  gain  of  nearly  18  per  cent 
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in  the  number  of  recitations  devoted  to  the  subjects  mentioned. 
These  changes  do  not  produce  improvement  in  results  immediately 
perceptible,  but  they  will  certainly  secure  them.  Teachers  have 
met  cheerfully  the  increased  demands  made  upon  them,  realizing 
that  the  classes  needed  the  additional  work. 

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  that  portion  of  the  Principal's  report 
which  relates  to  the  college  entrance  certificate  privilege. 

In  the  report  of  last  year  the  need  of  a  new  recitation  room 
was  discussed.  The  town  voted  the  necessary  appropriation 
and  the  room  occupied  by  the  sloyd  department  has  been  finished. 
It  is  the  best  recitation  room  of  the  school  and  a  distinct  addition 
to  our  facilities. 

The  present  condition  of  Wayland  High  School  is,  in  my  judg- 
ment, excellent.  Gains  in  every  direction  have  been  made  during 
the  year.  In  organization,  in  quality  of  teaching,  in  standard  of 
scholarship,  in  discipline,  progress  has  been  made.  Perfection  has 
not  been  attained,  the  results  of  larger  and  better  equipped 
schools  are  not  being  equalled,  present  possibilities  have  not 
been  exhausted ;  nevertheless,  a  visit  to  other  schools  working 
under  similar  conditions  will  result  in  a  comparison  distinctly 
favorable  to  the  local  school. 

Manual  Training 

The  room  on  the  third  floor  which  has  been  fitted  up  for  the  use 
of  the  sloyd  department  is  well  adapted  to  its  purpose.  In 
several  respects  it  is  superior  to  the  room  formerly  occupied. 

The  work  in  manual  training  continues  to  be  very  valuable 
and  interesting  to  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  grammar  grades. 
The  results  grow  better  as  the  effects  of  previous  training  become 
manifest.  Increased  effort  to  make  the  work  practical  has  been 
put  forth  this  year. 

Owing  to  inability  to  arrange  for  teachers  of  sewing,  this 
work  did  not  begin  until  November.  Since  that  time  the  classes 
have  been  held  weekly.  The  normal  school  has  sent  us  some 
excellent  practice  teachers  this  year  and  they  are  getting  better 
results  than  usual. 

Course  of  Study 

No  changes  in  the  grade  course  of  study  have  been  made  during 
the  year.  There  is  now  in  each  school  a  definite  outline  of  the 
work  to  be  covered  in  each  subject.  The  work  in  Language  and 
Grammar  has  been  greatly  forwarded  by  the  purchase  of  more 
up  to  date  textbooks.  The  commercial  department  of  the  high 
school  has  been  strengthened  by  the  introduction  of  one  of  the

"Tablet  Method"  systems  of  teaching  book-keeping. 

Every  other  month  during  the  year  a  Suggestion  Bulletin  is 
being  issued  by  the  superintendent.  Its  purpose  is  to  supplement 
the  course  of  study  in  various  ways,  and  to  be  a  source  of  real 
assistance  to  the  teachers.  Many  of  the  ideas  contained  therein 
are  being  used  in  the  schools. 

Meetings,  Institutes,  etc. 

Several  teachers'  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year. 
The  schools  were  closed  one  day  in  the  spring  to  permit  the  at- 
tendance of  the  teachers  at  an  Institute  held  in  South  Framing- 
ham  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and 
one  day  during  the  fall  term  to  enable  attendance  at  the  Middlesex 
County  Convention.  In  December  the  teachers  of  Dover,  Way- 
land,  and  Sudbury  met  together  in  Wa viand,  and  listened  to  an 
address  on  "The  Teaching  of  Reading,"  by  Mrs.  Gordon,  author 
of  the  system  in  use  in  the  towns  mentioned.  Visiting  Day  was 
observed  by  the  teachers  in  the  Cochituate  building,  who  brought 
back  useful  suggestions  from  Chelsea,  Newton,  and  Dedham. 
The  Teachers'  Study  Club  has  held  six  meetings.  Five  of  these 
were  devoted  to  a  study  of  the  "Teaching  of  Elementary  Mathe- 
matics." One  open  meeting  was  held  in  Wayland,  when  Dr.  A.  E. 
Winship,  editor  of  the  Journal  of  Education,  gave  an  interesting 
and  inspiring  address  on  "Rescuing  Rascals."  It  was  unfortunate 
that  the  inclement  weather  prevented  a  larger  number  of  people 
from  hearing  him. 

The  No- School  Signal 

The  no-school  signal  was  abolished  in  Wayland  several  years 
ago.  As  I  understand  the  matter,  so  much  unfavorable  comment 
was  made  in  regard  to  it  by  the  patrons  of  the  school  that  its  re- 
tention seemed  no  longer  wise.  There  seems  now  a  considerable 
demand  for  its  readoption.  In  view  of  this,  it  may  not  be  out  of 
place  to  indicate  some  considerations  both  for  and  against  the 
change. 

The  purpose  of  the  no-school  signal  is  protection  of  the  health 
of  children  and  teachers.  Exposure  incurred  while  going  to  and 
from  school  in  inclement  weather  frequently  results  in  illness. 
If  the  schools  are  kept  in  session,  many  parents  deem  it  their  duty 
to  send  their  children,  despite  the  fact  that  they  know  it  is  detri- 
mental to  health  to  do  so.  The  responsibility  of  determining 
whether  children  shall  endanger  health  by  going  to  school  in  bad 
weather  is,  therefore,  placed  on  the  school  department. 
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The  objections  to  the  no-school  signal  are  twofold.  In  the 
first  place  a  large  number  of  children  who  would  attend  school  in 
bad  weather  expose  themselves  in  an  equal  degree  if  the  schools 
are  not  in  session.  Experience  has  proven  that  the  no-school 
signal  means  to  some  a  holiday  with  no  compensating  advantage. 
Secondly,  it  is  often  impossible  to  decide  in  the  early  morning 
whether  the  weather  is  to  be  favorable  or  unfavorable,  and  the 
decision  to  be  of  value  must  be  made,  and  the  signal  sounded 
before  the  children  start  to  school.  If  a  mistake  is  made  and  the 
weather  clears,  the  school  plant  is  idle  for  the  day  and  both  the 
town  and  the  pupils  are  losers  to  that  extent.  For  these  reasons 
an  increasing  number  of  school  departments  prefer  to  keep  the 
schools  open,  to  have  the  teachers  work  with  those  who  attend, 
and  place  the  reponsibility  for  health  of  the  child  upon  the  parents. 

I  present  this  matter  to  the  school  committee  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  an  expression  of  the  wishes  of  the  parents  be 
secured  and  that  this  determine  the  action  upon  it. 

School  Savings  System 

In  looking  over  reports  of  former  superintendents  I  find  that 
two  of  them  have  suggested  the  adoption  of  a  School  Savings 
System.  In  hopes  that  one  more  effort  will  secure  the  desirable 
result,  my  recommendation  is  added  to  those  of  the  others. 

On  the  margins  of  a  folder  issued  to  pupils  of  the  Natick 
Schools,  in  which  are  recorded  for  a  time  the  deposits,  are  the  fol- 
lowing quotations.  They  express  concisely  the  chief  points  in 
favor  of  the  system.    Elaboration  of  these  is  unnecessary : 

"Take  care  of  the  pennies  and  the  dollars  will  take  care  of 
themselves." 

"The  masses  know  how  to  earn  better  than  they  know  how  to 
save." 

"The  habit  of  saving  is  an  essential  part  of  a  true,  practical 
education." 

The  following  "Regulations  "  printed  on  the  folder  aforemen- 
tioned suggest  a  method  of  conducting  a  school  savings  system 
which  seems  feasible  for  use  in  Way  land. 

Regulations  :  —  Deposits  of  one  cent  or  more  will  be  received 
every  Monday  at  the  morning  session  by  the  teacher  of  each  class. 
The  amount  will  be  delivered  to  the  Principal,  who  shall  deposit  it 
the  same  day  in  the  Natick  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank.  The 
Principal  shall  issue  to  each  depositor  a  card  which  shall  contain 
an  accurate  record  of  his  deposits  and  drafts  or  withdrawals. 
When  a  pupil  has  a  deposit  of  three  dollars  or  more,  the  Savings 
Bank  will  issue  a  bankbook  in  his  name  free  of  charge,  and  his 
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deposit  will  bear  interest.  Deposits  should  be  withdrawn  only 
in  ease  of  necessity,  in  case  of  sickness,  or  removal  from  town. 
All  withdrawals  must  be  made  through  the  Principal  and  at  the 
personal  request  of  the  father,  mother,  or  guardian  of  the  pupil 
who  withdraws  money.  When  a  depositor  graduates  or  leaves 
school  he  will  be  given  his  bankbook  or  the  money  due  him.'' 

School  and  Home  Association 

Any  effective  effort  to  make  schools  better  must  spring  from 
a  thoughtful  consideration  of  conditions  and  a  just  ideal  of  what 
can  be  expected  from  them.  The  schools  of  no  community  are 
perfect.  In  this  connection  a  clipping  from  the  Journal  of  Edu- 
cation is  to  the  point : 

"Thomas  Edison  says  that  no  piece  of  machinery  now  made  is 
more  than  10  per  cent  perfect.  That  is  a  remarkable  statement, 
but  it  is  undoubtedly  relatively  correct.  If  so,  how  foolish  to 
waste  time  in  claiming  that  machines  less  perfect  than  now  were 
better  than  now." 

No  school  work  is  more  than  10  per  cent  perfect.  It  was 
not  more  than  one  per  cent  perfect  thirty  years  ago.  How 
foolish  to  harp  on  the  virtues  of  old-time  work,  or  to  claim  per- 
fection in  the  present  ways  and  means.  Machinery  is  vastly 
better  than  it  used  to  be,  so  is  school  work,  but  it  is  not  worth 
while  to  waste  time  on  those  who  are  walking  backward  when  we 
are  chiefly  concerned  in  trying  to  crawl  forward. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  the  citizens  of  Wayland  have  a 
genuine  interest  in  their  schools.  They  wish  to  make  them 
better.  Is  there  not  some  way  in  which  their  interest  can  be 
directed  and  utilized  so  as  to  make  it  more  helpful?  Can  we  not 
have  a  School  and  Home  Association  which  shall  hold  monthly 
meetings  for  the  discussion  of  topics  which  concern  school  work? 
New  phases  of  education  are  constantly  being  presented,  and 
many  old  ones  are  as  yet  only  partially  understood  and  applied. 
As  a  means  of  usefulness  to  the  community,  and  incidentally  as 
a  means  of  culture,  such  an  association  ought  to  appeal  to  pro- 
gressive fathers  and  mothers. 

The  reports  of  the  special  supervisors  and  the  usual  statistical 
tables  may  be  found  elsewhere. 

Permit  me  to  express  to  Principals  and  teachers  my  apprecia- 
tion of  the  feeling  of  co-operation  which  has  existed,  and  of  their 
efforts  in  behalf  of  the  schools. 

To  the  School  Committee  are  due  my  appreciation  of  the  cour- 
tesy accorded,  the  degree  of  freedom  permitted  me  in  my  work, 
and  valuable  suggestions  relative  thereto.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent : 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Principal  of 
the  Wayland  High  School. 

A  marked  progress  has  been  noted  throughout  the  year,  and 
this  progress  has  been  due  to  several  factors. 

The  recitation  room  completed  last  summer  has  made  it  possi- 
ble to  have  a  room  for  each  teacher  with  blackboard  facilities 
and  ample  seating  capacity. 

The  unbroken  continuity  of  the  teaching  staff  has  given  the 
school  an  opportunity  to  proceed  with  teachers  experienced  in 
the  needs  of  the  students  and  classroom.  The  enthusiasm  and 
efforts  of  the  teachers  have  been  commendable.  The  teachers 
have  been  responsive  to  the  additional  work  of  the  new  course 
of  study,  and  the  spirit  of  the  teaching  corps  has,  at  all  times, 
been  for  improvement. 

The  attendance  record  shows  improvement  for  the  past  year 
and  the  per  cent  is  good. 

The  revised  course  of  study  which  went  into  effect  in  part  last 
spring  and  as  a  whole  in  the  fall,  by  increasing  the  number  of 
recitation  periods  and  by  better  outlining  and  denning  work,  has 
been  productive  of  improvement.  In  Latin,  English,  Mathema- 
tics and  in  the  Science  courses,  the  total  hours  given  to  these  sub- 
jects correspond  more  nearly  to  those  given  in  the  best  schools  of 
the  State. 

The  standard  of  the  High  School  is  often  judged  by  its  success 
in  preparing  students  for  college.  Schools  of  a  certain  standard 
are  accorded  the  privilege  of  sending  their  graduates  to  some 
colleges  without  the  usual  admission  examinations.  Harvard 
and  Yale  Universities  are  an  exception  to  this  method.  Admis- 
sion to  these  institutions  is  possible  only  by  examinations. 

The  following  colleges  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  New 
England  College  Board :  Amherst  College,  Boston  University, 
Bowdoin  College,  Dartmouth  College,  Mount  Holyoke  College, 
Smith  College,  Tufts  College,  University  of  Maine,  University 
of  Vermont,  Wellesley  College,  Wesleyan  University,  and  Williams 
College.    This  Board  grants  the  privilege  of  admission  without 
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examination  to  certain  high  schools.  The  Wayland  High 
School  was  given  this  privilege  for  a  trial  of  one  year,  in  1905, 
but  the  New  England  College  Board  did  not  renew  this  privilege 
the  following  year. 

The  Principal  of  the  High  School  has  recently  corresponded  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  New  England  Board  concerning  a  new  trial 
of  our  school.  The  reply  is  in  the  form  of  a  rule,  which  quoted 
is  as  follows :  ' '  Schools  must  send ,  within  a  period  of  three  years  at 
least,  two  satisfactory  students  to  one  or  more  colleges  represented 
on  the  Board  before  an  application  for  the  certificate  privilege 
will  be  considered." 

A  graduate  of  our  High  School  two  years  ago  passed  examina- 
tions for  admission  to  one  of  the  New  England  Board  Colleges, 
but  did  not  enter  that  college,  choosing  Normal  School  instead. 
We  have  had  no  graduate  during  the  last  three  years  who  has  ex- 
pressed a  desire  to  matriculate  at  any  of  the  above  colleges,  there- 
fore our  failure  up  to  the  present  time  to  be  eligible,  according  to 
the  rule  of  the  Board. 

Next  June,  three  of  our  present  Seniors  will  take  examinations 
for  admission  to  colleges  of  the  New  England  Board.  If  these 
graduates  make  a  satisfactory  record  at  their  respective  colleges, 
the  certificate  privilege  of  the  New  England  Colleges  will  come  to 
us  another  year. 

At  present  we  enjoy  certificate  privileges  with  the  Massachu- 
setts Agricultural  College  and  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute, 
and  for  all  State  normal  schools.  These  privileges  have  been 
obtained  within  the  last  three  years,  at  first  for  a  trial  of  one  year, 
and  since  renewed  for  a  longer  period. 

At  present  time  of  writing,  word  has  come  to  the  Principal  from 
the  President  of  Simmons  College,  granting  to  one  of  our  seniors 
admission  to  Simmons  College  without  examinations.  If  the 
record  made  by  this  student  is  satisfactory,  further  privileges  will 
be  granted. 

As  a  final  word,  while  much  improvement  has  come  to  the 
school  during  the  past  year,  a  perfecting  stage  rather  than  a  per- 
fect stage  exists.  With  the  advantages  we  have  had  the  past 
year,  a  greater  progress  should  result  for  another. 

The  Principal,  in  behalf  of  the  teachers,  wishes  to  extend  his 
appreciation  to  the  Superintendent  for  his  valuable  suggestions 
and  encouragement,  to  the  School  Committee  for  its  confidence  in 
our  efforts,  and  to  the  parents  who  have  assisted  us  by  their  co- 
operation.

REPORT  OF  THE  COCHITUATE  GRAMMAR 
SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  work  of  this  building"  has  followed  the  course  of  study  as 
outlined. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years  we  began  the  work  in  Septem- 
ber with  a  corps  of  teachers  that  was  unchanged.  Each  teacher 
commenced  the  year  with  a  knowledge  of  the  conditions  of  the 
school,  a  familiarity  with  the  course  of  study,  and  a  definite  aim. 
This  has  made  it  possible  to  do  more  and  better  work  than  ever 
before.  A  comparison  of  the  work  accomplished  so  far  this  year, 
with  the  records  of  progress  in  previous  years,  show  the  grades 
to  be  more  advanced  than  in  any  year  since  such  records  have 
been  kept. 

I  am  pleased  that  I  can  report  that  the  change  in  textbook 
in  language  and  grammar  has  given  excellent  results.  While 
individual  ranks  may  appear  lower  on  the  report  cards,  the  work 
accomplished,  especially  in  the  upper  grades,  has  been  more 
practical  and  of  a  more  advanced  character. 

The  classes  in  sewing  and  in  sloyd  have  been  continued  as  be- 
fore, and  while  no  new  subjects  have  been  added  to  our  already 
full  curriculum,  the  demand  for  better  individual  work  has  made 
our  record  as  a  school  better  than  it  was  a  year  ago. 

The  teachers  are  united  in  an  earnest  desire  that  provision  may 
be  made  in  all  grades  for  additional  material  for  supplementary 
reading. 

Special  care  is  being  taken  this  year  that  each  pupil  may  be 
frequently  informed  of  promotion  prospects,  and  that  an  oppor- 
tunity may  be  given  to  attain  the  rank  required  for  promotion 
before  it  is  too  late. 

The  following  tables  may  assist  in  an  analysis  of  some  of  the 
causes  for  unsatisfactory  work :

Fifty-eight  per  cent  of  the  pupils,  having  more  than  the  legal 
number  of  unexcused  absences  recorded  against  them  are,  or  have 
been,  below  grade  during  the  current  year. 

36  .6  per  cent  of  the  pupils  reported  by  the  school  physician  as 
having  some  physical  defect  in  condition  are,  or  have  been,  below 
grade  during  the  current  year. 

Pupils  classed  as  physically  defective  are  reported  by  the  school 
physician  as  having  some  disease  of  the  oral  or  respiratory  tract, 
disease  of  the  skin,  or  with  badly  decayed  teeth. 

I  point  with  no  little  pride  to  the  fact  that  34  of  the  43  graduates 
of  the  Grammar  School  during  the  past  three  years  have  entered 
the  Wayland  High  School.  Five  of  the  nine  who  did  not  go  have 
attended  higher  educational  institutions  in  nearby  cities.  During 
the  last  two  years  only  two  of  the  graduates  of  this  school  have 
failed  to  enter  the  High  School.  A  canvas  of  the  present  ninth 
grade  indicates  that  every  pupil  but  one  hopes  to  enter  the  high 
school  at  the  completion  of  the  grammar  school  course. 

When  it  is  taken  into  account  that  this  desire  for  a  higher  edu- 
cation has  to  be  fostered  under  adverse  conditions,  with  a  build- 
ing which  lacks  in  modern  school  equipment,  and  which  is  wholly 
inadequate  in  seating  facilities,  lighting,  blackboards,  sanitary 
arrangements,  etc.,  and  that  the  whole  external  appearance  is  one 
of  neglect  and  decay,  this  record  is  the  more  noteworthy.  I  wish 
to  thank  the  parents  whose  co-operation  makes  such  results  possi- 
ble.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  first  report  on  drawing  in  the  public 
schools  of  Wayland : 

Owing  to  a  change  in  supervisors  the  work  in  drawing  was  de- 
layed at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  About  a  month  had  passed 
before  we  were  started,  but  through  the  faithfulness  and  co-opera- 
tion of  the  teachers  we  hope  to  practically  make  up  all  that  was 
lost. 

In  the  fall,  when  nature  was  at  her  best,  flowers,  trees,  fruits, 
vegetables,  and  landscape  composition  were  studied,  and  repre- 
sented in  the  different  grades  for  the  purpose  of  leading  each  child 
to  see  and  appreciate  the  beauty  about  him.  Systematic  color 
study  was  carried  on  at  the  same  time  when  illustrations  could  be 
obtained  from  nature. 

During  November  and  December  applications  of  the  nature 
and  color  study,  combined  with  a  study  of  principles  of  beauty, 
or  design  and  constructive  drawing,  were  made  by  designing 
dinner  cards,  menu  booklets,  and  gifts  for  Christmas.  The  chil- 
dren manifested  much  interest  in  this  work  and  some  of  the  re- 
sults were  very  creditable. 

Beginning  directly  after  our  Christmas  vacation  and  continu- 
ing through  February,  we  have  been  giving  close  attention  through 
the  grades  to  representative  drawings.  In  the  low  grades  at  first 
we  simply  asked  the  child  to  express  his  idea  of  any  object  or 
incident  very  freely,  being  sure  that  he  had  an  idea  to  express. 
Toys  and  Christmas  presents  were  brought  from  home  for  the  pur- 
pose. Then  gradually  we  have  tried  to  guide  the  child  to  express 
his  idea  showing  better  proportion,  form,  and  general  appearance  of 
objects. 

In  the  higher  grades  a  study  of  the  principles  of  foreshortening 
and  convergence  has  been  made  by  drawing  from  objects  and  by 
collecting  pictures  which  illustrate  these  principles.  Continuing 
the  study,  we  have  endeavored  to  lead  each  pupil  still  further, 
that  he  may  see  and  be  able  to  represent  the  beauty  in  form  and 
color  of  common  objects  seen  singly  or  in  groups,  by  a  systematic 
study  of  good  grouping,  pleasing  composition,  and  when  the  child 
showed  the  ability,  pictorial  rendering.  This  work  develops  the 
powers  of  observation  especially,  and  during  these  two  months  I 
have  noticed  a  decided  improvement  in  the  ability  of  the  children 
to  see  objects  as  they  appear,  and  to  represent  neatly  on  paper 
what  they  see. 
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The  time  given  for  the  high  school  work  is  very  limited  and  one 
cannot  expect  to  accomplish  very  great  results  on  an  average  of 
one  hour  a  week.  Hovewer,  we  have  tried  to  do  all  that  time 
would  permit.  In  the  fall,  flower  and  landscape  studies  were 
made.  These  were  followed  by  design  and  color  work  in  de- 
signing texts,  Christmas  cards,  booklets,  and  bookmarks.  After 
the  vacation,  charcoal  work  was  introduced  by  landscape  study 
in  three  or  four  flat  tones,  first  copying  some  simple  but  beauti- 
fully composed  landscape  for  values,  and  then  working  direct 
from  nature. 

It  has  been  very  interesting  to  me  to  watch  the  children  in  the 
different  rooms  grow  in  ability  and  appreciation.  In  some  of  the 
rooms  there  has  been  a  very  marked  growth;  in  others,  of  course, 
not  quite  as  much,  but  in  all  I  have  felt  that  teachers  and  pupils 
are  earnestly  and  sincerely  working  for  the  best,  and  to  them  I 
wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  their  splendid  efforts  and 
willing  co-operation.  The  Superintendent  and  members  of  the 
School  Committee  I  also  wish  to  thank  for  the  genuine  interest 
shown  in  this  department  of  the  school  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


To  the  Superintendent: 

I  submit  the  following  as  my  annual  report  of  music  in  the 
town  of  Way  land. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  very  satisf actor}*. 

In  the  first  grade  the  pupils  are  taught  a  number  of  rote  songs. 
Besides  giving  them  much  pleasure,  these  songs  serve  as  a  valu- 
ble  aid  in  ear  training.  The  interval  work  is  begun  here  and  daily 
drills  are  given  for  the  purpose  of  placing  the  tones  correctly. 

The  drills  in  intervals  and  rote  singing  are  continued  in  grade 
two.  Here  reading  notes  is  begun,  so  by  the  end  of  the  year  the 
pupils  read  fluently  in  all  keys. 

In  grade  three  rote  singing  is  continued.  The  interval  work  is 
more  difficult  and  it  is  rarely  that  we  find  a  monotone  at  the  end 
of  the  third  year. 

In  grade  four  the  work  of  the  divided  beat  is  taken  up,  and  a 
thorough  drill  of  all  the  key  signatures  is  given. 

The  work  on  the  divided  beat  is  continued  in  the  fifth  grade  and 
two  part  singing  is  begun. 

In  grades  six  and  seven  the  three  part  singing  is  studied,  the 
alto  being  carried  by  the  boys,  thus  giving  them  independence  in 
reading  and  tone  perception.  Pupils  make  a  study  of  all  major 
and  minor  keys. 

In  grades  eight  and  nine  the  work  on  exercises  and  songs  is 
continued.  Toward  the  end  of  the  year  these  classes  can  readily 
put  words  to  music  at  sight.  The  chorus  work  is  very  successful 
this  year. 

In  summing  up  the  grade  work  I  find  the  drill  cards  have  helped 
in  getting  better  reading,  truer  tones,  and  in  most  cases  the  tone 
perception  is  excellent. 

The  high  school  classes  are  doing  good  work.  The  graduating 
class  of  this  year  have  had  the  advantage  of  singing  choruses 
written  by  such  composers  as  Wagner,  Mozart,  Verdi,  Mendels- 
sohn, Pinsuti,  and  Sullivan.

The  ability  to  handle  skilfully  the  more  common  woodworking 
tools  is  at  once  a  source  of  pleasure  and  profit  in  the  making  of 
useful  gifts  and  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  many  repairs  called 
for  on  the  farm  and  in  the  home. 

I  feel  confident  that  the  majority  of  the  boys  in  the  eighth  and 
ninth  grades  will  be  able  at  the  close  of  the  year  to  acquit  them- 
selves most  creditably  in  this  regard.

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EXTRACT  FROM  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


ATTENDANCE 

1.  Excuses  for  absence  may  be  granted  by  the  teachers  for  the 
following  causes  only:  —  The  pupil's  sickness  or  physical  disa- 
bility, death  in  the  family  or  other  extreme  emergency,  con- 
tagious disease  or  quarantine. 

Note.  Lack  of  clothing,  helping  at  home,  running  errands, 
visiting,  and  the  like,  are  not  accounted  sufficient  cause  for  ab- 
sence. 

2.  In  case  of  extreme  necessity,  the  superintendent  may  grant 
excuses  for  special  cause. 

3.  Any  pupil  not  in  his  seat  at  the  stroke  of  the  last  bell, 
promptly  at  the  hour  for  school  to  begin,  shall  be  considered  tardy. 

Exception.  Pupils  who  are  late  because  of  the  late  arrival  of 
barges  or  electric  cars  shall  not  be  considered  tardy,  unless  they 
loiter  or  delay  after  arrival. 

4.  Excuses  for  tardiness  may  be  granted  at  the  discretion  of 
the  teacher. 

5.  Any  pupil  having  been  absent  shall  be  required  to  bring  a 
written  excuse  from  parent  or  guardian,  stating  the  reason  for 
the  absence.  In  case  the  written  excuse  is  not  brought,  the  ab- 
sence will  stand  unexcused. 

6.  All  absences  excused  must  be  so  recorded  in  the  register. 

7.  When  a  pupil  is  apparently  absent  without  sufficient  cause, 
the  teacher  shall  notify  the  truant  officer  promptly. 

8.  Pupils  under  five  years  of  age  will  not  be  admitted. 

9.  Children  will  be  admitted  to  the  first  grade  only  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  fall  term,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  school 
committee.  ("The  beginning  of  the  fall  term"  will  include  the 
first  two  weeks.) 

10.  Pupils  who  enter  a  school  in  town  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a  vaccination  certificate,  properly  filled  out  and  certified, 
or  a  certificate  stating  that  the  pupil  is  an  unfit  subject  for  vacci- 
nation, before  being  admitted. 

11.  Pupils  who  are  perfect  in  attendance  and  punctuality  for 
any  school  month  may  be  dismissed  one  hour  before  the  close  of 
school  on  the  afternoon  of  the  last  school  day  of  the  school  month. 
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12.  Any  pupil  outside  of  school  age,  less  than  seven  or  more 
than  fourteen  years  of  age,  who  is  absent  unexcused  for  more  than 
five  whole  days  or  ten  half  days,  in  any  period  of  six  months, 
may  be  suspended  until  assurance  is  given  of  regular  attendance. 

SCHOOL  SESSIONS 

1.  WAYLAND:  High  School  —  8.45  a.m.  to  2.15  p.m. 

(Ten  minutes  for  recess.) 
Grades  8.45  a.m.  to  2.15  p.m. 

(Fifty-five  minutes  for  re- 
cesses, physical  culture, 
and  intermission.) 

COCHITUATE:  Grades  9.00  a.m.  to  11.30  a.m. 

1.00  p.m.  to  3.30  p.m. 

(Twenty- five  minutes  for 
recesses  and  physical  cul- 
ture.) 

2.  The  school  hours  as  indicated  must  be  strictly  observed. 

3.  Pupils  in  the  first  grade  may  be  dismissed  at  recess  during 
the  first  and  second  school  months,  and  fifteen  minutes  before  the 
close  of  the  session  thereafter. 

4.  The  bell  shall  be  rung  five  minutes  before  the  beginning 
of  the  school  session,  and  the  pupils  shall  at  once  enter  the  school- 
room and  take  their  seats  ready  for  work.  The  last  bell  promptly 
on  time  shall  be  the  signal  for  the  school  exercises  to  begin. 

5.  The  door  shall  be  opened  at  least  fifteen  minutes  before  the 
beginning  of  the  school  session. 

6.  Teachers  may  detain  pupils  after  school  or  in  extra  session 
for  the  purpose  of  making  up  lost  time  or  deficiency  in  lessons  or 
application  for  a  time  not  to  exceed  one  half  hour  in  the  grades 
and  one  hour  in  the  high  school,  except  in  case  of  pupils  who  are 
carried  by  barge. 

Note :  —  Pupils  in  the  grades  at  Wayland  may  go  home  for 
luncheon  at  intermission  on  condition  that  they  are  not  tardy  for 
the  afternoon  session. 

TRUANT  OFFICER 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  truant  officer  to  investigate  fully 
each  case  of  truancy,  to  take  such  action  as  the  circumstances 
warrant  and  the  law  directs,  and  to  report  the  results  of  his  investi- 
gation to  the  teacher  and  to  the  superintendent. 
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2.  He  shall  exert  all  possible  influence  with  the  parents  and 
guardians  to  secure  the  regular  attendance  of  their  children. 

3.  He  shall  present  an  annual  report  of  his  doings  to  the 
school  committee  on  the  1st  day  of  March  of  each  year,  giving  the 
number  of  cases  investigated  and  the  action  taken  thereon,  together 
with  such  additional  information  as  he  may  deem  advisable,  or  the 
school  committee  may  require. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

The  following  directions  conform  to  and  are  designed  to  aid  in 
complving  with  the  law  relating  to  medical  inspection,  Chapter 
502,  Acts  of  1906. 

1.  The  teacher  shall  give  the  tests  for  sight  and  hearing  and 
send  notices  to  parents  or  guardians,  according  to  the  directions 
in  Portfolio  A-XIII-1,  2. 

2.  Each  teacher  shall  immediately  refer  to  the  school  phy- 
sician each  child  "who  shows  signs  of  being  in  ill  health  or  of  suffer- 
ing from  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  unless  he  is  at  once 
excluded  from  the  school."    (Sec.  3,  Chap.  502.) 

3.  Whenever  a  teacher  excludes  a  pupil  from  school,  because 
he  shows  signs  of  being  in  ill  health,  or  of  suffering  from  any  in- 
fectious or  contagious  disease,  he  shall  send  notice  to  the  parent 
or  guardian  and  to  the  superintendent  of  schools.  In  the  case  of 
any  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  the  superintendent  of  schools 
shall  at  once  notify  the  board  of  health.    (Sec.  4,  Chap.  502.) 

4.  Each  teacher  shall  refer  to  the  "school  physician  for  ex- 
amination and  diagnosis  every  child  returning  to  school  with- 
out a  certificate  from  the  board  of  health,"  or  from  the  attending 
phvsician,  "after  absence  on  account  of  illness"  from  any  infec- 
tious or  contagious  disease  "or  from  unknown  cause."  (Sec.  3, 
Chap.  502.) 

5.  The  "school  physician  shall  make  a  prompt  examination 
and  diagnosis  of  all  children  referred  to  him"  and  shall  send  a 
"notice  of  the  disease  or  defects,  if  any,  from  which  the  child  is 
found  to  be  suffering,  to  his  parent  or  guardian."  (Sees.  2  and  4, 
Chap.  502.  ) 

6.  The  school  physician  shall  make  "such  further  examination 
of  teachers,  janitors,  and  school  buildings  as  in  his  opinion  the 
health  of  the  pupils  may  require."    (Sec.  2,  Chap.  502.) 

7.  Whenever  a  child  is  examined  by  the  school  physician 
and  found  to  show  "symptoms  of  small  pox,  scarlet  fever,  measles, 
chicken  pox,  tuberculosis,  diphtheria  or  influenza,  tonsillitis,  whoop- 
ing cough,  mumps,  scabies,  trachoma,"  or  pediculosis,  "he  shall 
be  sent  home  immediately,  or  as  soon  as  a  safe  and  proper  convev- 
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ance  can  be  found,  and  the  board  of  health  shall  be  notified"  by 
the  school  physician.    (Sec.  4,  Chap.  502.) 

8.  The  school  physician  shall  keep  a  record  and  report  to  the 
school  committee  the  result  of  each  examination  and  diagnosis 
as  required  by  section  2  of  Chapter  502,  Acts  of  1906. 

9.  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  keep  on  file  a  record  of 
all  reports  made  to  the  school  committee  by  the  school  physician. 

Note :  —  When  a  child  who  has  been  ill  with  scarlet  fever  re- 
turns to  school  within  a  period  of  eight  weeks  from  the  beginning 
of  his  illness,  he  may  be  referred  to  the  school  physician  even 
though  he  should  bring  a  certificate  of  recovery.  This  should  be 
done  in  every  case  when  it  appears  that  the  desquamation  has  not 
entirely  ceased. 
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EXTRACTS  FROM  SCHOOL  LAWS 


ATTENDANCE 
(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  44.) 

By  chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty,  Acts  of  1905,  section 
one  of  Chapter  forty-four,  is  amended,  in  part,  as  follows:  — 

From  Section  1.  "Every  child  between  seven  and  fourteen 
ye#rs  of  age,  and  every  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  who  can- 
not read  at  sight,  and  write  legibly,  simple  sentences  in  the  Eng- 
lish language,  shall  attend  some  public  school  in  the  city  or  town 
in  which  he  resides,  during  the  entire  time  the  public  schools  are 
in  session.  .  .  ."  Every  person  having  under  his  control  a 
child  as  described  in  this  section  shall  cause  him  to  attend  school 
as  herein  required,  and  if  he  fails  for  five  day  sessions  or  ten  half- 
day  sessions  within  any  period  of  six  months  ...  to  cause 
the  child  to  attend  school,  he  shall  ...  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars.    .    .  " 

The  attendance  of  a  child  shall  not  be  required:  (a)  "If  at- 
tending a  private  day  school  approved  by  the  school  committee,' ' 
or  is  being  "otherwise  instructed  ...  in  the  branches  o 
learning  required  by  law;"  (b)  "If  he  has  already  acquired  such 
branches  of  learning;"  (c)  "If  his  physical  or  mental  condition 
is  such  as  to  render  such  attendance  inexpedient." 

TRUANCY 
(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  44.) 

From  Section  3.  "A  child  between  seven  and  fourteen  years 
of  age  who  wilfully  and  habitually  absents  himself  from  school 

shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  habitual  truant,  and  . 
may,  if  a  boy,  be  committed  to  a  county  truant  school  . 
and,  if  a  girl,  to  the  state  industrial  school  for  girls  .  . 

From  Section  4.  "A  child  between  seven  and  sixteen  years 
of  age  who  may  be  found  wandering  about  the  streets  or  public 
places,    .    .    .    having  no  lawful  occupation,   habitually  not 
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attending  school,  and  growing  up  in  idleness  and  ignorance,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  an  habitual  absentee,  .  .  .  and  is  liable 
to  commitment,  as  in  section  three. 

From  Section  5.  "A  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  who 
persistently  violates  the  reasonable  regulations  of  the  school 
which  he  attends,  or  otherwise  persistently  misbehaves  therein, 
so  as  to  render  himself  a  fit  subject  for  exclusion  therefrom,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  an  habitual  school  offender  .  .  ."  and  be 
liable  to  commitment  as  in  section  three. 


EMPLOYMENT 
(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  106.) 

By  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  Acts  of  1905,  section 
twenty-eight  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  six  is  amended  so  as 
to  read,  in  part,  as  follows: 

Section  28.  "No  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and 
no  child  who  is  over  fourteen  and  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  who 
does  not  have  a  certificate  as  required  .  .  .  certifying  to 
the  child's  ability  to  read  at  sight  and  to  write  legibly,  simple 
sentences  in  the  English  language,  shall  be  employed  in  any  factory, 
workshop,  or  mercantile  establishment. 

2.  "No  certificate  (age  and  schooling)  .  .  .  shall  be 
approved  by  any  person  for  a  minor  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years,  who  intends  to  be  employed  in  a  factory,  workship,  or 
mercantile  establishment,  unless  such  person  is  satisfied  that 
such  minor  is  able  to  read  at  sight,  and  to  write  legibly  simple 
sentences  in  the  English  language." 

From  Section  29.  "No  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall 
be  employed  in  a  factory,  workshop,  or  mercantile  establishment, 
unless  his  employer  procures  and  keeps  on  file  .  .  .  an  age 
and  schooling  certificate.    .    .  ." 

From  Section  30.  "An  age  and  schooling  certificate  shall  be 
approved  only  by  the  Superintendent,  or  by  a  person  authorized 
by  him  in  writing.    .    .  ." 

From  Section  32.  "The  age  and  schooling  certificate  of  a 
minor  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  not  be  approved  and  signed 
until  he  presents  to  the  person  who  is  authorized  to  approve 
and  sign  it  an  employment  ticket  duly  filled  out  and  signed    .    .  ." 

Children  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  of  age  who  apply 
for  an  age  and  schooling  certificate  must  bring  an  employment 
ticket  properly  filled  out  by  their  intending  employer  and  be  ac- 
companied by  employer  or  custodian.  Employment  ticket  blanks 
may  be  procured  from  the  superintendent. 
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CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES 

(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  75.) 

From  Section  51.  "The  board  of  health  .  .  .  shall  give 
immediate  information  to  the  school  committee  of  all  contagious 
diseases    .    .    .    reported  to  them." 

(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  44.) 

Bv  Chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy-one,  Acts  of  1906, 
Section  six  of  chapter  forty-four  is  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  6.  "A  child  who  has  not  been  vaccinated  shall  not  be 
admitted  to  a  public  school  except  upon  presentation  of  a  certi- 
ficate signed  by  a  regular  practicing  physician  that  he  is  not  a  fit 
subject  for  vaccination.  A  child  who  is  a  member  of  a  household 
in  which  a  person  is  ill  with  smallpox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever, 
measles,  or  any  other  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  or  of  a 
household  exposed  to  such  contagion  from  another  household 
as  aforesaid,  shall  not  attend  any  public  school  during  such  illness 
until  the  teacher  of  the  school  has  been  furnished  with  a  certificate 
from  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town,  or  from  the  attend- 
ing physician  of  such  person,  stating  that  the  danger  of  convey- 
ing such  disease  by  such  child  is  past." 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION 
(Acts  of  1906,  Chapter  502.) 

From  Section  1 .  "  The  school  committee  of  every  city  and  town 
in  the  Commonwealth  shall  appoint  one  or  more  school  physicians, 
shall  assign  one  to  each  public  school  within  its  city  or  town,  and 
shall  provide  them  with  all  proper  facilities  for  the  performance  of 
their  duties.    .    .  ." 

From  Section  2.  "Every  school  physician  shall  make  a  prompt 
examination  and  diagnosis  of  all  children  referred  to  him  as  here- 
inafter provided,  and  such  further  examination  of  teachers,  jani- 
tors, and  school  buildings  as  in  his  opinion  the  protection  of  the 
pupils  may  require." 

From  Section  3.  "The  school  committee  shall  cause  to  be 
referred  to  a  school  committee  for  examination  and  diagnosis, 
every  child  returning  to  school  without  a  certificate  from  the 
board  of  health,  after  absence  on  account  of  illness  or  unknown 
cause;  and  every  child  in  the  schools  under  its  jurisdiction,  who 
shows  signs  of  being  in  ill  health,  or  of  suffering  from  infectious 
or  contagious  disease,  unless  he  is  at  once  excluded  by  the  teacher." 
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From  Section  4.  "The  school  committee  shall  cause  notice 
of  the  disease  or  defects,  if  any,  from  which  any  child  is  found 
to  be  suffering,  to  be  sent  to  his  parent  or  guardian.  Whenever 
a  child  shows  symptoms  of  small  pox,  scarlet  fever,  measles, 
chicken  pox,  tuberculosis,  diphtheria,  or  influenza,  tonsillitis, 
whooping  cough,  mumps,  scabies,  or  trachoma,  he  shall  be  sent 
home  immediately,  or  as  soon  as  safe  and  proper  conveyance  can 
be  found,  and  the  board  of  health  shall  at  once  be  notified." 

From  Section  5.  "The  school  committee  of  every  city  and 
town  shall  cause  every  child  in  the  public  schools  to  be  separately 
and  carefully  tested  and  examined  at  least  once  every  school 
year,  to  ascertain  whether  he  is  suffering  from  defective  sight  cr 
hearing,  or  from  any  other  disability  or  defect,  tending  to  prevent 
his  receiving  the  full  benefit  of  his  school  work,  or  requiring  a 
modification  of  the  school  work,  in  order  to  prevent  injury  to  the 
child,  or  to  secure  the  best  educational  results.  The  tests  of 
sight  and  hearing  shall  be  made  by  teachers.  The  committee 
shall  cause  notice  of  any  defect  or  disability  requiring  treatment 
to  be  sent  to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  child,  and  shall  require 
a  phvsical  record  of  each  child  to  be  kept  in  such  form  as  the  state 
board  of  education  shall  prescribe." 

From  Section  7.    "The  expense  which  a  city  or  town  may  incur 
.    shall  not  exceed  the  amount  appropriated  for  that  pur- 
pose.   .    .    .    The  appropriation  shall  precede  any  expenditure 
or  any  indebtedness  which  may  be  incurred  under  this  act,  and 
the  sum  appropriated  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  appropriation."

Commissioner  for  one  year  (to  fill  vacancy). 

Also,  to  vote  "Yes"  or  "No"  on  the  question,  "Shall 
licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this 
town." 
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All  the  foregoing  to  be  voted  on  the  official  ballot.

To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
borrowing  money  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the  current  mu- 
nicipal year. 

Art.  7-  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  defray  the  cost  of 
extending  the  sidewalk  on  the  north  side  of  Pond  street,  from  the 
estate  of  Walter  Evans  to  the  easterly  boundary  of  the  estate  of 
Nelson  Mathews.

00  shall  be  raised  as 
follows:  $1,000.00  shall  be  assessed  in  the  taxes  of  the  year 
when  the  work  is  done,  and  the  balance  shall  be  raised  by  the 
issuance  of  two  notes  of  the  town  for  $1,000.00  each?  maturing 
respectively  one  and  two  years  from  their  date,  with  interest  at 
4  %  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  both  principal  and  inter- 
est to  be  payable  at  the  First  National  Bank  of  Boston,  and  the 
notes  not  to  be  obligatory  without  the  authenticating  certificate 
of  the  said  bank  endorsed  thereon.

Voted,  For  the  purpose  of  furnishing  the  funds  for  the 
erecting  of  the  new  schoolhouse  in  Cochituate  Village  on  the  old 
site,  as  authorized  by  the  town  vote  on  March  30,  1910,  the 
Town  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed,  with  the  approval  of  the  Se- 
lectmen, to  issue  and  sell  at  not  less  than  par  and  interest  bonds 

of  the  town  in  the  principal  amount  ot  $26,000.00  dated  1910, 

bearing  interest  at  4  %  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and 
consisting  of  twenty  bonds  of  $1,000.00  each,  maturing  one  each 
year  for  twenty  years,  and  twelve  bonds  of  $500.00  each  matur- 
ing one  each  year  for  twelve  years.  None  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
obligatory  without  the  authenticating  certificate  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Boston,  Mass.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


Financial*  The  Town's  condition  has  further  improved 
during  the  year.  All  the  old  uncollected  taxes  were  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  elected  collector,  and  the  balances  outstanding 
of  the  years  up  to  1906  are  now  very  small.  These  are,  for  the 
most  part,  uncollectable,  and  we  trust  the  assessors  will  take 
action  to  get  them  off  the  books.  Through  the  efforts  of  the 
collector,  the  amount  of  temporary  borrowings  has  been  less  than 
for  many  years.  The  bonded  debt  was  increased  by  the  sale  of 
$26,000.00  of  schoolhouse  bonds.  These  were  awarded  to  the 
highest  bidder  at  $102,767.  The  incidental  account  has  been 
overdrawn  by  $165.24,  owing  to  several  unexpected  items,  among 
which  are: 

$75.75,  spent  by  the  Tree  Warden,  without  appropriation. 
$157.19,  for  legal  services  and  costs  in  suits  of  Lane,  against  the 

Town,  and  Evans  against  the  Town,  and  three  years'  services 

as  Town  Counsel  of  P.  H.  Cooney,  for  which  no  bill  had 

previously  been  rendered. 
$20.00,  in  settlement  claim  of  Bezanson,  for  wood  burned  by  the 

Gypsy-Moth  Superintendent  in  1906. 
$16.00,  in  settlement  of  disputed  bill  for  spraying  shade  trees 

about  five  years  ago. 
$21.50,  carriage  hire  for  Assessors. 

At  the  present  time,  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  all  old 
matters  have  been  well  cleaned  up. 

The  salary  account  is  overdrawn  by  reason  of  the  increase  in 
the  Treasurer's  salary,  and  the  extra  work  of  the  Assessors. 

Legal*  In  the  case  of  Lane  vs.  the  Town,  to  recover  back 
taxes  paid  under  protest,  on  the  ground  that  said  taxes  had  al- 
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ready  been  paid,  the  jury  rendered  a  verdict  against  the  town  for 
8^00.00.  The  judge  set  aside  the  verdict,  and  by  agreement  the 
case  was  referred  to  a  master. 

Streets*  The  appropriation  for  improvement  of  Main  street 
has  not  been  used,  as  the  Highway  Commission  have  not  yet 
granted  the  desired  assistance.  Unless  they  soon  take  some 
favorable  action,  it  may  be  desirable  to  take  the  matter  up  with 
the  County  Commissioners.  At  the  Tower  Hill  station,  an 
arrangement  was  made  with  the  railroad  and  the  Highway  Sur- 
veyor, to  place  a  drain  for  surface  water,  the  town  paying  one- 
half  of  the  expense. 

Lighting-  Additional  street  lamps  have  been  placed  as  fol- 
lows: 

Tower  Hill  Road,  5  lights. 
Plain  Road,  3  lights. 

Police*  The  board  appointed  J.  H.  Maloney  as  regular 
officer  in  charge  of  all  police  work.  Enforcement  of  the  liquor 
law  has  continued.  Some  attempt  has  been  made  to  check  the 
reckless  driving  of  automobiles,  and  a  number  of  drivers  have  been 
taken  into  court. 

Appointments*  The  regular  appointments  required  by  law 
have  been  duly  made.  They  appear  in  the  list  of  town  officials 
and  committees. 

Insurance*  The  Town  Treasurer  deserves  great  credit  for 
having  worked  out  during  the  past  year  a  plan  of  covering  all  the 
town's  insurable  property  under  a  blanket  policy,  which  is  now  in 
force.  The  total  amount  covered  by  it  is  about  $100,000.00,  and 
there  will  be  a  marked  saving  in  insurance  premiums  under  this 
plan. 

Grade  Crossing  Abolishment*  The  State  Highway  Com- 
mission have  suggested  a  petition  by  the  Selectmen  to  abolish 
the  grade  crossing  at  Bridal  Point,  agreeing,  if  this  is  accom- 
plished, to  take  that  portion  of  the  road  not  now  under  their  juris- 
diction, between  the  house  of  Samuel  Russell  and  the  further  side 
of  the  bridge  over  the  Sudbury  river,  provided  that  this  bridge 
shall  be  reconstructed,  either  as  part  of  the  grade  crossing  im- 
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provement,  or  by  the  town.  As  at  present  advised,  we  do  not 
think  it  would  be  done  as  part  of  the  grade  crossing  improvement, 
as  the  distance  between  the  railroad  and  the  bridge  appears  to  be 
sufficient  in  which  to  grade  down  to  the  level  of  the  present 
bridge.  If  the  Highway  Commission  will  take  the  bridge  as  it  is 
now,  and  reconstruct  it  themselves,  when  necessary,  or  if  it  could 
be  included  in  the  abolishment  of  the  grade  crossing,  which  would 
involve  relatively  slight  expense  to  the  town,  we  should  be  in 
favor,  but  we  have  not  been  willing  to  put  in  a  petition  without 
some  assurance  that  the  town  would  not  be  committed  to  the 
rebuilding  of  the  bridge  at  this  time. 

The  boundary  lines  between  Lincoln  and  Wayland,  Sudbury 
and  Wayland,  and  Natick  and  Wayland,  have  been  perambulated, 
and  the  boundary  marks  found  in  order.

Report  of  Cochituate  School  Building  Committee 


The  committee  after  careful  inquiry  engaged  as  architects 
Adden  &  Parker  of  Boston.  The  main  contract  was  awarded  to 
the  lowest  bidders,  Hapgood,  Frost  &  Co.  of  Wellesley.  The  fol- 
lowing are  the  contracts  and  estimates  to  date  :

The  estimates  as  first  submitted  were  considerably  in  excess 
of  these  figures,  and  it  was  necessary  to  cut  out  every  item  of 
expense  that  was  not  absolutely  essential  to  the  safety  and  use- 
fulness of  the  building.  We  believe  we  have  secured  a  building 
that  will  be  a  credit  to  the  town  at  a  minimum  of  cost. 

The  premium  received  on  the  bonds  sold  was  $719.42.  The 
committee  expected  to  have  the  use  of  this  sum  and  to  expend  it 
on  grading  and  minor  miscellaneous  items,  but  a  statute  passed 
by  the  last  legislature  provides  that  after  deducting  the  cost  of 
preparing  bonds  of  this  description  the  balance  of  the  premium 
shall  be  applied  toward  the  extinguishment  of  the  bonds.  The 
cost  of  preparing  the  bonds  was  ninety  dollars.  Deducting  this 
amount  from  the  premium  leaves  a  balance  of  $629.42. 

An  additional  sum  will  also  be  required  for  furniture.  This 
we  estimate  will  cost  one  thousand  dollars,  ($1000.00). 

We  therefore  ask  for  a  further  appropriation  of  a  sum  equal 
to  the  balance  of  the  premium  on  the  bonds,  which  is  $629.42, 
and  $1000.00  additional  for  furniture. 
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Cochituate  School  Building  Committee 


An  honest  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  expenses  down  and 
not  to  over-run  the  appropriation.  We  regret  exceedingly  the 
necessity  of  asking  for  more  money,  but  it  seems  unavoidable. 

One  of  our  citizens  presented  the  town  with  a  strip  of  land 
containing  55  feet  frontage  and  about  1 86  feet  in  depth  taken 
from  the  land  of  Mrs.  Mary  Fairbanks  to  the  south  of  the  present 
schoolhouse  lot.  This  made  it  possible  to  so  place  the  new  build- 
ing that  there  should  be  ample  space  on  both  the  north  and  south 
sides,  thus  greatly  improving  the  general  appearance  and  beauty 
of  the  new  structure.  This  same  gentleman  has  also  made  other 
gifts  which  have  added  greatly  to  the  real  worth  of  the  building 
and  which  the  committee  could  not  provide  in  their  original  plans 
and  still  keep  within  their  appropriation. 

We  hope  to  have  the  new  building  finished  and  ready  for 
occupancy  by  the  middle  of  April. 

The  committee  have  been  without  the  services  of  two  of  its 
members.

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  typhoid  epidemic,  the  last  of 
July,  samples  ot  water  was  immediately  sent  to  the  State  Board 
of  Health  and  A.  D.  Little,  Engineering  Chemist,  Boston,  these 
samples  were  taken  from  the  resivoir  near  the  filter  well  and  the 
faucet  in  Bean's  Drug  store.  A  favorable  report  was  received 
from  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  the  following  letter  and 
analysis  was  received  from  A.  D.  Little.

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Report  of  Forest  Warden 


The  following  is  the  second  annual  report  of  the  Forest  Warden: 

Owing  to  an  early  spring  in  1910,  and  the  lack  of  heavy 
rains,  it  was  favorable  for  grass  and  forest  fires.  There  were 
twelve  such  fires  during  the  months  of  March  and  April. 

Another  very  dry  season  has  passed  and  the  people  should 
be  commended  for  the  watchfulness  and  care  in  preventing  woods 
res.    It  is  fortunate  there  was  no  large  damage  done. 

There  were  eighteen  permits  issued  to  light  fires. 
There  has  been  no  complaints  of  fires  being  set  intentionally, 
or  on  other  persons  property. 

Care  should  be  taken  not  to  ring  in  fire  alarm  boxes  for  grass 
or  forest  fires  unless  buildings  are  in  immediate  danger  ;  as  the 
equipment  used  at  a  house  fire  cannot  be  used  to  advantage  in 
the  woods.  Notify  the  Warden  or  a  fireman  and  get  quicker 
results,  and  thereby  save  expense  to  the  town. 

Fire  in  the  river  meadows  caused  by  sparks  from  a  locomotive 
was  put  out  with  little  damage.  The  cost  for  putting  it  out  was 
paid  by  the  railroad.

Gentlemen  .— r  The  Board  of  Health  of  the  Town  of  Wayland 
report  as  follows  : 

In  the  past  year  several  cases  have  come  under  our  observa- 
tion, namely  : 

Supposed  smallpox,  1  case  reported. 
Scarlet  fever,  4  cases  reported. 
Tuberculosis,  1  case  reported. 
Typhoid  fever,  38  cases  reported. 
Supposed  typhoid  fever  cases  not  reported  46. 
Several  cases  of  measles  and  mumps  have  not  been  re- 
ported. 

At  the  time  of  the  typhoid  fever  outbreak,  and  the  number 
of  cases  which  were  supposed  at  the  time  not  to  be  typhoid  fever, 
retarded  the  action  by  our  board  greatly.  Experts  were  employed 
from  the  State  board,  and  the  cause  was  at  once  checked.  The 
board  find  that  the  whole  cause  of  the  typhoid  fever  outbreak 
was  caused  not  from  infection  or  contagion  in  our  own  town,  but 
from  other  sources. 

Several  cesspools  were  put  in  and  closets  have  been  cleaned 
and  differently  constructed  to  prevent  any  contagion. 


All  stagnant  water  last  spring  was  sprayed  with  mosquito  oil 
to  prevent  malaria. 
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During  the  ensuing-  year,  the  board  wish  to  cal!  the  attention 
of  the  citizens  to  the  danger  of  expectorating  on  sidewalks  and 
in  public  buildings.  The  board  wish  to  act  in  conjunction  with 
the  public,  and  wish  to  say  that  any  suggestion  that  will  help 
the  general  health  of  the  public  will  be  received  cordially.

Gentlemen:  —  The  following  is  a  report  of  Animal  Inspection 
for  the  past  year: 

Since  March  1,  1910,  seven  head  of  cattle  have  been  killed 
that  were  affected  with  tuberculosis  in  different  ways.  Several 
head  have  also  been  examined  on  complaint,  but  were  found  to  be 
free  from  that  affliction. 

The  carcasses  of  these  animals  were  rendered. 
Three  complaints  were  received  for  nasal  discharges  which 
proved  breath  and  catarrh,    (in  horses). 

RABID  CASES 
Three  dogs  have  been  killed  with  rabies.    One  dog  being 
bitten  by  a  rabid  dog  was  killed.      One  dog  supposed  to  have 
been  bitten  was  held  for  three  months  and  released  by  the  Chief 
of  the  Cattle  Bureau. 

Three  dogs  were  bitten  by  a  rabid  dog,  and  received  the 
Pasteur  inoculation  which  proved  to  be  successful.

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Overseers  of  Poor 


Wayland,  Mass.,  March  1st,  1911. 

The  Overseers  of  Poor  recommend  that  the  Selectmen  act  as 
overseers  of  poor  in  the  future,  as  in  other  towns,  with  beneficial 
results,  as  the  business  has  been  minimized  to  such  a  basis  that 
it  would  be  a  useless  waste  of  money  to  continue  as  in  the  past. 

The  Overseers,  the  past  year,  visited  Worcester,  Brookfield 
and  Springfield,  looking  up  our  outside  poor. 

In  Worcester  we  found  a  party  who  has  been  paying  taxes  in 
that  city  since  1902,  whom  we  consider  no  longer  a  eharge  from 
this  town. 

In  Springfield  we  found  a  deserving  case,  —  a  mother  and 
four  children,  one  of  whom,  the  eldest,  16  years  old,  was  work- 
ing. The  mother  also  worked.  This  party  has  received  from 
this  town  sixteen  hundied  dollars  ($1, 600.00)  in  the  past  ten 
years,  which  we  feel  satisfied  was  expended  in  a  proper  manner. 

In  Brookfield  we  could  not  locate  the  party  wanted,  but 
having  received  no  bills  for  them  during  the  past  two  years,  we 
take  it  for  granted  that  they  have  become  self-supporting. 

We,  at  this  time,  wish  to  thank  those  who  so  kindly  added 
their  names  to  the  subscription  paper  the  overseers  put  in  cir- 
culation the  past  year,  in  aid  of  those  unfortunately  stricken  with 
typhoid  fever,  and  we  can  assure  those  that  the  money  was  ex- 
pended in  a  most  careful  manner. 
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We  also  wish  to  say  that  part  of  the  above  was  given  to  aid 
a  few  cases  of  the  worthy  silent  poor.  The  amount  collected 
was  two  hundred  and  seventy-one  dollars  ($271.00)  of  which  one 
hundred  and  eleven  dollars  ($111.00)  was  expended,  leaving  a 
balance  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  ($160.)  in  the  bank  to 
help  future  deserving  cases. 

We  unfortunately  lost,  the  past  year,  the  services  of  Mr.  Daniel 
Ricker,  who  for  eighteen  years  was  a  valued  servant  of  the  town; 
as  Overseer  being  admired  by  all  for  the  upright  and  fearless 
manner  in  which  he  performed  the  duties  of  his  office.

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Report  of  Local  Superintendent,  Gypsy  and  Brown 
Tail  Moths. 

In  compliance  with  requirements,  I  beg  to  render  my  re- 
port showing  the  progress  of  the  work  done  during  the  past  year, 
in  the  way  of  the  extermination  of  the  Gypsy  and  Brown  Tail 
Moth. 

It  is  generally  known,  I  think,  that  the  Brown  Tail  specie 
is  ever  increasing,  which  fact  is  beyond  human  power  to  prevent 
owing  to  the  migration  of  the  pests  from  one  place  to  another. 
It  must  be  admitted  there  are  woodlots  in  the  town  in  bad  con- 
dition, being  infested  by  Gypsy  Moths,  but  unless  the  owners  will 
co-operate  with  the  State  in  bearing  the  burden  of  the  expense 
of  clearing  such,  nothing  can  be  done,  the  state  being  unable  to 
meet  the  total  expenditure  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  work. 

Orchards  and  highways  have  been  carefully  watched  during 
the  year  and  as  a  result  show  much  improvement. 

To  many,  it  may  not  be  known,  that  the  work  of  this  depart- 
ment is  directly  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  a  State 
Inspector  and  only  such  work  as  he  may  elect  and  the  amount 
thereof  can  be  attempted. 

Warning  is  hereby  given  to  those  persons  selling  wood  for 
transportation  out  of  town,  and  until  it  is  carefully  inspected  and 
nests  treated  properly  thereon,  it  is  unlawful  to  carry  same  oat 
side  the  limits  of  the  town.

The  Library  Trustees  have  only  to  repeat  their  usual  annual 
observations  on  the  administration  of  the  library  for  the  past  year.

At  the  end  of  last  year  the  resignation  of  a  majority  of  our 
teachers  made  necessary  a  general  reorganization  of  the  teach- 
ing force.  Superintendent  Prior,  with  the  encouragement  and 
approval  of  the  committee,  succeeded  in  securing  for  the  present 
year  an  admirable  corps  of  teachers.  The  earnest  and  faithful 
effort  of  Mr.  Prior  has  been  and  will  be  of  lasting  benefit  to  our 
schools  and  his  resignation  from  our  district  is  to  be  deplored.  It 
is  most  unfortunate  for  our  town  that  the  Wayland,  Sudbury  and 
Dover  district  is  so  wasteful  of  the  strength  and  time  of  our  Sup- 
erintendents. 

The  Wayland  schools  are  running  smoothly  under  the  care  of 
our  new  superintendent,  Mr.  Benedict,  who  is  using  every  effort 
to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  corps  of  teachers. 

In  general  the  work  of  the  teachers  is  excellent  and  the  re- 
sults they  have  accomplished  is  to  their  credit  and  the  town's 
advantage.  The  uniting  of  the  branches  of  manual  training  and 
drawing  under  the  able  leadership  of  Mr.  Hazeltine  has  proved  a 
complete  success  and  your  committee  feels  the  change  should  be 
commended. 

In  engaging  the  teaching  force  the  Committee  after  making 
a  review  of  the  conditions  in  corresponding  towns  fixed  upon  $600 
as  the  maximum  salary  for  teachers  in  the  grade  schools.  As  a 
Tesult  of  this  decision  a  high  grade  of  teachers  have  been  ob- 
tained and  kept  through  the  year. 

The  unavoidable  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  various  teachers, 
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the  equipment  of  the  laboratories  in  the  high  school,  the  addi- 
tional cost  of  heating  and  ventilating  the  new  school  building  in 
Cochituate,  the  increasing  cost  of  transportation  and  the  fact  that 
we  can  no  longer  expect  state  aid  since  the  increased  valuation  of 
the  town  has  deprived  Wayland  of  this  source  of  income,  demand 
an  increased  appropriation  for  the  support  of  our  schools. 

For  the  first  time  an  appeal  for  a  new  school  building  in  Cochi- 
tuate can  be  omitted  from  the  annual  report  of  the  school  com- 
mittee, who  are  able  to  congratulate  the  town  upon  the  approach- 
ing completion  of  the  Cochituate  building. 

The  Wayland  building  has  a  crying  need  of  a  supply  of  water 
for  drinking  and  other  legitimate  purposes.  If  the  citizens  knew 
how  great  this  need  is  we  should  not  be  able  to  report  this  lack 
at  the  end  of  another  year.

My  Dear  Sir  :  — 

I  present  herewith  my  first  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
the  Wayland  High  School.  While  the  first  year  of  my  admin- 
istration is  but  little  more  than  half  over,  I  think  it  may  be 
feasible  to  outline  somewhat  briefly  the  policy  which  has 
been  mapped  out  for  the  efficient  administration  and  develope- 
ment  of  the  school.  Thus  far  it  has  been  my  aim  to 
preserve  the  attitude  of  an  observer  and  learner,  studying  care- 
fully the  general  conditions  and  needs  of  the  school,  with  a  view 
to  keeping  up  the  good  work  already  begun  and  the  toning  up  of 
those  departments  and  conditions  that  need  such  treatment. 

I  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  to  everyone,  more  especially 
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to  parents,  the  tremendous,  yes,  absolutely  essential  value  of  a  high 
school  training  for  every  boy  and  girl.  Success  in  business  and 
professional  life  is  just  as  attainable  today  as  ever,  but  we  lose 
sight  too  often  of  the  fact  that  the  conditions  of  success  are  far 
more  exacting  than  ever  before.  Hence  better  training  is  essen- 
tial. I  do  not  maintain  that  our  high  schools  have  always  given 
this;  too  often  the  contrary  has  been  true.  Nevertheless  I  assert 
that  the  right  kind  of  a  high  school  can  give  that  training  which 
will  insure  to  every  boy  and  girl  a  better  chance  than  either 
would  have  without  such  training.  Here  then  is  the  problem  for 
parent,  teacher  and  school  committee,  to  equip  and  maintain  the 
efficient  public  high  school.  If  the  problem  is  solved  success- 
fully, the  mere  money  expenditure  is  trivial  compared  with  the 
returns  on  the  investment. 

The  keynote  of  the  modern  school  is  education  for  efficiency. 
What  are  the  essential  conditions  by  means  of  whicn  we 
can  attain  this  high  ideal?  In  the  first  place,  there  must 
be  friendly  co-operation  between  parents  and  the  school. 
The  organization  of  school  work  is  such  that  pupils  must 
devote  the  major  part  of  their  time  and  strength  to  it 
during  the  school  term.  Parents  will  do  a  great  deal  for  the 
future  happiness  of  their  children  it  they  will  recognize 
this,  and  see  to  it  that  social  affairs  and  other  outside  interests  are 
reduced  to  a  minimum  at  this  time.  During  the  school  term,  I 
repeat,  the  chief  business  of  the  high  school  boy  and  girl  should  be 
school  work  and  its  legitimate  interests  and  activities.  Enough  has 
been  written  to  indicate  the  spirit  of  the  rules  to  govern  the  time 
of  the  student.  The  interested  parent  can  readily  devise  rules  to 
govern  all  specific  cases.  Our  greatest  need,  then,  is  to  under- 
stand each  other  and  the  conditions  essential  to  the  good  work  of 
the  boys  and  girls  in  whom  we  all  have  such  a  vital  interest. 

It  is  a  simple  matter  to  devise  rules  for  the  daily  adminis- 
tration of  a  school.  It  is  a  task  for  the  wTisest  to  administer 
these  rules  successfully.  I  would  put  above  the  entrance  of  every 
high  school  the  motto,  "  Freedom  within  the  law  is  liberty,  but 
liberty  without  law  is  license."    Rules  must  be  few  and  to  the 
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point,  and  in  all  cases  enforceable.  School  society  is  simply 
the  laiger  social  world  written  in  small  letters.  The  same  qual- 
ities of  leadership,  honesty  of  purpose?  purity  of  life  and  thought 
are  essential  in  the  school  as  in  the  world  at  large.  These  must 
all  be  developed  not  by  strict  martial  law,  but  by  the  exercise  of 
individual  freedom  and  responsibility.  It  is  true  that  many  such 
lessons  may  be  learned  from  books,  but  it  is  also  true  that  a  vast 
deal  of  such  truth  is  to  be  obtained  from  other  phases  of  school 
life.  Every  exercise,  whether  in  the  class-room,  laboratory,  lec- 
ture room,  gymnasium  or  athletic  field,  or  social  meeting,  should 
contribute  its  measure  to  the  training  of  pupils  in  these  funda- 
mental lessons.  Rightly  organized,  all  legitimate  school  activi- 
ties and  interests  do  contribute  their  full  share,  and  it  is  the  aim 
of  the  present  administration  of  this  high  school  to  develop  all 
of  these  sources  of  training  in  every  proper  way. 

I  stated  above  that  the  problem  of  onr  modern  society  is  to 
equip  and  maintain  the  efficient  public  high  school.  The  problem 
is  much  harder  today  than  ever  before  because  we  have  laid  upon 
us  a  double  burden.  The  modern  high  school  must  not  only 
continue  to  exercise  its  original  function  of  preparing  for  college, 
but  it  must  also  prepare  for  life  itself.  The  time  will  never  come 
when  the  public  will  cease  to  demand  the  former,  and  it  already 
demands  the  latter  with  increasing  emphasis.  We  need  not  dis- 
cuss the  college  preparatory  side  of  the  question  more  than  to 
say  that  in  our  own  high  school  the  equipment  and  teaching  force 
is  now  in  a  position,  or  will  be  shortly  if  present  plans  materialize 
as  they  should,  to  adequately  solve  this  part  of  the  problem. 
The  Wayland  High  School  is  already  on  the  accredited  list  for 
certificate  admission  to  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College, 
Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute  and  the  State  Normal  Schools. 
There  is  danger  in  the  certificate  system.  Most  of  it  can  be 
avoided,  however,  by  the  high  school  refusing  to  grant  certificates 
in  any  given  subject  to  a  student  who  ranks  below  a  certain 
standard  in  that  subject.  Reckoning  on  the  customary  basis  of 
100  per  cent,  the  Wayland  High  School  will  not  grant  such 
certificates  for  less  than  85  per  cent,  rank  in  any  given  subject. 
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One  thing  remains  and  that  is  to  secure  the  certification  of 
the  N.  E.  College  Entrance  Certificate  Board.  This  can  be  done 
as  soon  as  two  or  more  graduates  of  our  school  successfully  pass 
the  entrance  examinations  of  one  of  the  colleges  represented  on 
the  Board.  When  any  student,  in  the  judgment  of  the  principal, 
is  prepared  to  take  these  examinations,  he  will  so  recommend. 
It  must,  however,  be  distinctly  understood  that  any  pupils  not 
so  prepared  who  are  determined  to  try  such  examinations,  do  so 
at  their  own  risk  and  without  recommendation  from  this  school 
to  the  college  authorities. 

We  hear  much  today  of  vocational  education.  It  seems  to 
be  a  new  thing,  but  in  reality  it  is  as  old  as  humanity  itself, 
and  the  shame  of  our  modern  civilization  is  that  the  ancients 
understood  its  value  and  adapted  it  to  their  needs  far  more 
successfully  than  we  have  thus  far.  We  hear  mnch  too  about 
the  elimination  of  pupils  from  our  high  schools,  especially  boys. 
Your  high  school  pupil  preparing  for  college  does  not  get  rest- 
less and  leave  school  because  he  has  a  purpose  formed,  and  gets 
in  the  average  high  school  the  training  which  enables  him  to 
realize  hie  ambition.  The  pupil  who  does  not  intend  to  go  far- 
ther than  the  high  school  will,  under  normal  conditions,  remain 
to  graduate  if  he  feels  that  it  is  worth  while,  and  can  be  assured 
that  the  administration  of  the  school  is  planned  for  him  as  much 
as  it  is  for  the  pupils  preparing  for  college. 

Recognizing  these  truths,  it  is  my  earnest  purpose  as  prin- 
cipal of  the  Wayland  High  School  to  make  the  school  course 
worth  while  to  that  large  majority  of  its  pupils  who  expect  to 
complete  their  education  there.  It  is  sufficient  to  state  this  as  a 
purpose  at  this  time,  and  to  say  in  concluding  this  topic  of  dis- 
cussion that  plans  are  maturing  and  will  be  presented  in  due 
season  for  giving  a  more  practical  turn  to  the  training  of  such 
pupils.  As  stated  at  the  beginning  of  this  report,  if  this  expan- 
sion of  our  high  school  work  costs  more,  it  also  brings  greater 
returns,  returns  indeed  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  expenditure 
involved. 

Another  reason  for  the  elimination  of  pupils  from  the  high 
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school  has  been  discouragement  over  failure  to  keep  in  class 
standing.  These  failures  occur  most  in  the  first  }^ear,  making 
that  year  the  most  critical  one  in  the  course.  Such  failures 
should  and  do  in  almost  ail  schools  decrease  as  the  course  ad- 
vances. The  percentage  of  failure  in  our  school  for  the  fall 
term  of  1910  was  as  follows ; —  first  year  14  per  cent.  ;  second 
year  9  per  cent.  ;  third  year  3.2  per  cent.,  and  fourth  y ear  0  per 
cent.  This  is  a  good  showing  for  the  average  percentage  of 
first  year  failures  in  our  public  schools  is  somewhere  in  the 
neighborhood  of  30  per  cent.  Herein  lies  one  of  the  many  ad- 
vantages of  the  small  school.  Each  pupil  receives  more  in- 
dividual attention  from  the  instructors,  and  thus,  while  the 
small  school  costs  more  per  pupil,  the  results  are  more  satisfac- 
tory. Especial  attention  has  been  paid  and  will  continue  to  be 
paid  to  the  better  adaptation  of  pupils  to  their  work,  and  to  the 
elimination  of  wasteful  and  therefore  unproductive  work  on  the 
part  of  both  teacher  and  pupil. 

It  has  not  been  my  intention  to  outline  any  changes  made 
or  contemplated,  in  this  report.  Rather  has  it  been  my  desire 
to  state  some  of  the  fundamental  principles  underlying  the  work 
of  high  school  administration,  leaving  until  another  year  any 
record  of  actual  work  accomplished,  believing  as  I  do  that  time 
and  usage  alone  serve  as  the  best  interests  of  the  worth  of  any 
schemes  for  improvement  in  the  work  of  any  organization.  In 
concluding  my  report  allow  me  to  state  that  while  fault  finding 
is  to  be  deprecated  at  all  times,  fair-minded  criticism  will  always 
be  welcomed,  and  the  more  complete  knowledge  the  general  pub- 
lic has  of  the  high  school  and  its  methods,  the  more  satisfied  I 
shall  be. 

May  I  express  to  you  the  great  delight  I  have  taken  thus 
far  in  work  with  the  pupils,  teachers,  the  committee  and  your- 
self. Snch  circumstances  become  the  best  assurance  one  can 
give  for  the  future  success  of  the  high  school  and  its  pupils.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  School  Committee,  Wayland  Mass. 

Gentlemen  :  — In  accordance  with  your  direction,  the  thir- 
teenth annual  report  since  the  formation  of  this  District  is  here- 
with presented  for  your  consideration,  including  the  reports  of 
your  principals,  special  teachers,  truant  officers,  school  physician, 
and  the  usual  statistical  information. 

This  is  the  fourth  month  of  my  service  in  this  District.  As 
a  result  of  my  investigations  to  become  aquainted  with  the  work 
of  your  teachers  and  the  condition  of  your  schools,  there  is  no 
hesitancy  on  my  part  to  commend  to  you  the  work  of  your  teachers 
and  their  professional  standing,  assuring  you  that  in  my  belief 
they  are  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  direct  their  skill  and  power 
into  channels  that  shall  militate  toward  the  upbuilding  of  charac- 
ter, healthy  bodies,  and  wholesome  thinking  minds  in  our  chil- 
dren. The  spirit  of  wholesome  concientious  interest  and  attention 
to  school  requirements  on  the  part  of  the  high  school  pupils  is 
especially  noteworthy  at  this  time. 

In  all  schools  there  are  outbreaks  of  disorder  and  disaffections 
at  times.  The  test  of  your  teachers  lies  in  the  handling  of  these 
and  in  building  so  as  to  reduce  them  to  a  minimum. 

On  asking  myself,  "  What  ideals  shall  I  keep  before  me  and 
you  and  how  can  the  administration  of  affairs  be  made  more  effect- 
ive ?  "  Certain  conditions  may  be  mentioned,  one  or  two  may 
well  be  somewhat  elaborated. 

Prin.  Rodgers  is  lending  every  effort  to  build  up  strong  courses 
in  science.  You  have  met  in  part  this  year  the  needs  of  this  de- 
partment. I  commend  to  you  the  plans  formulated  for  next  year 
and  advise  the  purchasing  of  as  much  of  the  apparatus  asked  for 
as  may  be.  The  science  work  in  our  high  schools  is  to-day  a  most 
important  department. 
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Parents  should  understand  far  better  than  at  present  that 
promotion  without  merit  is  not  advancement  for  their  children. 
A  child  may  be  promoted  and  not  advanced  in  ability  by  the  fol- 
lowing work  ;  instead  of  advancement  there  is  more  likely  to  be 
retrogression  in  memory  power,  confusion  of  ideas,  uncertainty 
and  worst  of  all  a  dislike  for  school  and  the  laying  of  a  foundation 
for  idleness.  We  need  the  confidence  of  parents  and  their  sym- 
pathetic co-operation  that  boys  and  girls  may  work  in  classes  best 
suited  to  their  needs  without  too  great  disappointment  and  injury 
of  feelings.  It  has  been  my  experience  that  where  pupils  are 
held  back  and  the  spirit  is  right  at  home  there  are  no  lacerated 
feelings  and  splendid  advancement  results. 

The  strengthening  and  enlarging  of  the  scope  of  manual 
training  should  be  ever  before  the  framers  of  the  educational  pol- 
icy of  this  Town.  It  will  be  well  if  we  may  give  the  sixth  grade 
boys  of  the  Cochituate  school  Sloyd,  or  some  equivalent.  As  soon 
as  may  be  the  Town  should  give  the  girls  lessons  in  domestic 
science  and  extend  somewhat  the  course  now  given  in  needle 
work. 

It  will  be  well  to  consider  at  some  convenient  time  slight 
modification  of  the  Commercial  Course  and  also  to  consider  in- 
creasing the  number  of  diploma  credits  for  graduation. 

The  water  question  at  the  Wajdand  building  is  better  known 
to  you  than  I  shall  be  likely  to  know  it  for  some  time,  as  is  the 
question  of  teachers'  salaries.  You  need  also  to  give  some  ltttle 
attention  to  the  furnaces  at  WTayland  Center  before  another  win- 
ter. The  need  is  well  known  in  these  three  matters  and  it  is 
unnecessary  for  me  to  say  more  than  to  repeat  an  old  sentiment, 
"  Frequent  changes  of  teachers  work  to  the  deteriment  of  the 
schools,  generally." 

A  red  letter  day  for  the  Cochituate  schools  is  at  hand.  The 
day  the  schools  are  transferred  into  the  new  building  will  be  in- 
deed a  memorable  one  for  all  connected  therewith.  The  building 
gives  great  promise  of  meeting  all  expectations.  The  Town 
should  be  congratulated  ;  the  Building  Committee  and  all  who 
have  labored  for  this  workshop,  this  school  home  for  the  teachers 
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and  children,  are  to  be  favored  with  greatfulness  for  the  results 
of  their  efforts,  now  and  in  the  years  to  come. 

There  is  one  more  point  in  school  administration  to  which 
your  attention  may  well  be  directed.  That  there  is  a  grade  at  the 
Wayland  building  that  has  no  place  without  having  the  work  of 
some  one  room  disproportionate  is  no  new  fact.  Just  what  to  do 
with  this  grade  or  how  to  manage  the  school  having  the  three 
necessary  grades  is  no  new  problem.  Possibly  the  points  I  may 
mention  in  regard  to  the  solution  of  the  difficulty  may  be  old  to 
you  as  well. 

A  very  satisfactory  arrangement  in  so  far  as  the  educational 
need  is  concerned  would  be  the  placing  of  the  ninth  grade  pupils 
of  the  Town  in  the  High  School,  employing  another  assistant 
there,  and  thus  giving  strength  to  the  High  School  work  in  every 
way.  But  the  conditions  as  to  class  rooms  do  not  make  this  very 
feasible,  if  at  all  possible,  and  then  there  is  the  increase  in  ex- 
penses for  another  teacher. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Cochituate  building  another  possible 
arrangement  is  at  hand.  The  ninth  grade  pupils  of  the  Town 
could  be  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Cochituate  Master.  There 
will  be  sufficient  room,  an  excellent  building,  the  hours  can  be 
arranged  so  as  to  eliminate  the  barge  question,  and  the  work  can 
be  so  apportioned  as  not  to  burden  any  teacher  or  work  to  the  disad- 
vantage of  the  children.  The  plan  offers  Q)  relief  at  Wayland? 
(2)  gives  all  pupils  a  year  under  the  instruction  of  the  male  mind 
—  thereby  strengthening  the  preparation  for  high  school  and  add- 
ing greatly  to  the  needs  of  those  not  entering  higher  work  (3) 
and  makes  mid-year  promotions  except  to  and  in  the  High  School 
quite  possible. 

I  do  not  expect  this  feature  of  administration  to  meet  with 
early  approval,  but  it  is  worthy,  in  my  opinio q,  of  the  careful 
study  of  the  citizens,  parents,  and  yourselves,  even  though  it  lead 
to  the  consideration  of  an  annex  to  the  WTayland  building.  This 
may  yield  not  only  aid  to  our  graded  schools  but  also  yield  a  so- 
lution of  the  vexatious  sanitary  conditions  and  the  water  supply 
at  this  building. 
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I  should  feel  myself  remiss  if  I  should  not  report  to  you  that 
the  Manual  Training  Department  yields  aid  to  the  other  depart- 
ments through  the  developed  handicraft.  Window  boards  for 
ventilation  have  been  constructed  for  all  the  Wayland  rooms  and 
the  boys  have  placed  shelves  in  the  store  room  for  physical  ap- 
paratus. Some  are  also  making  useful  articles  for  home  use. 
The  Commercial  Department  has  also  been  given  some  practical 
work  in  filing  and  the  girls  have  also  done  some  work  from  dicta- 
tion beside  other  typewriting.  The  pupils  gain  thereby  by  practi- 
cal work  and  the  Town  is  the  gainer  to  some  extent  financially 

Thanking  you  for  your  indulgence  and  helpfulness  during 
the  early  weeks  of  my  work  with  you  and  expressing  my  belief 
that  the  schools  of  Wayland  should  be  second  to  none  among 
towns  of  her  size  and  wealth,  I  submit  this  report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  COCHITUATE 
GRAMMAR  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the  Cochituate 
Grammar  School. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  school  work  during  the  spring  term 
of  1910,  an  effort  was  made  to  interest  the  pupils  in  home  gar- 
dens. Seeds  in  penny  packets  were  obtained  for  each  pupil  or- 
dering them,  and  also  some  seeds  from  the  United  States,  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  were  distributed.  During  the  fall  term 
some  results  were  shown,  and  prizes  given  for  the  best  exhibits 
of  flowers  and  vegetables.  • 

Parents'  Day  was  observed  in  April.  Work  in  regular  classes 
was  shown,  also  an  exhibition  of  some  results  in  Sloyd,  sewing, 
drawing  and  music. 

The  Middlesex  County  Convention  was  attended,  but  no  visit- 
ing day  has  been  taken  during  the  past  year. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  corps  of  teachers  of  this  build- 
ing since  the  last  report  was  made. 

I  can  report  at  this  time  that  the  classes  that  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  work  with  the  Scott  and  Southworth's  "fvessons 
in  English'*  are  better  fitted  than  those  that  studied  the  other 
books. 

The  arithmetic  books  have  reached  a  point  in  wear  which 
makes  renewal  on  a  large  scale  necessary.  It  seems  to  me  worth 
considering  the  purchase  of  a  different  series  of  books.  This 
recommendation  is  not  made  with  the  idea  of  displacing  the 
Smith's  Series, — which  I  think  is  generally  satisfactory — but 
with  the  object  of  putting  into  the  hands  of  the  pupils  additional, 
easily  accessible  material  for  drill. 
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While  some  supplementary  reading  has  been  purchased  dur- 
ing the  last  year,  there  is  still  a  great  need,  especially  in  the 
upper  grades.  I  think  that  the  purchase  of  texts,  in  prose  or 
poetry,  by  standard  English  or  American  authors  would  be  of 
far  greater  value  in  arousing  a  love  of  good  books  than  the  read- 
ing of  disconnected  fragments  from  any  book  of  selections.  If 
an  interest  in  works  of  value  can  be  aroused,  it  will  serve  to 
check  in  a  large  measure,  the  influence  of  a  class  of  reading  which 
finds  its  way  into  the  hands  of  our  boys  and  girls. 

The  teachers  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the  purchase 
of  cojyy  books  would  be  of  great  help  in  our  work  in  penmanship. 
We  trust  that  it  is  not  too  late  to  do  so  this  year. 

The  problem  of  doing  what  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  pu- 
pil is  a  very  difficult  one.  There  is  a  movement  under  way  at 
present  toward  separating  the  pupils  in  the  grades  who  are  to  go 
to  higher  educational  institutions  from  those  who  are  to  finish 
school  at  an  earlier  age.  Particular  attention  is  being  given 
throughout  the  curriculum  to  the  needs  of  the  pupils  in  this 
latter  class.  This  is  a  question  which  we  ought  to  begin  soon  to 
meet  in  our  grades  in  the  town  of  Wayland.

Mr.  Frank  H.  Benedict,  Superintendent: 

Dear  Sir: — Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the 
Music. 

In  all  the  grades  much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  art  of 
getting  good  tones.  This  work  has  been  carried  on  successfully 
b}r  the  grade  teachers. 

In  the  first  grade  the  teachers  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  in 
teaching  correct  tones  and  instilling  in  the  pupils  a  love  of  song. 
It  has  been  proved  that  the  rote  song  is  the  best  method  of  reach- 
ing pupils  who  are  otherwise  musically  indifferent. 

Second  and  third  grades  have  been  doing  a  great  deal  of  indi- 
vidual work.  The  pupils  read  very  well  for  their  grades  and  in 
most  cases  the  tones  are  correct. 

In  the  other  grades  the  work  has  continued  as  heretofore. 
More  time  is  given  in  all  these  grades  to  individual  work  and  I 
find  that  the  results  in  reading  surpass  that  of  other  years. 

The  technical  side  of  music  is  receiving  closer  attention  this 
year  and  all  the  pupils  have  a  good  foundation  in  music. 

The  pupils  in  the  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  making 
a  study  of  the  lives  of  some  of  the  most  noted  musicians. 

In  the  High  School  some  work  has  been  done  in  the  study  of 
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Opera  music.  Selections  from  some  of  the  operas  have  been 
played  for  the  school  and  a  study  of  the  Librettos  has  been  made. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  earnest 
work  and  the  superintendent  and  school  committee  for  their 
support.

MANUAL  TRAINING 


'To  the  .Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Wayland  : 

Dear  Sir : — I  herewith  submit  my  report  concerning  the  work 
in  drawing  and  manual  training  during  the  past  year. 

The  drawing  and  manual  training  has  been  carried  on  much 
as  usual  with  such  changes  as  were  thought  advisable  to  increase 
the  interest  in  the  subject. 

The  early  fall  was  devoted  to  nature  study.  The  months  of 
November  and  December  were  given  to  the  study  of  design  and 
handicraft,  the  children  making  a  gift  or  booklet  using  some 
decoration  pertinent  to  the  season. 

The  children  displayed  great  interest  in  the  work  and  the  re- 
sults were  most  pleasing. 

January  and  February  have  been  devoted  to  the  study  of 
perspective  and  still  life  drawing  in  the  upper  grades.  The 
primary  grades  have  devoted  their  time  to  constructing  an  Indian 
village  of  card  board  and  decorating  the  canoes,  etc.,  with  Indian 
emblems. 

In  the  manual  training  department  quite  a  few  useful  objects 
have  been  made  outside  the  regular  courses  of  models.  Several 
of  the  boys  who  have  shown  marked  ability  are  working  out 
problems  in  cabinet  making  very  satisfactorily.    Some  models 
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we  have  been  able  to  decorate,  the  working,  drawing  and  design 
being  made  in  the  school  room  and  put  in  execution  in  the  man- 
ual training  room. 
„  The  object  has  been  to  develop  a  better  appreciation  of  form 
and  good  design  combined  with  careful  workmanship,  and  thus 
bring  the  drawing  and  manual  training  into  closer  relationship.

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EXTRACT  FROM  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

Attendance 

1 .  Excuses  for  absence  may  be  granted  by  the  teachers  for 
the  following  causes  only  :  —  The  pupil's  sickness  or  physical 
disability,  death  in  the  family  or  other  extreme  emergency,  con- 
tagious disease  or  quarantine. 

Note.  Lack  of  clothing,  helping  at  home,  running  errands, 
visiting,  and  the  like  are  not  accounted  sufficient  cause  for 
absence. 

2.  In  case  of  extreme  necessity,  the  superintendent  may 
grant  excuses  for  special  cause. 

3.  Any  pupil  not  in  his  seat  at  the  stroke  of  the  last  bell, 
promptly  at  the  hour  for  school  to  begin,  shall  be  considered 
tardy 

Exception.  Pupils  who  are  late  because  of  the  late  arrival 
of  barges  or  electric  cars  shall  not  be  considered  tardy,  unless 
they  loiter  or  delay  after  arrival. 

4.  Excuses  for  tardiness  may  be  granted  at  the  discretion 
of  the  teacher. 

5.  Any  pupil  having  been  absent  shall  be  required  to  bring 
a  written  excuse  from  parent  or  guardian,  stating  the  reason  for 
the  absence.  In  case  the  written  excuse  is  not  brought,  the 
absence  will  stand  unexcused. 

6.  All  absences  excused  must  be  so  recorded  in  the  register. 

7.  When  a  pupil  is  apparently  absent  without  sufficient 
cause,  the  teacher  shall  notify  the  truant  officer  promptly. 

8.  Pupils  under  five  years  of  age  will  not  be  admitted. 

9.  Children  will  be  admitted  to  the  first  grade  only  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  term,  except  by  special  permission  of  the 
school  committee.  ("The  beginning  of  the  fall  term"  will  in- 
clude the  first  two  weeks.) 
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10.  Pupils  who  enter  a  school  in  town  for  the  first  time 
must  present  a  vaccination  certificate,  properly  filled  out  and  cer- 
tified, or  a  certificate  stating  that  the  pupil  is  an  unfit  subject 
for  vaccination,  before  being  admitted. 

11.  Pupils  who  are  perfect  in  attendance  and  punctuality 
for  any  school  month  may  be  dismissed  one  hour  before  the  close 
of  school  on  the  afternoon  of  the  last  school  day  of  the  school 
month. 

12.  Any  pupil  outside  of  school  age,  less  than  seven  or 
more  than  fourteen  years  of  age,  who  is  absent  unexcused  for 
more  than  five  whole  days  or  ten  half  days,  in  any  period  of  six 
months,  may  be  suspended  until  asurance  is  given  of  regular 
attendance. 

School  Sessions 

1.  Wayland:  High  School — 8.45  a.m.  to  2.15  p.m. 

(Ten  minutes  for  recess.) 
Grades  8.45  a.m.  to  2.15  a.  m. 

(Fifity-five  minutes  for  re- 
cesses and  physical  cul- 
ture and  intermission.) 
Cochituate  :  Grades  9.00  a.m.  to  11.30  a.m. 

1.00  p.m.  to  3.30  a.m. 

(Twenty-five  minutes  for 
recesses  and  physical 
culture.) 

2.  The  school  hours  as  indicated  must  be  strictly  observed. 

3.  The  bell  shall  be  rung  five  minutes  before  the  beginning 
of  the  school  session,  and  the  pupils  shall  at  once  enter  I  he 
schoolroom  and  take  their  seats  ready  for  work.  The  last  bell 
promptly  on  time  shall  be  the  signal  for  the  school  exercises  to 
begin. 

4.  The  door  shall  be  opened  at  least  fifteen  minutes  before 
the  beginning  of  the  school  session. 

5.  Teachers  may  detain  pupils  after  school  or  in  extra  ses- 
sion for  the  purpose  of  making  up  lost  time  or  deficiency  in  les- 
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sons  or  application  for  a  time  not  to  exceed  one-half  hour 
in  the  grades  and  one  hour  in  the  high  school,  except  in  case  of 
pupils  who  are  carried  by  barge. 

Note. — Pupils  in  the  grades  at  Wayland  may  go  home  for 
luncheon  at  intermission  on  condition  that  they  are  not  tardy 
for  the  afternoon  session. 

Truant  Officer 
1    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  truant  officer  to  investigate  fully 
each  case  of  truancy,  to  take  such  action  as  the  circumstances 
warrant  and  the  law  directs,  and  to  report  the  result  of  his  in- 
vestigation to  the  teacher  and  to  the  superintendent. 

2.  He  shall  exert  all  possible  influence  with  the  parents  and 
guardians  to  secure  the  regular  attendance  of  their  children. 

3.  He  shall  present  an  annual  report  of  his  doings  to  the 
school  committee  on  the  1st  day  of  March  of  each  year,  giving  the 
number  of  cases  investigated  and  the  action  taken  thereon,  to- 
gether wiih  such  additional  information  as  he  may  deem  advis- 
able, or  the  school  committee  may  require. 

Medical  Inspection 
The  following  directions  conform  to  and  are  designed  to  aid 
in  complying  with  the  law  relating  to  medical  inspection,  Chap- 
ter 502,  Acts  of  1906. 

1.  The  teacher  shall  give  the  tests  for  sight  and  hearing 
and  send  notices  to  parents  or  guardians,  according  to  the  direct- 
ions in  Portfolio  A-XIII  1,  2. 

2.  Each  teacher  shall  immediately  refer  to  the  school  phy- 
sician each  child  "who  shows  signs  of  being  in  ill  health  or  of 
suffering  from  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  unless  he  is  at 
once  excluded  from  the  school."    (Sec  3,  Chap.  502.) 

3.  Whenever  a  teacher  excludes  a  pupil  from  school,  be- 
cause he  shows  signs  of  being  in  ill  health,  or  of  suffering  from 
and  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  he  shall  send  notice  to  the 
parenr  or  guardian  and  to  the  superintendent  of  schools-    In  the 
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case  of  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  the  superintendent 
of  schools  shall  at  once  notify  the  board  of  health.  (Sec,  4,  Chap. 
502.) 

4.  Each  teacher  shall  refer  to  the  "school  physician  for 
examination  and  diagnosis  every  child  returning  to  school  with- 
out a  certificate  from  the  board  of  health,"  or  from  the  attend- 
ing physician,  "after  absence  on  account  of  illness"  from  any 
infectious  or  contagious  disease  "or  from  unknown  cause."  (Sec. 

3,  Chap.  502.) 

5.  The  "school  physician  shall  make  a  prompt  examination 
and  diagnosis  of  all  children  referred  to  him"  and  shall  send 
a  notice  of  the  disease  or  defects,  if  any,  from  which  the  child  is 
found  to  be  suffering,  to  his  parent  or  guardian."     (Sees.  2  and 

4,  Chap.  502.) 

6.  The  school  physician  shall  make  such  *  further  examina- 
tion of  teachers,  janitors,  and  school  buildings  as  in  his  opinion 
the  health  of  the  pupils  may  require.    (Sec.  2,  Chap.  502.) 

7.  Whenever  a  child  is  examined  by  the  school  physician 
and  found  to  show  "symptoms  of  small  pox,  scarlet  fever,  mea- 
sles, chicken  pox,  tuberculosis,  diphtheria  or  influenza,  tonsilitis, 
whooping  cough,  mumps,  scabies,  trachoma,"  or  pediculosis,  "he 
shall  be  sent  home  immediately,  or  as  soon  as  a  safe  and  proper 
conveyance  can  be  found,  and  the  board  of  health  shall  be  noti- 
fied "  by  the  school  physician.    (Sec.  4,  Chap.  502.) 

8.  The  school  physician  shall  keep  a  record  and  report  to 
the  school  committee  the  result  of  each  examination  and  diag- 
nosis as  required  by  section  2  of  Chapter  502,  Acts  of  1906. 

9.  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  keep  on  file  a  record 
of  all  reports  made  to  the  school  committee  by  the  school  phy- 
sician. 

Note.  —  When  a  child  who  has  been  ill  with  scarlet  fever 
returns  to  school  within  a  period  of  eight  weeks  from  the  begin- 
ning of  his  illness,  he  may  be  referred  to  the  school  physician 
even  though  he  should  bring  a  certificate  of  recoverjT.  This 
should  be  done  in  every  case  when  it  appears  that  the  desquam- 
ation has  not  entirely  ceased.

EXTRACTS  FROM  SCHOOL  LAWS 

Attendance 
(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  44.) 

By  chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty,  Acts  of  1905,  section 
one  of  Chapter  forty-four,  is  amended,  in  part,  as  follows  : — 

From  Section  1.  "Every  child  between  seven  and  fourteen 
years  of  age,  and  every  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  who  can 
not  read  at  sight,  and  write  legibly,  simple  sentences  in  the 
English  language,  shall  attend  some  public  school  in  the  city  or 
town  in  which  he  resides,  during  the  entire  time  the  Public 
schools  are  in  session  .  .  .  ."  Every  person  having  under 
his  control  a  child  as  described  in  this  section  shall  cause  him 
to  attend  school  as  herein  required,  and  if  he  fails  for  five  day 
sessions  or  ten  half-day  sessions  within  any  period  of  six  months 
.  to  cause  the  child  to  attend  school,  he  shall  .... 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars.    .     .  ." 

The  attendance  of  a  child  shall  not  be  required  :  (a)  "if  at- 
tending a  private  day  school  approved  by  the  school  committee," 
or  is  being  "otherwise  instructed  ...  in  the  branches  of 
learning  required  by  law;"  (b).  "if  he  has  already  acquired 
such  branches  of  learning;"  (c)  "if  his  physical  or  mental 
condition  is  such  as  to  render  such  attendance  inexpedient." 

Truancy. 
(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  44.) 
From  Section  3.     "A  child  between  seven    and  fourteen 
years  of  age  who  wilfully  and  habitually  absents  himself  from 
school  .     .  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  habitual  truant,  and  .... 

may,  if  a  boy,  be  committed  to  a  county  truant  school  ;  

and,  if  a  girl,  to  the  state  industrial  school  for  girls  .  . 
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From  Section  4.  "A  child  between  seven  and  sixteen  years  of 
age  who  may  be  found  wandering  about  the  streets  or  publio 
places,  ....  having  no  lawful  occupation,  habitually  not  at- 
tending school,  and  growing  up  in  idleness  and  ignorance,  shall  be 
deemed  an  habitual  absentee,  ....  and  is  liable  to  commitment, 
as  in  section  three." 

From  Section  5.  "A  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  who 
persistently  violates  the  reasonable  regulations  of  the  school 
which  he  attends,  or  otherwise  persistently  misbehaves  therein, 
so  as  to  render  himself  a  fit  subject  for  exclusion  therefrom, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  habitual  school  offender  ....  and  be 
liable  to  commitment  as  in  section  three." 

Employment 
(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  106) 

By  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty  seven,  Acts  of  1905,  sec- 
tion twenty-eight  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  six  is  amended 
so  as  to  read,  in  part,  as  follows  : 

Section  28.  "No  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and 
no  child  who  is  over  fourteen  and  under  sixteen  years  of  age, 
who  does  not  have  a  certificate  as  required  ....  certifying  to 
the  child's  ability  to  read  at  sight  and  to  write  legibly,  simple 
sentences  in  the  English  language,  shall  be  employed  in  any  fac- 
tory, workshop  or  mercantile  establishment  

2.  "No  certificate  (age  and  schooling).  .  .  shall  be  approved 
by  any  person  for  a  minor  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  who 
intends  to  be  employed  in  a  factory,  workshop,  or  mercantile 
establishment,  unless  such  person  is  satisfied  that  such  minor  is 
able  to  read  at  sight,  and  to  write  legibly  simple  sentences  in  the 
English  language. 

From  Section  29.  "No  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall 
be  employed  in  a  factory,  workshop,  or  mercantile  establish- 
ment, unless  his  employer  procures  and  keeps  on  file  ....  an 
age  and  schooling  certificate  " 
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From  Section  30.  "An  age  and  schooling  certificate  shall 
be  approved  only  by  the  Superintendent  or  by  a  person  authorized 
by  him  in  writing  " 

From  Section  32.  "The  age  and  schooling  certificate  of  a  mi- 
nor under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  not  be  apnroved  and  signed 
until  he  presents  to  the  person  who  is  authorized  to  approve  and 
sign  it,  an  enployment  ticket  duly  filled  out  and  signed.  .  .  ." 

Children  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  of  age  who  apply 
for  an  age  and  schooling  certificate  must  bring  an  employment 
ticket  properly  filled  out  by  their  intending  employer  and  be  ac- 
companied by  employer  or  custodian.  Employment  ticket  blanks 
maybe  procured  from  the  superintendent. 

Contagious  Diseases 
(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  75) 
From  Section  51     "The  board  of  health    .    .    .    shall  give 
immediate  information  to  the  school  committee  of  all  contagious 
diseases    .    .    .    reported  to  them." 

(Revised  Laws,  Chapter  44) 
By  Chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy-one,  Acts  of  1906, 
Section  six  of  chapter  forty-four  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  6.  "A  child  who  has  not  been  vaccinated  shall  not  be 
admitted  to  a  public  school  except  upon  presentation  of  a  certifi- 
cate signed  by  a  regular  practicing  physician  that  he  is  not  a  fit 
subject  for  vaccination.  A  child  who  is  a  member  of  a  house- 
hold in  which  a  person  is  ill  with  smallpox,  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever,  measles,  or  any  other  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  or  of 
a  household  exposed  to  such  contagion  from  another  household 
as  aforesaid,  shall  not  attend  any  public  school  during  such  illness 
until  the  teacher  of  the  school  has  been  furnished  with  a  certificate 
from  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town,  or  from  the  attend- 
ing  physician  of  such  person,  stating  that  the  danger  of  con- 
veying  such  disease  by  such  child  is  past." 
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Medical  Inspection 
(Acts  of  1906,  Chapter  502) 

From  Section  1.  "The  school  committee  of  every  city  and 
town  in  the  commonwealth  shall  appoint  one  or  more  school 
physicians,  shall  assign  one  to  each  public  school  within  its  city 
or  town,  and  shall  provide  them  with  all  proper  facilities  for  the 
performance  of  their  duties. 

From  Section  2.  "  Every  school  physician  shall  make  a  prompt 
examination  and  diagnosis  of  all  children  referred  to  him  as  here 
inafter  paovided,  and  such  further  examination  of  teachers,  jani- 
tors, and  school  buildiugs  as  in  his  opinion  the  protection  of  the 
pupils  may  require." 

From  Section  3.  The  school  committee  shall  cause  to  be  re- 
ferred to  a  school  committee  for  examination  and  diagnosis, 
every  child  returning  to  school  without  a  certificate  from  the 
board  of  health,  after  absence  on  account  of  illness  or  unknown 
cause  ;  and  every  child  in  the  schools  under  its  jurisdiction,  who 
shows  signs  of  being  in  ill  health,  or  of  suffering  from  infectious 
or  contagious  disease,  unless  he  is  at  once  excluded  by  the  teacher." 

From  Section  4.  "  The  school  committee  shall  cause  notice 
of  the  disease  or  defects,  if  any,  from  which  any  child  if  found 
to  be  suffering,  to  be  sent  to  his  parent  or  guardian.  Whenever 
a  child  shows  symptoms  of  small  pox,  scarlet  fever,  measles, 
chicken  pox,  tuberculosis,  diphtheria,  or  influenza,  tonsilitis, 
whooping  cough,  mumps,  scabies,  or  trachoma,  he  shall  be  sent 
home  immediately,  or  as  soon  as  safe  and  proper  conveyance  can 
be  found,  and  the  board  of  health  shall  at  once  be  notified." 

From  Section  5.  "  The  school  committee  of  every  city  and 
town  shall  cause  every  child  in  the  public  schools  to  be  sepa. 
rately  and  carefully  tested  and  examined  at  least  once  every  school, 
year,  to  ascertain  whether  he  is  suffering  from  defective  sight  or 
hearing,  or  from  any  other  disability  or  defect,  tending  to  pre- 
vent his  receiving  the  full  benefit  of  his  school  work,  or  requir. 
ing  a  modification  of  the  school  work,  in  order  to  prevent  injury 
to  the  child,  or  to  secure  the  best  educational  results.    The  tests

of  sight  and  hearing  shall  be  made  by  teachers.  The  committee 
shall  cause  notice  of  any  defect  or  disability  requiring  treatment 
to  be  sent  to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  child,  and  shall  re- 
quire a  physical  record  of  each  child  to  be  kept  in  such  form  as 
the  state  board  of  education  shall  prescribe." 

From  Section  7.  "  The  expense  which  a  city  or  town  may  in- 
cur .  .  .  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  appropriated  for  that 
purpose,  .  .  .  The  appropriation  shall  precede  any  expend- 
iture or  any  indebtedness  which  may  be  incurred  under  this  act, 
and  the  sum  appropriated  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  appropri- 
ation."
